Half Cents 


l 1826 C-1 R-1. VF-30. Glossy olive and dark chocolate brown. Smooth sur- 
faces with only a few minor marks, including a rim bruise right of the F in 
OF. LDS, Manley state 5.0. The die file lines right of the date and above the 
head are all gone. Only 234,000 minted of this inexpensive, yet always well 
struck issue. The classic head style of half cent was used from 1809 to 1836 





and is designed by John Reich (#1144) 


Large Cents 


1793. Chain reverse, “AMERICA” in legend. PCGS graded S-3. Fine-12. 


The 9 in date high, close date. A popular Type with coin collectors, and

America’s first early large cent featuring Liberty with flowing hair combined 
with a chain of 13 links on the reverse said to represent the 13 original 
Colonies. Lightly worked over surfaces on the reverse as almost always seen 
on the early cents; there is a very shallow rim bruise above STATES but oth- 
erwise the rims are full and round. Scarce (#1342)

1793 S-2 R4+ Chain AMERICA. VG-8. Sharpness VF35 but there is some 
uneven moderate corrosion on the obverse and more uniform very fine cor- 
rosion on the reverse. The strongest planchet erosion is in the field off the 
chin and neck, but there are small areas on the obverse where the surfaces are 
smooth and unaffected by roughness. No verdigris on either side, and the 
only notable contact marks are a fine, old pin scratch from just below the I 
in LIBERTY into the hair below and a dull rim nick at that L. The date and 
legends are complete and strong and the color is a decent and rather glossy 
chocolate and steel brown in spite of the erosion. Certainly not perfect but a 
sharply detailed Chain cent for the grade (#1341) 





1793. Wreath reverse, vine and bars edge. NGC graded S-8. AU-50 
Brown. Between April 9 and July 17, 1793, the Coiner’s Department at the 
Philadelphia Mint delivered 63,353 cents, from seven pairs of dies made by 
Adam Eckfeldt and assistants, after sketches most likely furnished by David 
Rittenhouse. These are the famous and coveted Wreath Cents, created in an 
attempt to make better the Mint’s public image after newspaper attacks 
ridiculed the Chain design. For the first and only time, these show a leafy 
sprig between head and date; unusual also, their berries occur in linear sprays. 


Only the first obverse die has large date and letters, like the Chain cents. On 
its inception, April 4, the Coiner made up a few prooflike “specimen strik- 
ings’ on brilliantly polished planchets, followed by a few thousand normal 
impressions, during which time the obverse chipped and crumbled at rim. 
Later obverse dies have smaller date and LIBERTY, to produce a less crowd- 
ed effect; all differ in shape of sprig. The last wreath cents were struck July 6 
LOM se LooL 


One of the most historic numismatic items in terms of its association with 
the first Philadelphia Mint, and a coin of striking beauty and careful preser- 
vation. Light die clash marks visible below the chin. A slightly sprung die is 
noted diagonally through the middle of the reverse on this variety. Only a few 
circulation marks in the fields and on Liberty's profiles. The high cheek con- 
tour on this handsome variety give her a wonderful expression (#1347) Ex:

(1861-65) Hero of Pea Ridge Token. F-180/430 DO. NGC graded MS- 
62. A beautiful Mint State example of this Civil War token issue, the obverse 
depicted a mounted rider with sword drawn. Around is HERO OF PEA 
RIDGE. The Battle of Pea Ridge (Elkhorn Tavern), Missouri, took place on 
March 7-8, 1862. 





Tokens and Flying Eagle Cents 


1837 le Feuchtwanger Token. NGC graded MS-63. Dr. Lewis Feucht- 
wanger in 1837 petitioned Congress to adopt his German-silver-like metal 
tor the U.S. copper Cent. The petition, supported by Senator Thomas Hart 
Benton was rejected by Mint Director Patterson in 1838. Feuchtwanger pub- 
lished a book on gems in 1872 and died in 1876. A lustrous golden gray 
specimen with a nice display of luster on both sides. Nicely struck, too, per- 
haps not fully so at the eagle's body, but still well enough that its charm is 
enhanced immeasurably. “Fewsht-wanger” is believed to be the correct pro- 
nunciation on these (#20001) 


Flying Eagle Cents 


1856. PCGS graded Proof 64. Beautiful original color, toning, and surface 
originality, this is the famous 1856 flying eagle date that has had collectors 
scrambling to find a choice example for the better part of a hundred and fifty 
years. A desirable full-strike Proof with outstanding feathers in the eagle, a 
bold tail and head (the two main culprits when it comes to strike irregulari- 
ty), and just as sharp on the wreath. One for the connoisseur of the series!

1856. PCGS graded Proof 63. An impressive strike in all regards with sim- 
ply outstanding detail in the eagle’s wings, tail feathers, neck and head fea- 
tures. The color is medium brown, the color of light coffee with cream, and 
all original, spot-free, and no tarnish spots. The satiny-mirror surfaces are 
typical of Proofs this year with subdued luster but smooth surfaces, the strike 
nicely complements the fresh background giving it the eye appeal that is 
nothing short of exceptional. This is the most famous early Small Cent of 
them all, the King of the Indian and Flying Eagles and on just about every 
collectors’ Wish List (#2037) Ex: The W.M. Rosene and Walter Rosene Jr. Col- 


lection. 
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1857. NGC graded MS-65. A worldly measure of pouring tan cartwheel 
luster livens up the wide expanse of surface area on this gem flying eagle cent. 
The fields are for all intents and purposes pristine, and the strike is intrepid 
enough to call for special mention. Wingtip, head, tail: the three problem 
areas on the obverse side of many flying eagles. These design components 
rarely strike with good detail. As the photographs show, and as a magnifying 
glass confirms, and as the NGC grade attests, this coin, unlike so many oth- 
ers, is indeed bold in all three key areas mentioned (#2016) 





1857. NGC graded MS-65. A high degree of luster graces the satiny tan col- 
ored surfaces of this attractive cent. Dates were added separately to working 
dies of Flying Eagle cents, all from the same 1856, 1857, and 1858 logotypes. 
Thus, for a given year, date varieties occurred with regard to positioning on 
the die, but not in respect to the alignment of the numerals with each other. 
While only the most dedicated specialist is interested in collecting minute 
date position differences, such are interesting to observe (#2016) Ex: The 
Good River Collection. 


1857. PCGS graded MS-64. An delightfully lustrous flying eagle cent with 
fiery cartwheels beneath attractive lightly toned surfaces. The entire coin 
plays host to excellent color and spot-free originality. A lovely coin, one that 
certainly meets the qualifications for the assigned grade despite a little flat- 


ness on the eagle's tail feathers as well as at the top leaves of the wreath (oppo- 
site this high point) (#2016) 











Flying Eagle Cents and Indian Head Cents 





1857. DDO Eagle. FS-002. NGC graded MS-64. Interesting doubled die 
obverse variety with noticeable doubling on some of the legend and portions 
of the eagle. A beauty, with nice original copper tan color on undisturbed sur- 
faces free of discoloration. Regarding this date, the clearest details are found 
throughout the central devices and also encompassing the key legends which 
are clear. Close to gem quality (#2016)

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1858. Small letters. NGC graded MS-64. A pleasing coin that comes with- 
in an eyelash of gem quality and certainly it is one of the premium quality 
flying eagle cents we like to offer for this actively collected design. Swirling 
cartwheel luster blends naturally with pale golden brown highlights on the 
satin surfaces. 


In 1858 two different master dies (each from a different hub, with the eagle 
styled slightly differently) were employed to make working hubs and, down 
the line by transfer, working dies. This piece has the Small Letters device 
(#2021) 





1858, 8 over 7. NGC graded MS-64 Brown. A very handsome, bright 
Uncirculated example of the scarce overdate from 1858. The luster is light 
reddish copper-nickel with a few tiny toned areas above and below the eagle's 
tail. Best of all is the condition of the devices. They are sharply defined 
including all the key high points of the design (#2022) 


Lot of Six Small Cents. Includes: 1858 Flying Eagle Small Letters ANACS 
AU55; 1859 Indian ANACS EF45; 1860 1C Type I ANACS MS62; 1864 
1C Copper-Nickel ANACS MS62; 1864 1C Bronze No L ANACS MS63

1859. NGC graded Proof 66. Careening full mirror luster graces satiny 
topped devices on this coin with lively medium tan to amber brown surfaces. 
Varying hues of gold and tan-brown mingle broadly with swirling originali- 
ty. An attractive gem that wears its bold strike proudly. 


First year of issue and a one-year Type in Proof. The coins that were struck 
between 1859 and 1864 were composed of 88 percent copper and 12 percent 


nickel, as required by law. In 1864, the weight of the coins was reduced from | 


72 grains to the present weight of 48 grains, and the alloy changed to 95 per- 
cent copper and 5 percent tin and zinc (#2247) 





1859. NGC graded MS-65. A satiny matte-like gem of this important one- 
year design, with resilient underlying luster and faint tan-gray toning high- 
lights. From center to periphery, the coin is generally well struck without the 
usual weakness at the feather tips. On the 1859 issue only, the wreath con- 
sists of laurel leaves. Following the change in the design for 1860, this was 
supplanted with a wreath of oak leaves (#2052) 


1862. NGC graded MS-66. After-glow bright golden red to brownish cart- 
wheel luster radiates on both sides of this minimally toned example from 
1862. What’s more, the word “deficiency” isn’t in the cards when it comes to 
this coin’s detail; in fact, outstanding is the word to describe the striking 
detail on the feathers, in the oak leaves, and on the shield (#2064) Ex: Prop- 
erty of a Lady. 


1862. PCGS graded MS-65. A blazing reddish tan beauty almost the color 
of golden coffee with cream, a consistently original coin blessed by intense 
luster, a crisp strike, and visual appeal commensurate with the Gem grade 


(#2064) 


1862. PCGS graded MS-64. Choice with light dusky gold and brown ton- 
ing (#2064) Ex: The W.M. Rosene and Walter Rosene Jr. Collection. 
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Indian Head Cents 





1863. NGC graded Proof 65 Cameo. Capped by swirling frost on the high 
points, the surrounding mirror color is especially deep, watery, revealing on 
this handsome cameo Proof of the elusive Civil War period. Unlike the gen- 
eral run of pieces of this caliber, the strike is thoroughly convincing in all 
places, even where some weakness is usually found at the feather ends. In his 
1977 encyclopedia of Proof coins, Walter Breen considered this date to be a 
bit more plentiful than 1862, but that “many survivors have been cleaned.” 
In fact, experience now tells us that 1863 is much rarer than 1862 and to be 
a sleeper. No doubt, the widespread availability of the 1863 in business strike 
form has prompted many to believe Proofs common as well. Don't be sur- 
prised if this shatters a few price records when the auctioneer calls the end of 


bidding (#2009) 


1863. NGC graded MS-65. Baking bright luster on satiny surfaces. A touch 
of weakness is seen at the extreme tips of the upper feathers in the headdress, 
but here it is probably that the dies were spaced just far enough apart to pre- 
vent stronger metal flow in that area. A first-class gem for the collector of 
Indian cents, and easily the match for other MS65 examples (#2067) 


1863 Indian Head Cent Token F-60/346 DO. NGC graded MS-64. More 
properly, this is an 1863 Civil War token struck over a previously made 1863 
Federal issue Indian cent! A lustrous, attractive example and quite scarce. 
During the time of the Civil War, the public began to hoard first gold and 
silver coins, and eventually even the lowly copper-nickel cents. Private 
minters then began issuing millions of tokens some of which mimic the Fed- 
eral coins but others that have distinctive designs. The minter of Fuld-60 
took an 1863 Indian cent and overstruck it with his private dies, making this 
highly-collectible error piece. 





1863 Mint Error. NGC graded MS-62. An interesting error in which the 
reverse is somewhat off center while the obverse design is properly centered 
on the planchet. The Misaligned Die error coin (MAD, for short) is one of 
the least understood types of numismatic error coins. In the case of the 
MAD, what happens is that the upper die is not centered directly above the 
lower die, it may have come loose in the press and shifted position slightly. If 
the press continues to operate, striking coins, each coin will have a misalign- 
ment of the images of the obverse and reverse, as here. 
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1864. Copper-nickel. PCGS graded Proof 65 Cameo. Well detailed for 
this more difficult Civil War issue, with soft golden-orange accents at the 
rims that add considerably to the appeal of this nearly pristine cameo Gem. 
The frost at the head of Liberty and on the wreath and shield give it the beau- 
tiful two-tone appearance that collectors of Proofs always want to see (but 
rarely get the chance to bid on). Really choice Proofs like this are scarce. Yet 
strange at it may seem, the 1864 may be the most widely available Proof cop- 
per-nickel cent after the 1862. Bowers lists the order of rarity as follows: 1860 
(rarest), 1861, 1863, 1864, and 1862 (most available) (#82265) 


1864. Copper-nickel. PCGS graded MS-64. Bright with original copper- 
nickel luster whose tan and gray aspects appear favorably when choice and 
original (#2070) Ex: The WM. Rosene and Walter Rosene Jr. Collection. 





1864. Bronze. NGC graded MS-65 Red & Brown. A glossy gem of the 
finest order. Broadly sweeping luster supports intense golden-red to light 
wood-grain brown with a touch of iridescence. Very attractive for the grade 
and certain to attract much bidding interest. Another thing, this 1864 cent 
displays a precision strike on most of the legends and main devices, which is 
unusual for the date, and only a trace of soft detail at the feather tips (#2077) 


1865. Plain 5. Mint Error. PCGS graded MS-63 Brown. An unusual error 
inasmuch as it is struck on a Type 1 planchet that had as yet not gone 
through the rim “upsetting” machine, leaving a flat edge on the struck coin. 
PCGS lists this as “Stk 5% O/C on T-1 Plan” which we translate for you as 
Struck 5% Off-center on a Type 1 Planchet. Lustrous medium brown with 
glossy aspects to the surface and a sharp strike on the feathers and wreath 
(#2082) 





1866. PCGS graded Proof 65 Red Cameo. A blazing coppery orange and 
gold specimen with increasingly deep carmine in the fields. A true winner in 
anyone's book. And a satiny frosted, glittering gem of the finest order whose 
cameo relief ranks it among the finest certified by PCGS. A solidly graded 
example, this coin also displays razor-sharp striking definition for an 1866. 
This is to say that the strike is complete, with not even a single feather lack- 
ing detail on the headdress, nor an oak leaf without its central design. Proof 
mintage estimated at from 850 to 1,100 (Bowers) (#82287) 
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Indian Head Cents 


1866. PCGS graded Proof 65 Red & Brown. The surfaces are bright with 
reddish-copper to light brown luster and show none of the muting often seen 
on Proofs of the 1860s. A generous amount of crisp detail for the type, 
including those areas with the usual weak metal flows into the deepest chan- 


nels of the dies leaving the centers bold (#2286) 





1866. ANACS graded Proof 64 Red. Bright and lustrous red surfaces as glo- 
rious and fresh as the day this particular specimen left the mint in 1866. 
What's more, the devices were struck smack on the dot at the required force 
by the Proof dies leaving all design elements plain and clear-cut, with not 
even an iota of weakness as found on some examples parading around in the 
same numerical grade (#2287) 





1868. PCGS graded MS-64 Red. Full red, undisturbed mint luster that is 
deep and slightly wood grain in its effect as on many surviving Mint States 
of this scarce issue. Moving along, we can gladly report a highly presentable 
strike, with boldness to the main feather parts comprising the 


shaft, “vane,” and “barbs.” (#2093)

1871. NGC graded MS-65 Red & Brown. Outstanding copper red and 
warm brown color beams across radiant surfaces on this gem quality Mint 
State example of the more scarce 1871 issue. Unlike the general run of pieces 
of this caliber, the strike is thoroughly convincing in all places, even where 


some weakness is usually found at feather ends and portions of the shield

1873. Open 3. NGC graded MS-65 Red & Brown. A frosty, satiny gem 
with strong luster sufficient mint golden-red color to give it a nice visual 
impression. Often, a soft impact was left after the recoil of the likely worn 
dies that struck this year’s coinage; but in a few instances like the present one, | 
the opposite is the case and the coin has a very convincing impression. A gem

1874. NGC graded MS-65 Red & Brown. A highly lustrous Gem and 
splendid coffee-with-cream to red color rather than chocolate brown, a fresh 
appearing specimen with accents of original color, giving the piece its extra- 
ordinary eye appeal. Small wonder that the present beauty is graded as high 
as it is. Devices were struck with the primary energy required to impart the 
design to the outer areas as well as enough vigor by the dies to impart clear- 
cut centers. This is a not well-known trait of business strike Indian cents 
where weak feather ends continue to plague the issue (#2119) 
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1877. NGC graded Proof 66 Red & Brown. NGC Pop: 14/5. An uncom- 
monly gorgeous toned example of this key Indian cent, as crisp and bursting 
with mirror freshness as when it was first sent to NGC for grading. Both the 
peripheries and the central reverse are detailed and 100% crisp for their 
sharpness of strike, which is a forceful reminder in a Proof coin from the 
Philadelphia mint that it is quality that counts. The color ranges from the 
usual deep coppery red and brown to purple-brown with strikingly beautiful 
blue iridescence. The high points of the design, because they are well frosted, 
shine through this color giving Liberty and the wreath its beautiful blue- 
cameo contrast.

When the proposal of a new two-cent piece was being discussed, Mint Direc- 
tor Pollock submitted for Treasury Secretary’s (Salmon P Chase) approval 
samples of two designs, one with a Washington head, the other with shield 
and arrows in saltire (similar to that adopted), preferring the latter, saying 
that he preferred the latter, probably because it was in lower relief. Secretary 
Chase concurred, but stipulated that the motto GOD OUR TRUST be 
changed to INGOD WE TRUST. This wording was evidently influenced by 
the motto of Chase’s alma mater, Brown University, IN DEO SPERAMUS, 
‘In God we hope.’ Pollock’s proposal was written into the pending Mint Bill, 
which became law April 22, 1864, with this handsome 1864 large motto gem

As a restrike, these pieces would not have 
been included in the listed Proof mintage of 600 pieces (all of which were 
Closed 3 pieces distributed with the sets before April 1, 1873). The old fig- 
ure of 500 1873 Open 3 coins in the Red Book results from the known 
mintage of new-style 1873 Proof sets (with the arrows coins and the Trade 
Dollar). Based on frequency of appearance, some are of the opinion that it is 
likely the original mintage of this variety was closer to 75 pieces! A very pre- 
sentable, indeed handsome reddish brown Proof with smooth glossy finish

The bold strike is impressive for the series and 
both sides are typically smooth for the grade. So fresh is it, and so gleaming 
white, that youd better pick a well-guarded spot in the auction room for the 
inevitable clash of wills for ownership that is sure to arise. Proof mintage was

Lustrous, mint-frosty surfaces put on 
a show with their superb colors and flashy iridescence, the overall appearance 
greatly reinforced by cartwheel luster. Regarding this date the buffalo stands 
on a mound on the Type 1 pieces. This mound, on which is set the denom- 
ination FIVE CENTS resulted in swift wear, obliterating the denomination 
after only a few months in circulation. The design was immediately modified 
in 1913, creating two Types for collectors to own (#3915) 


1913-D. Type 1. PCGS graded MS-67. A bright gem that spares no com- 
promises with its rich nickel-white iridescence on both sides.

It has no bothersome abrasions or spots 
or points of wear but on the contrary displays smooth satiny “matte” charac- 
teristics.

the three models engaged. His memory failed him on the identity of the 
third, but the most reliable evidence suggests that the third model was Big 
Tree, a Kiowa.

A thoroughly amazing first year Flowing Hair Half Dime, not only because of its incredible grade, but also by virtue of its 
superior eye appeal. This splendor coin has it all: free-flowing, unhindered rivers of natural luster, bold crisp sharpness of detail for the Type, and frosty surfaces 
that are devoid of all but the most trivial of mint-caused planchet flakes. The gently toned old-silver color heightens the appeal of this special coin, heightens it 
into the stratosphere where only a few can breathe the rarified air. Consider it: a Mint State 67. A coin two hundred and twelve years old (Or perhaps we should 
call it ewo hundred and twelve years young, because of its youthful exuberance and top quality beauty.) Boldness is found everywhere, but especially highlight- 
ing the peripheral legends and devices at their centers. As might be expected, this is the finest example of the date certified by NGC, regardless of die variety, with 
none that are finer. Doubtless, this is a status that will remain unique to it for all time. This coin easily surpasses the Eliasberg coin, or any of the other examples 
of the date that have staked claims to Gem status for that matter. Diagnostics: LM-3 is from the same obverse die as LM-2, but with only a single leaf below the 
final S in STATES. The obverse has a light die crack through star 6 and the hair to E of LIBERTY. The reverse has three die cracks that appear to join in the 
eagle’s tail feathers (#4250) Ex: The Good River Collection.

The British were even- 
tually turned back at Baltimore harbor. But on August 24-25, 1814, their 
forces burned Washington, D.C. and the Capitol. President and First Lady 
Madison fled the White House. Then, in September 1814, the Battle of 
Plattsburgh (Lake Champlain), where the U.S. forces secured our northern 
border with a stunning victory over a larger British force. On December 
15,1814, The Hartford Convention formed by a group of Federalists to dis- 
cuss secession from the Union. The Convention’s proposed seven amend- 
ments to protect the influence of Northeastern states. Finally, on December 
24, 1814, one day before Christmas, the Treaty of Ghent was signed ending 
hostilities. The British and American diplomats agree to return to the status 
quo from before the war. A busy year for such a little dime to slip past the 
avaricious hands of merchants and the public in its full, original pristine con-

The Numismatist magazine, referring to the new designs of 1916, said that 
they formed “the most attractive set of silver coins ever issued by this or any 
other government.” The Winged Liberty Head dime in particular, which 
soon came to be known as the Mercury dime, was widely praised. “The 
designer of the new dime has given us a youthful, even girlish head,” The 
Numismatist said. “But the innovation on the obverse consists in adding 
wings to the head. This, of course, is not a new type for a coin; it is only new 
for the United States. The winged head was used almost exclusively on one 
side of the family or consular coins of the Roman Republic before the Chris- 
tian era (#4907) Ex: The Good River Collection.

A heart-stopping gem of the premium quality 
one likes to see for this actively collected twenty cent denomination. Swirling 
cartwheel luster blends naturally with pale toning highlights on the satin sur- 
faces. Viewing this under magnification, we constantly need to remind our- 
selves that this is a business strike and not a Proof. A short-lived coin, the 
twenty-cent piece was authorized by the Act of March 3, 1875. Soon after 
the appearance of the first pieces, people complained about the similarity in 
design and size to the quarter dollar. The eagle is similar to that used on the 
Trade dollar, but the edge of this coin is plain, not milled. Yet many found 
their way into circulation; very few were saved in gem mint condition at the

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1875-S. PCGS graded MS-64. A satiny twenty-cent piece. Supple underly-.

The story behind this transient design dates back to summer 1795. The new 
Mint Director, Henry William DeSaussure defined his two principal ambi- 
tions on taking office: first, placing gold into circulation; second, improving 
all current coin designs. To put into action the second of these, DeSaussure 
asked the illustrious portraitist Gilbert Stuart to prepare a likeness of Liber- 
ty. Stuart chose as his model Mrs. William Bingham of Newport, R.I., and 


his sketch went to the Mint about August 1795. During the last couple of 


weeks in October, silver dollars were issued bearing the new design, and in 
1796 the first quarter dollars were struck. John Eckstein, who was hired to 
make “models” (device punches?) for the new draped bust designs is credited 
with the design of the small eagle on its cloud-shaped cushions, within a 
wreath of olive and palm branches.

Only the 
Philadelphia Mint struck the new design since there was little time left in the 
year to prepare dies for the two branch mints; and even then, Philadelphia 
did not deliver its quota of the new quarters until December 16. Between 
that date and the end of the month, a total 52,000 pieces were struck. In a 
way, the 1916 issue is a one-year Type since the mint did a major touch-up 
to the design for the 1917 “Type 1” coinage. Place specimens of the 1916 and 
1917 together and you can count the many ways the design was changed, pri- 
marily to strengthen the design such as Liberty's head, gown, shield, and the 
feathers on the eagle. A key coin for the specialist (#5705) Ex: The Good 
River Collection. 





1916. PCGS graded EF-40. A well struck example in this high circulated 
grade. Graceful underlying medium gray still peeks through in areas. 
Although not fully struck, the coin shows enough detail in the head, shield, 
and eagle’s breast area of the reverse to give a good accounting. Bidders are 
advised that this is a low mintage date: only 52,000 were struck. More would 
have been produced, however the dies weren't ready in time when a massive 
order for quarter dollars came in to the Treasury Department. To supply this 
need, the Philadelphia and Denver mints were directed to coin several mil- 


lion of the old Barber coins (#5704) Ex: The Good River Collection. 





1916. NGC graded Good-6. Clear, if somewhat weak date; smooth surfaces, 
natural patina, and that greatest of all diagnostics that separate the “name” 
coins from the common herd, low mintage. For there were only 52,000 of 
these made, and most found their way into circulation. The key date in the 
series (unlike the other first year issues, 1916 Mercury dime and 1916 walk-

The highly 
lustrous surfaces exhibit wonderful satiny luster and nice originality without 
toning; also boldly struck, all design features are sharp enough to merit atten- 
tion here. As we have mentioned elsewhere, United States silver coins struck 
in 1916 and early 1917 possess a “textured” luster, almost velvety, unlike any- 
thing before or since. The velvety effect is most notable on sharp Mint State 
specimens of the new designs: Mercury dime, the standing Liberty quarter, 
and the walking Liberty half dollar (#5709) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1918-S, 8 over 7. PCGS graded MS-64. One of the best preserved exam- 
ples of this classic rarity, this one has well developed toning with underlying 
frosty luster and is generally well struck. In fact, most of the head on Liber- 
ty is present, but not quite sufficient to earn it a “full” rating. We must note 
that this date is nearly impossible to find with a full head since the design of 
the coin rarely allows the metal to flow into the die this close to the rim. The 
surfaces remain quite clean, with just a couple of tick marks hidden on the 
devices. 


The 1918-S, 8 over 7 overdate is one of the most famous rarities of the last 
century. Few were created, all from a single obverse die, and they are eagerly 
sought by collectors, have been since their discovery. Collectors first noticed 
the variety in 1937, and retrieved most survivors from circulation then and 
during the next few years. Perhaps one thousand pieces exist, the grading ser- 
vices have seen several hundred in all grades, no doubt including duplicate 
submittals, and it is likely that more are out there in sitting in old Wayte Ray- 
mond albums, having been put away decades ago and forgotten. This hand- 
some MS64 has the minute diagnostics noted in the Breen Encyclopedia. 
The overdate feature is plain with or without a glass. Apparently in the rush 
to get dies prepared, one 1918 die received a blow from the 1917 master hub, 
then the press was switched to the 1918 hub, and the die was struck again. 
No one noticed the overdate, or if they did, no one cared, and the die was 
shipped and put into production at the San Francisco Mint, much to the 
amazement of collectors (#5726) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1919-D. PCGS graded AU-58 Full Head. Well struck with abundant lus- 
ter in the devices and stretching out across the field on both sides. A strong 
head on Liberty is rare for 1919-D, with this coin’s toning just the right look 
of originality to give it a splendid appearance (#5731)

1803. Large 3. PCGS graded VF-25. A splendid example featuring the large 
3 in date (a Red Book variety). Original toning; choice surfaces. Mintage 
increased to 188,234 pieces for 1803, but still low by contemporary stan- 
dards and always in demand when nice (#6066) Ex: The W-M. Rosene and 
Walter Rosene Jr. Collection. 


1805. Overton-112 ANACS graded EF-45. A few light marks on the face 
and shoulder area. Cleaned and recolored with uneven gray to russet brown 
on the obverse, more or less the same distribution of hues on the sharply 
struck reverse. Not the finest one seen, but acceptable as an EF for a Type set 
collection. There is a long die crack through STATES (#6069) 


1805. PCGS graded VF-25. Very nicely preserved the surface features two- 
tone color, with lighter silver-gray on the high points of the design. The mint 
began ramping up production in 1805 when 211,722 half dollars were mint- 


ed (#6069) Ex: The WM. Rosene and Walter Rosene Jr. ( ‘ollection. 


1806. Pointed 6, stem through claw. Overton-120a ICG graded AU-50. 
Lustrous purple gray toning with some hints of blue and rose, a very attrac- 


tive coin whose choice surface is pleasing to the eye (#6071) 
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1807. PCGS graded MS-61. Sleek silvery gray surfaces exhibit original cart- 
wheel spin and a satin, almost delicate quality that really engages the aesthetic 
sense with its serene beauty. The centers are sharper than average for this year, 
as well, comparing favorably with an even higher grade than the MS61 
assigned to it by PCGS (#6079) 





1807. PCGS graded EF-40. Extremely bold relief on both sides, with gor- 
geous original toning. It is plain to us the consignor waited until just the right 
coin came along to fill the requirements for the draped bust, heraldic eagle 
date of 1807. But bidders shouldn’t wait for another to bid or the opportu-

1809. PCGS graded EF-45. Well struck with attractive toning on both 
sides. The 1809 issue was struck the year Abraham Lincoln was born. This is 
also the year John Stevens's steamboat Phoenix completed the first successful 
sea voyage from New York to Philadelphia. Stevens, a well-known inventor, 
had earlier designed the screw propeller in 1802, and had influenced the writ- 
ing of the first Federal patent laws (#6092) Ex: The WM. Rosene and Walter

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1817. PCGS graded MS-66. Light orange to golden brown toning appears 
over heavily frosted surfaces. Amazing luster accompanies this gorgeous color, 
with a strong cartwheel effect on both sides attributable to the strong luster 
flows from the center of the coin outwards. Put a magnifying glass to the coin 
and what you will find is an impressive example of the date, seldom seen in 
such a splendid state of preservation. Crisp strike, with little loss of details, 
and with full curls on Liberty’s head. Easily one of the finest 1817 half dol- 
lars known. 


The fourth “style” of Reich's capped bust left Half Dollar, that of 1817 to 
1825, incorporated several major improvements. First, the curls are far more 
finely engraved below the cap than on any other date range in the series. Sec- 
ond, major changes in the relief of the drapery occur, especially the top fold 
in front of the clasp. Finally, the cheek and jaw are in higher relief and the 
chin more tilted upwards, plus there was some relief modification to the cap. 


The nature of the progressive changes in the style of Reich’s bust design — 
from fine hair to coarse, and then starting over with fine again — shows 
clearly that in this period the Mint was using master dies rather than hubs, 
as these modifications would have required the addition of more metal to a 
hub, but merely deepening of the engraving on a master die. The “Master 
Die” concept was, according to Stacks and other researchers, standard prac- 
tice at the Mint until many years after the end of the Bust Half Dollar series

Very 
attractive light gray surfaces, all original, fresh with uncleaned originality. 
There were various date and letter orientations in 1828 which collectors 
often try to gather together into a set (#6151) 


1829. PCGS graded AU-58. As with many of the other coins in this illus- 
trious consignment of coins from an old time collection, this 1829 half dol- 
lar has exquisite toning, ample luster, bold strike, and should provide hours 
of enjoyment and study for the successful bidder (#6154) Ex: The WM.

The strike, like the luster, is confident, although not as bold as on 
other dates in the series, 1831 lacked some vitality in the stars and on a few 
of the reverse detail, but still a solid MS66 coin by any measure (#6159) Ex:

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1831. NGC graded MS-65. Original toned and refreshingly clean for this 
issue, with shimmering gem-quality luster in the fields and light golden-gray 
patina. The fields are smooth with satin luster. Sheer boldness of strike 
throughout would be the ideal for a bust half dollar of the 1830s, but this 
coin failed to strike completely in one or two areas only, and was left after the 
rebound of the dies in a somewhat soft state at the LUR of PLURIBUS and 
on the stars. However, the eagle’s feathers are complete and bold, the shield 
extensively detailed, while Liberty's hair curls are complete down to the 
sometimes weak “lovelock” curl on her shoulder (#6159) 


1831. PCGS graded AU-55. An attractive natural gray toned example 
(#6159) 





1832. NGC graded Proof 65. A mirror-fresh beauty, and by all measures, a 
strikingly beautiful Gem. Level, rolling mirrors with splashes of rich “old sil- 
ver” color minzgle on the smooth surfaces. For their part, the devices are well 
detailed and offer contrast from the way the dies imparted light satiny frost 
to this area of the design. A jewel for the advanced collector of the series. 


The sixth stylistic change made to John Reich's capped bust left Half Dollar 
was used on coins struck from 1832 to 1834. Here, the relief levels of the 
entire design were visibly raised, which is clearly evident on this marvelous 
Proof; curls again were made finer and thinner (but coarsening gradually in 
1833 and 1834). Also, the profile was substantially altered (#6160) Ex: The

1832. NGC graded MS-65. Sport-free and clean as a whistle, as one would 
expect from the grade; however, what really sets this coin apart from others 
is its pleasing cartwheel luster that rolls around each side. The color and sur- 
face clarity is similar to the 1831 MS65 just offered, with almost identical 
(and beautiful) dusky gray and antique gold accents. Struck with controlled 
precision throughout the outer peripheral areas, although somewhat weak 
and compromised at the following locations, possibly due to overworking the 
dies: the stars (which are “pulled” toward the rims), and portions of the shield 
on the eagle's breast (#6160) 


1834. Small date and letters. PCGS graded AU-55. Attractive light gray 
toning over choice surfaces. The 1834 half dollars in particular experienced a

1837. NGC graded MS-65. It is vital to put this handsome coin in its prop- 
er perspective. For decades until this issue, the mint struck coins on a hand- 
operated press. Then, beginning late in 1836 on the few reeded edge half dol- 
lars minted that year, and commencing full force with this 1837 date, the 
newly installed steam-operated press went into production. The result is what 
you see here: consistency of strike, standard “rims” with full denticles within, 
and full swirling luster effects. Designs are by the noted artist and Mint 
engraver (soon to be Chief Engraver), Christian Gobrecht, whose fine pat- 
tern coins of 1836-39 often employ this capped bust head of Liberty (#6176) 
Ex: The Good River Collection.

1842-O. Small date (reverse of 1839). NGC graded VF-20 WB-101. This 
variety is one of the keys issues in the seated half dollar series with Wiley and 
Bugert (1993) assigning survivors a High Rarity-4 rating. There are two dis- 
tinct die marriages of the WB-101 variety, the present coin appears to be 
struck from that which is softly detailed at the lower extremities of the eagle. 
The balance of the features, however moderately well worn, retain some bet- 
ter definition in the raised areas. Mostly medium gray in color with deeper 
gray accents around some of the devices, and no abrasions that are particu- 
larly irksome for the Very Fine 20 preservation (#6238) 


1844. PCGS graded MS-61. Well struck with luster aplenty under the nat- 
ural gray and shimmering blue patina. A carefully graded example of the early 
No Motto design (#6245) Ex: The WM. Rosene and Walter Rosene Jr. Collec- 


tion. 





1846. Medium date. NGC graded Proof 63. A well executed toned Proof 
example of this scarce early issue, believed to be one of fewer than 10 sur- 
vivors out of an unknown, but likely small mintage. The example offered 
here is toned a nice deep steel gray color with some iridescent accents. The 
strike is razor-sharp, indicative of its status as an early Proof, although many 





dates in the seated half dollar series in Proof seem to have received only one | 


blow from the dies. This one commands attention, all the way down to the 
radial lines in the stars and up to the very crisp detail on Liberty as well as 
the eagle.

Not even a hint of weakness at 
the key devices, and all this plus more has been taken into consideration by the grading service at arriving at their stellar MS66 grade. NGC serial number 334488-

The 1853 Arrows and Rays half dollar is a one-year Type in the seated series of 1839-1891. Obverse arrows and reverse rays were affixed to the design that year 
to denote a weight reduction for this denomination from 13.36 grams to 12.44 grams. The rays were dropped at the start of 1854-dated production, the arrows 
lingering through 1855. Survivors of the 1853 are easily found in most circulated grades, although we stress that high-quality Mint State examples are scarce-to- 
rare in the market. Clearly, the present lot deserves a large bid from advanced Type collectors (#6275)

1854-O. Arrows. NGC graded MS-65. Although the 1854-O Arrows is rel- 
atively obtainable in today’s market in grades up to and including choice 
Mint State, the same cannot be said for finer examples. Gems are legitimate- 
ly scarce, and a delightfully toned specimen like this Mint State 65 are the 
province of the most advanced collectors. The surfaces are free of most abra- 
sions and are frosty from center to periphery. Both sides are fully lustrous, in 
fact, a glistening, frosty sheen whose main attraction is its splendid original 
toning nicely captured in the photographs. Striking detail varies for the With 
Arrows coinage, the present example bold, if not 100% sharply impressed on 
virtually all features.

Given the tremendous pressure to recoin the “old tenor” silver coins as fast as 
possible in the mid-1850s, it is little wonder that the Philadelphia Mint 
struck so many in 1853 and 1854, though for the delivery of 1855 Arrows 
half dollars production declined markedly showing that the tide was finally 
turning (#6281) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1873-CC. No arrows. NGC graded MS-63. The 1873-CC No Arrows is 
one of two half dollar “Types” struck at the Carson City Mint this year. Only 
122,500 coins were produced of the No Arrows design, a total that is in line 
with the similarly scarce 1871-CC (153,950 coins. Most 1871-CC half dol- 
lars circulated extensively; most 1873-CC No Arrows half dollar never actu- 
ally found their way into the channels of commerce but were melted after 
passage of the Mint Act of February 12, 1873 forced the Carson City Mint¥ 
forced a weight change. The bullion derived from the melted No Arrows} 
coins was used for the With Arrows halves. 


Today, this 1873-CC No Arrows is rare coin in all grades. The wonderful tech- 
nical excellence of this Mint State 63 suggests that it may have been part of an 
old-time estate or “name” collection. Frosty mint luster swirls to and fro over 
both sides and the dusky smoke-gold to light gray patina increases the sense 
of originality all the more.

It has sharpness every- 
where. Its rarity is captured also in the low mintage figure: 12,000 business 
strikes were all that were produced. 


Why so few made? There was an great expansion of silver coinage in the mid- 
1870s, from 1873 to 1877 in fact. Then, toward the latter part of 1877 vast 
numbers of previously exported silver coins began returning to the United 
States, principally from Central America and Canada. Tens of millions of coins 
flooded into the bank tills. This vast inrush continued well into 1880 with 
major consequences to the balance of supply and demand for circulating 
change. In reaction, the Treasury ordered the suspension of minor silver 
coinage in early 1878 and did not resume it for some years because of the accu- 
mulation in the Treasury. At the same time, the Mints were ordered to con- 
centrate all possible effort to striking millions of silver dollars each year, pur- 
suant to the Bland-Allison Act of 1878 (#6370) Ex: The Good River Collection. 





1889. PCGS graded Proof 64. Light gray toning, the fields glossy with 
reflectiveness plus sharp devices (#6450) Ex: The WM.

Near- 
ly superb, in fact, where subjective quality is concerned! (#6461) 





1893. PCGS graded Proof 67. An delightfully provocative Gem Proof with 
deeply mirrored fields and highly lustrous, delicately frosty devices. Rich 
amber-red and gold toning gives way slowly to iridescent shades of slate blue 
and natural old-silver gray to provide the overall aesthetic appeal. A coin for 
the adventurous bidder at this grade level. A limited mintage of 792 Proof half 
dollars was made in 1893; although this is by no means “rare” for the number 
of Proof sets sold in the 1890s was a typical mintage. Collectors must bear in 
mind the proviso that many of the original coins were later mishandled or 
cleaned. In fact, this is clearly one of the very finest survivors known. 


Strange to say, all told, PCGS and NGC have certified more than 300 Proof 
half dollars of this date, seemingly out of line with its original mintage. Of 
course, the census may, and likely does, include numerous up-grade submis- 
sions where the earlier grade has not been removed from the database. All the 
same, the lovely (and superb) 1893 you are bidding on has so much going for 
it, and not a single drawback, that it should run up the flagpole to reach a 
lofty price realized (#6540).

1894. PCGS graded Proof 66 Cameo. Rich honey-gold to amber illumi- 
nates the centers, while a smooth transition occurs through lilac-rose into 
striking electric blue peripheries. The major devices are capped in smooth 
frostiness indicative of nice cameo contrast. This cameo effect is noted on the 
grading holder. The strike, as one might expect, is needle-sharp, even on the 
stars and the right shield corner, which are sometimes softly impressed. Only

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1894. NGC graded Proof 66 Cameo. Lustrous frosty white devices with 
rich silvery mirrors. Exquisite head and eagle details. A truly eye-catching 
gem specimen of this early issue, a coin that would make a fashionable addi- 
tion to any high-grade Proof or Type set. There are few moments in a collec- 
tors day when his brain is more contemplative than during the time he is 
studying a new coin auction, running his eyes up and down the printed page 
(or web page, as the case may be), studying the pictures, as his tongue moist- 
ens dry lips preparatory to entering a bid. Review this coin to study all of its 
sterling attributes, and never worry that you are a little too optimistic with

1895. NGC graded Proof 68. NGC census: 18 in Proof 68, with 4 higher 
(4/06). This is a genuinely pleasing, indeed a magnificent Proof striking! Ir is 
a coin that has been preserved “as struck” except for the development of gor- 
geous toning. The toning strikes us as all-original, which is what bidders of 
high-caliber coins deserve and desire. The toning ranges through the more 
typical shades of “old silver” iridescence from deep golden browns to purple- 
brown and blue. There are no hairlines on either side. For that matter, the 
fields are deeply and perfectly mirrored with pleasing mint frost highlighting 
the devices.

Walk around the block once or 
twice to get your heart rate and breathing up to the task, and then sit down 
to study the photographs of the charming 1896 Proof Barber half dollar. 
Whereas many of the coins in the Dale Friend set are toned, some with deep 
hues that rise and fade to lighter or deeper shades on both sides, the color of 
this beauty is white. Intense and vibrant, it glitters with fresh-from-the-dies 
originality. Examination of the surfaces finds no significant faults, either. This 
coin is virtually in the same technical condition as the day it was sent on its 
way through the post office to its purchaser. The devices attest to the dies 
being ultra cameo frosted at the time they struck the coin. Whether it was 
one of the first strikes from the new Proof dies is hard to say, we have no 
record other than the coin itself, which speaks volumes. How spectacular is 
this coin? NGC awarded this very coin the only Proof 68 Ultra Cameo grade 
given to any 1896 Barber half dollar. NGC has graded another five coins 
Proof 68 without any cameo designation, plus a single Proof 68 Cameo. If 
you would like to wake up in the morning to gaze upon a Superb Gem in 
your type or date collection, then make sure to secure this resplendent 1896 
half dollar when it hits the auction block.

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1897. NGC graded Proof 68 Cameo Star Designation for Eye Appeal.

We're tempted to say “absolute perfec- 
tion” but inasmuch as that would be a tautology since perfection is, in the 
nature of things, “perfect”, we feel it needs no repetition. The heavily frosted 
motifs and deeply mirrored "black" fields form a cameo contrast that is noth- 
ing short of stunning.

1898. NGC graded Proof 66. This year saw only 735 Proofs produced, 
which is just 4 more than the number minted in 1897.

Sometimes on this issue, the devices that were 
left by the dies are short of the required precision due to weak die pressure, a 
common trait of O-mint Barber halves, but we find the opposite to be the 
case here, everything is finely detailed, including the centers with only mar- 
ginal softness at the upper right corner of the shield on the reverse. Very 
scarce in Gem Mint State (#6481) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1899, PCGS graded Proof 68. Proof mintage was only 846 pieces. This is 
an extraordinary coin by any measure, whether a person considers it from the 
standpoint of technical merit, or when judged according to the subjective val- 
ues of purely visual aesthetics. Need we remind bidders that a weak impres- 
sion could never be left after the rebound of the dies that usually struck this 
date, since the mint would not have released it to a buyer; in the present case, 
the strike depth, the amount of detail this coin shows, is outstanding and 
crystal clear, a truly bold strike.

1900. PCGS graded Proof 66 Cameo. Powerfully burning silvery luster 
explodes like a fire storm on the mirror-fresh, largely brilliant surfaces of this 
impressive gem. A flicker of light frost highlights the uppermost facial fea- 
tures and hair on the Liberty's likeness, with comparable frost on the eagle on 
the reverse. If you aren't too vain, you can almost admire your reflection in 
the glass of the smooth mirror fields on this piece.

1902. PCGS graded Proof 66. Seven-seven-seven is your lucky number 
with this deep, iridescent toned Proof 1902 half dollar. That is its mintage — 
777 — and, as we can see, it comes next in a long line of near-pristine to 
superlative quality Barber half dollars in the Dale Friend set of Proofs. The 
colors, deep and glowing, are of course, all natural, the result of many years’ 
residence in an original Mint-supplied tissue wrapper. Struck with controlled 
precision throughout the outer peripheral areas, the coin does, however, 
reveal somewhat weak and compromised detail (from insufficient die pres- 
sure?) at the central locations. This is most evident in the features above Lib- 
erty’s ear as well as the corner of the shield on the reverse.

The devices possess all-brilliant surfaces and approach the consistency of the 
smooth mirror fields in their sheen and glow. The color is a deep rich shade 
whose warm golds and faint shade of lavender with blue assures it a place 
among the most beautifully toned Barber half dollars of this, or any year.

1905. NGC graded Proof 67. The 1905 is one of the scarcer issues in Mint 
State. Surprisingly, among the Proofs, dozens of near-Gem and Gem exam- 
ples have been certified from an original total of just 727 Proofs minted. It 
isn't until the grade of Proof 67 is breeched that there is an appreciable 
decline in the number certified. The remarkable coin offered in this lot is a 
glowing, almost perfect Proof striking. There are no surface flaws or obvious 
hairlines. The mirror fields are deep, while each side is mainly of the all-bril- 
liant style with just the slightest aura of frost on the high points. As the pho- 
tographs so nicely reveal, the toning is shades better than most, with golds, 
light steel blue, and other subtle colors. It would be a shame not to at least 
try putting in a bid for it.

1906. NGC graded Proof 67. Grab a chair, and sit down, and let's talk of 
many things: for instance, technical perfection dominates this handsomely 
toned 1906 half dollar.

Barber Proofs that the surfaces are resplendent. Secondly, this piece is anoth- 
er example of the consignor's close attention to acquiring sharp strikes, top- 
end quality, and visually impacting color whenever toning is a part of the 
high grade.

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1907. PCGS graded Proof 68. Marvelously toned in steel-gray to pearl 
gray, reddish gold to amber colors with here and there some hints of sea 
green. The obverse is especially attractive. Sitting in your chair, breathing 
heavily, it is hard to conceive how such a coin came to be; and more to the 
point, how such a coin came to be offered, since the chances are it will be 
locked up in a Proof Barber half dollar set where it won't see the light of day 
again for many years. 


As to strike details, a dampened impression is sometimes found from the 
weak strike of the dies that made this year’s coinage curious as that may seem 
to some; however, rather than being halfhearted, this particular 1907's design 
is boldly crisp.

Proofs were handled as if by a wrecking crew going to work on a demolition 
site, and there seems to be little doubt that some of the coins may actually 
have been spent. These factors weigh on the surviving census, therefore, with 
few high quality coins left today. The surfaces of the Proof 68 on offer are 
nearly perfect. “Impressive” is too weak a work to describe them. We would 
love to fill pages with descriptive adjectives about the coin, but won't. Briefly, 
the coin verges on Cameo Proof quality, as seen by the light satiny surface on 
the main devices. Toning is as expected with rich, deep, and thoroughly 
enjoyable shades. We expect, too, that the successful bidder will let out an 
inner shout of joy when it is awarded (and if the people in the room sitting 
nearby lean over and listen closely, some of his elation may escape from his 
mouth, ears and nose in a snort of delight.

1912. NGC graded MS-65. Silver to russet-brown cartwheel luster radiates 
from the thoroughly toned surfaces of this attractive coin.

According to our observations, 
including the key highpoints of Liberty and the eagle, the strike is above- 
average, in fact sharp, in all areas (#6524) Ex: Property of a Lady. 
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1913. NGC graded Proof 67. A supremely preserved specimen that offers a 
rich, deep toning that includes splashes of golden-russet, silvery, and steel- 
blue toning. The 1913 is one of the more readily identifiable scarce dates for 
Barber collectors. Mint States are rarely offered. Proofs, when they are 
offered, tend to be hairlined or cleaned; rarely are they naturally toned. The 
devices are lightly frosted but because of the cover of beautiful toning, this 
hides any significant cameo contrast on each side.

If one turns 
this piece gently under a strong light, its outstanding features are more com- 
pletely exposed.

1914. PCGS graded Proof 67. Very similar toning to the 1911 just offered, 
and a coin of inestimable beauty for the collector. Never, you will have to 
assure yourself, has there been a more prominent Gem Proof 67 than this 
1914 since its inception 92 years ago. When you go to your computer to get 
ready for bidding, or when you sit down in the auction room to compete 
with the crowd who want to possess it, bear this in mind. In light of that, we 
can also say this piece is struck with extremely full details on both sides. It 
must have resided in a Mint wrapper to have acquired its rich shades of color.

The coin 
has all the attributes of its grade such as sharp relief, gem quality surfaces, and 
also includes two other qualities that set it above the average specimen: its 
toning and its aesthetic appeal. A collector who is in the frame of mind to

1916-D. PCGS graded MS-65. A very handsome frosty example whose ton- 
ing is all original. The underlying luster glows (#6567) Ex: The W.M. Rosene 


and Walter Rosene Jr. Collection. 


1916-D. ANACS graded AU-58. Lightly toned and very lustrous for this 


desirable first year walking Liberty half dollar. The mintmark is underneath 
IN GOD WE TRUST on the obverse (#6567) 
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1917-D. Mint mark on reverse. PCGS graded MS-64. A choice toned 
beauty of a 1917 half dollar! The satiny surfaces are afire with bold volatile 
cartwheel luster underneath attractive, light to medium golden brown color. 
Well struck for the scarce D-mint date of this year, and easily matching or 
surpassing others in an even higher grade (#6571) 
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1917-S. Mint mark on reverse. PCGS graded MS-63. Both the milky 
toned color and satiny luster on this half dollar from the World War I era are 
simply outstanding, and only the presence of a few scattered field abrasions 
plus minor strike weakness precludes a higher rating. Not quite fully struck, 
with just a narrow region of weakness found on the thin lines of Liberty's 
skirt, her head, and on the eagle’s leg and chest detail. The mintmark was 
moved to the reverse partway into 1917 for reasons never made public, but 


perhaps for aesthetic reasons (#6573) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1919-D. PCGS graded MS-64. This is one of the key issues in the walking 
Liberty half dollar series, and a coin of great rarity in Mint condition. Warm 
natural toned surfaces exhibit intense cartwheel luster and a satiny, matte-like 
appearance with the usual caveats about minor weakness on Liberty's head 
and hand, the eagle’s body and lower leg, as well as the center part above the 
skirt lines where the metal failed to fill the die recesses completely (Years of 
study have borne out that the 1919-D is one of the dates that is so often 
found poorly struck. When David Lawrence wrote his study on this series, he 
noted that this date and mint is notoriously weak on all the problem areas 
seen for the Walking Liberty half dollar.) And yet, the lovely surfaces and 
solid MS64 rating from PCGS assures the bidder the coin is accurately grad- 
ed on all the finer points of the strict standard used today (#6578) Ex: The 
Good River Collection.

The U.S. Army used Alcatraz island for more than 80 years — from 1850 
until 1933, when the island was transferred to the U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice for use by the Federal Bureau of Prisons. The Federal Government had 
decided to open a maximum-security, minimum-privilege penitentiary to 
deal with the most incorrigible inmates in Federal prisons, and to show the 
law-abiding public that the Federal Government was serious about stopping 
the rampant crime of the 1920’s and 1930's. Built in 1933, from 1934, when 
it opened, the average population was only about 260-275 during its time as 
a prison. Many prisoners actually considered the living conditions (for 
instance, always one man to a cell) at Alcatraz to be better than other Feder- 
al prisons, and several inmates actually requested a transfer to Alcatraz

TY incuse on it. Although the design of the five cent piece had been changed 
in 1883, the mint began work on a series of Patterns in fifteen different metal 
combinations that were used to strike these pieces. Two alloys of phosphor 
bronze were made (indistinguishable today, and lumped under Judd-1768). 
“While a number of the alloys submitted for test were found to work satis- 
factorily, it is not believed that nay of them would be an improvement upon 
the alloys at present in use,” said Charles Stone, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on coinage, weights and measures of the House of Representatives

NGC graded 
MS-67. Housed in NGC holder #380979-001. Some old-timers in the busi- 
ness call this “A coin searching for a country!” One of the more famous Pat- 
tern issues, the obverse retains the 1859 with stars motif surrounding Liber- 
ty, while the reverse introduces the new style with the larger wreath, as was 
adapted in 1860. This wreath is by Longacre, and is his second “wreath of 
cereals.” The unique feature with the design is that there is no country name 
present on it! Only 100 were struck, some think as a Pattern issue. This piece 
has been included in all the mainstream collecting references for decades, 
such as the Guide Book, Breen’s Encyclopedia and others. For this reason, 
everyone wants one, and there are precious few superb Gems to go around. 


A remarkable high grade specimen. 


The surfaces are pristine, and the frost literally soars across the surfaces. Both 
sides have developed light hazy gray toning turning to silvery from the under- 
lying satiny frost. The strike is a major factor, and is complete on the main 
devices, including the wreath on the reverse. One of the most famous of all 


Pattern rarities, a wonderful “Transitional” type and always in feverish 
demand.

In more respects than one, the dies left their rigid impression behind 
without even the slightest weakness or imprecision, as might be expected 
from a high quality Proof like this. No two ways about it, everything is sharp, 
even at the centers.

NGC grad- 
ed Proof 65 Brown. William Barber's delightful petite seated figure of Lib- 
erty facing left (instead of right, as on the regular issue half dimes this year). 
A pleasing original Gem that has radiant deep purple brown color. Fully 
struck in all areas with pinpoint detailing on the drapery and surrounding 
design components. Barber became chief engraver at the Philadelphia Mint 
following the death on January 1, 1869, of James B. Longacre, who had held 
the post since 1844.

1875, commercial dollars and trade dollars 1873-1876, and silver dollars

NGC graded 
Proof 62. The satin-like aluminum-gray luster is almost unimpaired by abra- 
sions or hairlines of any size although we do detect a few consistent with its 
Proof 62 grade. Given the proper amount of strike pressure, the coin was 
fully brought up by the dies. This was a Pattern coin conceived to be circu-

Boldly struck for this scarce Pattern date, certainly much finer than few others 
that have turned up on the auction circuit in recent decades. Pattern issues of 
1872 are not all that common. Judd-1214 incorporates William Barber's copy 
of the Longacre “Indian Princess” design with thirteen stars on the flag.

GRAINS 900 FINE in a laurel wreath; IN GOD WE TRUST on the ribbon. 
One of only two listed by Judd (Wellinger; and Ex Judd), clearly this is a prime 
opportunity for the advanced collector of Pattern coins to make his mark in the 
world of Registry collecting. The coin is gorgeous in both its sharp detail and 
original toning, although there is some unevenness in the surface of the obverse 
(at the rim) from irregularities in the metal.

NGC 
graded Proof 61. An very clean, lightly toned and lustrous Judd-1618 Pat- 
tern that you can use as a benchmark for other MS61 examples. While the 
strike is forthright and crisp, it is only reasonably a few “fused” hairs on the 
high points above the ear and above the date, nothing unreasonable or com- 
promising, however, the coin is really attractive in all ways. Designs are those 
of William Barber for a Metric silver dollar. In place of the usual IN GOD 
WE TRUST motto, there is a tablet at the top of the reverse inscribed DEO 
EST GLORIA (God is Glorious) (#61996) 





1865 Pattern Three Dollars. Nickel, reeded edge. J-444. P-515. PCGS grad- 
ed Proof 60. An historic offering, this Rarity-8 Pattern may well be a restrike. 
The first offering of an 1865 $3 gold piece struck in nickel was Fewsmith:1336 
in 1870! It could very well be this coin, since, at most, only 2 or 3 are traced 
according to the Judd Rarity-8 level. Well toned and dusky surfaces from possi- 
ble long ago cleaning. A once in a lifetime opportunity for the collector of 


extremely rare Patterns! 


The piece appeared in Heritage’s 1996 ANA Signature sale where it was 
described as follows: “Die trials issue using dies from the 1867-68 proofs, struck 
around 1867. Struck in nickel with a reeded edge. Of the highest order of rari- 
ty, this piece is listed as R.8 but it may well be unique. In the Pollock reference, 
the only coin mentioned is the Farouk specimen. None are listed as being sold 
since Farouk in ‘54, with the previous appearances in auction being in three sales 
in the 1870s and ‘80s. 


“Both sides are toned in streaky rose and gray-lilac hues. For a proof, the fields 
show little reflectivity, probably because nickel requires more die polishing than 
gold would. Also, the surfaces have been rather poorly treated over the decades 
with several prominent scrapes on the obverse, most likely the result of a mis- 
guided attempt to determine if this was a plated gold coin. Of great importance 
to the pattern specialist and an opportunity that is not likely to be repeated again 
anytime soon.” (#60630) Ex: Ex 1996 ANA Sale:5107.

1804 Pattern Half Eagle. Copper, reeded edge. Judd-31A. Pollock-6085 
Rarity-8. PCGS graded MS-63 Brown. The unusual restrike from regular 
dies from an unused discarded die of regular issue. The reverse appears to be 
one of the 1804 reverses strengthened to near unrecognizability. It is believed 
this and the 1804 restrike cents (see Judd-28) were made about the same 
time. To say the least this is a rare and unusual coin! 


According to the authorities who produce the uspatterns.com website, the 
restrikes of 1804 are a private striking, possibly by Joseph J. Mickley or Mon- 
troville Dickeson, from dies sold by the mint as scrap in the early 1860s. The 
silver example (Judd-30) first appeared in Woodward's Colburn sale accord- 
ing to Taxay. 


“The obverse is believed to be an altered 1807 die, redated to 1804. It shows 
several cracks, one of which bisects the obverse from 11:30 to 5:30. The 


reverse has not been identified. Both dies are heavily rusted. 
Examples are known as follows: 


Silver with reeded edge J29/P6075. The listing in Pollock is a typo. The Judd 
coin was the example described as having some reeding on the edge. 

Silver with plain edge J30/P6080. It may be unique with the former Bass 
Foundation example listed by Pollock. This is also probably lot 1494 of 
Kagin’s 11/64 sale. 

Copper with reeded edge J31/P6085 with at least the Kagin 1/75 sale piece 
existing per Pollock. 

Copper with plain edge J31A/P6090 with the Byron Reed and Chapman's 


Metzger sale coins listed.

NGC graded 
Proof 66 Brown. NGC Pop: 1/0. Finest Certified. Similar dies to the regu- 
lar Eagle Proofs of 1862, with an identical obverse. The reverse die has the 
motto GOD OUR TRUST on a scroll above the eagle. This would turn out 
to be a preliminary to the adopted motto (still on America’s money) IN 
GOD WETRUST. Very scarce. Luminous copper-brown surfaces with some 
hints of faded read around the devices plus razor-sharp detail everywhere. A 
handsome Gem! (#60447) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1876 Pattern Double Eagle. Copper (gilt), plain edge. J-1492. P-1645. PCGS graded Proof 64. Pattern striking of the 1876 double eagle from a unique die 
pairing. Struck in copper and gilt with a plain edge. 


The first recorded appearance of this important pattern was in the Farouk Sale (Sotheby's, 1954). Apparently no one checked at the time, and no one noticed for 
another 28 years, that this piece was struck from a different set of dies than the Judd-1490 and 1491 Patterns. In each edition of the Judd reference it was die 
linked to these other pieces. But in 1982 Carl Carlson discovered that the coin was struck from different dies than the other two Patterns. This coin is distin- 
guished by the 1 in the date being extremely close to the bust of Liberty, more so than on any other Pattern, Proof, or business strike of 1876. Carlson speculat- 
ed in an article in Coin World at the time that this die was made between the Judd-1488 and 1490 dies. These are both unique “transitional” Patterns struck in 
gold. The first has a Type Three obverse and Type Two reverse, the other has a Type Two obverse and Type Three reverse. This piece must have been rejected 
immediately as having the date far too close to the bust. As such, it is unique in that it was struck from a different pair of dies than the other double eagle Pat- 
terns of 1876. It is also the only plain edge Pattern in this group, as well as being the only unique copper gilt twenty. The importance of such a coin would be 
difficult to overstate to the advanced gold or Pattern collector. It is rarer than the famous half union pattern, and potentially more valuable. This piece has not 
been sold since 2004, and before that, 1982, when it was offered in Herb Melnick’s R.K. Hoffman Sale. 


The coin itself has a bright, shimmering appearance, greatly resembling a cleaned gold coin. For pedigree purposes, there are three small, pinpoint digs below the 
date that serve as identifiers. A rare opportunity. PCGS #21400109.

1862 Dime. NGC graded Proof 65. The fully glittering example we now 
present bidders beats (from a technical angle) practically all of the higher end 
seated Liberty dimes in Proof that have passed through the various grading 
services. Clear-cut devices point to it having been giving a full, clear blow by 
the dies. What's more, the surfaces are naturally toned to a medium silver- 
gray and russet color.

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1862 Quarter Dollar. PCGS graded Proof 66. The surfaces are deeply 
toned from the long term storage it received, topped off by mint frost on the 
devices that allows the mirrors to swirl around both sides.

1862 Quarter Dollar. PCGS graded Proof 63. A delicately toned and 
extremely choice 1862 quarter that has reflective fields and gently frosted 
devices.

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1862 Half Dollar. NGC graded Proof 66. The surfaces are judged by us to 
be beautifully toned in color with ample steel blue iridescence, and quite lus- 
trous, quite “flashy.”

Judging by the photographs, no one 
can deny that this piece was fully struck in all the key places with pinpoint 
detailing on the stars, Liberty, both shields, and all of the eagle’s feathers 
including those on the legs.

1862 Silver Dollar. NGC graded Proof 65. Beginning in 1862, the Mint 
no longer provided Proofs for sale to collectors on an individual basis. 
Instead, customers were expected to buy the full silver Proof set. Since the 
mint prepared 550 proof sets in 1862, this is the conventional mintage fig- 
ure given for the Proof seated Liberty dollar of this date. It turns out that 
some of the sets were not sold in the year of issue. A few were retained until 
the mid 1870s, at which point they were re-offered to collectors. Survivors of 
the Proof 1862 silver dollar are more plentiful than those of 1861; still, this 
date is similar in overall rarity to the 1859 and 1860. Only 20 certified Proof 
65 by NGC as of April 2006, with 12 higher. The surfaces are radiant and 
each side has a nice veneer of deep blue with warm russet and some purple 
patina that whips and tosses as it alternates between lighter and darker shades 
as the color deepens outwards from the center. Even the finest, most delicate 
detail seen on this seated Liberty dollar struck with uncommon exactness for 
the issue; were it only possible for other similarly graded pieces to be as sharp 
as the lettering and main devices on this majestic Gem, but that isn’t usual 


for this date (#7005) Ex: The Stanley Kanney Collection. 
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1862 $1 Gold Indian. PCGS graded Proof 65. A flashy Gem Brilliant 
Proof, virtually Superb with somewhat cameo devices that appear to float on 
the deeper reddish-gold mirror fields for out of this world beauty and appeal. 
One of only 35 Proofs struck, with nine recorded in the Dannreuther-Gar- 
rett auction survey covering a decade’s worth of offerings. This remarkably 
well preserved Gem is as captivating as it is rare and sought-after by collec- 
tors of United States Proof gold coins. 


Some have argued that most 1860s Proof issues are undervalued in compar- 
ison to many of the Proof Gold Dollars from the 1880s. Accurately graded 
as a full-edged Gem Proof 65 with no identifying marks or distractions, the 
coin stands out as something special, something to consider and actively pur- 
sue (#7612) Ex: The Stanley Kanney Collection.

1862 Quarter Eagle. PCGS graded Proof 63. Lovely golden mirrors and 
bright, frosty motifs. A delightful cameo Proof, certainly a coin of the most 
sparkling originality for the assigned grade. From a small Proof mintage — 
the figure 35 has reached print — but from a population of fewer than half 
that number that survive after the rigors of more than 140 years. Not only is 
the present piece incredibly rare, but it is also incredibly beautiful. Few equiv- 
alent examples exist in all of numismatics. 


On the 1862 Proof, the date logotype is sharply and evenly impressed into 
the die, base of 1 closer to dentil than top of numeral is to truncation. Lower 
left edge of bottom serif over left edge of dentil below. The 2 in the date is 
strong and shows some unfinished areas within its curves, undoubtedly 
Breen's “Partly filled 2; effaced overdate?”

The 1862 quarter eagle is one of the foremost rarities in the entire Coronet 
quarter eagle series as only 35 Proofs were coined, as mentioned above. Of 
that number it has been variously estimated that survivors number between 
a low of 11-13 pieces (Taglione) to as many as 18 (Breen). Whomever one 
chooses to believe, very few examples of this date exist in any condition. This 
Proof issue has been unwisely ignored, due in part to the fame of the 1863 
that follows it chronologically and the underappreciated status of the associ- 
ated business strikes (#7888) Ex: The Stanley Kanney Collection. 
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1862 Three-Dollar Gold. PCGS graded Proof 64. Without much difficul- 
ty an argument could be made that the usual estimate of 12 to 16 Proofs 
known today is too generous. Here, without question, is a Proof which is a 
great rarity in any state of preservation. At the very choice Proof 64 grade 
level offered here it is especially desirable. 


Both PCGS and NGC certification services have seen fewer than 20 coins in 
all grades, a total that is lower than that for other Civil War era rarities such 
as the 1863, 1864, and 1865. Grade-resubmittals are common with Proof 
gold pieces. Also, it may be than an unknown portion of the 35 Proof $3 gold 
pieces struck in 1862 were later melted as unsold, while others may have been 
spent in later years. Most survivors grade Proof 64, a fact that straight away 
confirms a rare status for the present coin. In closing, the 1862 issue is impor- 
tant because the similarly business strike (a mere 5,750 pieces produced) is 
almost never offered in Gem grades (#8025) Ex: The Stanley Kanney Collec- |

1862 Double Eagle. NGC graded Proof 64 Cameo. It is a delight for us to 
offer a No Motto double eagle in Proof in a sale, but to have a fresh-looking 
Proof 64 example of the low mintage 1862 is indeed special. This lovely piece 
has smooth, strong cameo-like contrast with virtually unlimited, deep-mir- 
rored fields topped off by splendid original color. There are a few small hair- 
lines visible in the fields, yet except for these, both sides are virtually flawless 
otherwise. Take your pick of date, any Proof No Motto double eagle is 
extremely rare, and Breen, in his encyclopedia, describes the 1862: “Possibly 
12-15 proofs known, some impaired.” Akers, another distinguished authori- 
ty on Proof gold, confirms, by writing, “I estimate that 12-13 proofs still exist 
out of the original 35 mintage.” NGC has certified 3 examples in this grade, 
with 2 higher (Proof 64 UCAM). 


The Philadelphia Mint did strike a slim 35 double eagles in Proof in 1862, 
many of which were conceivably spent or later melted. Somehow this care- 
fully certified example remained undisturbed and in nearly pristine shape. As 
described above, the devices are frosted, while the fields have an “orange peel” 
mirror look that is reminiscent of other uncleaned early U.S. gold Proofs. We 
do not expect bidders will sniff at this one. To do so would be to show igno- 
rance in the face of timeless beauty. On the contrary, there is every reason to 
expect spirited bidding and a,near-record price for this 1862 Proof double 
eagle (#9074) Ex: The Stanley Kanney Collection. 
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1876. Dime NGC graded Proof 63. Nicely toned surface characterizes the 
choice quality on this lovely piece. The devices were struck with such force 
and energy by the dies that all design elements show boldly (#4773) Ex: The 
Stanley Kanney Collection.

1876 Twenty-Cents. PCGS graded Proof 64. What is most in full view 
when we examine this scarce Proof twenty-cent piece is its thick, rolling mint 
luster on devices that are surrounded by gleaming mirrors. The field is glow- 
ing underneath beautiful “old silver” toning — it swirls over each side unhin- 
dered by abrasions and free of most but not all hairlines. A coin of outstand- 
ing beauty and importance to the Type Set collector.

1849. No L. PCGS graded MS-67. An exciting gold dollar, simply out- 
standing, and all the more desirable as the first year of the type. While rela- 
tively the large head, No L variety is available in lesser grades up to and 
including the Gem MS65 level, the 1849 is very infrequently seen in MS 67 
condition to say the least. What we see is that everything is very sharply 
defined throughout. The surface contains full golden mint bloom, while the 
fields and devices are entirely free from post-striking impairments. Razor- 
sharp devices including stars. An opportunity for the collector of high grade 
gold type or first year of type collectors. 


The stars on the Type 1 Gold Dollar comprise a single uninterrupted circle 
around the coronet-bedecked Liberty. In opposition to the fashion of the 
period, where the date was usually affixed below the head, on this denomi- 
nation the designer, James Longacre, put it to the reverse, contained by the 
wreath. 1849 dates, and only those of 1849, are found having either a wreath 
whose ends are nearly in contact at the top or a wreath that is much wider 
apart, hence the terms “Closed Wreath” or “Open Wreath.” (#7501) Ex: The 
Good River Collection. 


1849-D. NGC graded MS-63. NGC Pop: 17/7. An estimated 250-300 
examples cluster around the Extremely Fine to About Uncirculated range. 
There may be fewer than 30-40 known in Mint condition with most of these 
MS60 to MS62. The strike on this attractive MS63 is outstanding with sharp 
hair and star detail on the obverse; the reverse carries its weight by being bet- 
ter centered than usual, with a very bold date, and best of all, a nice clear 
mintmark. There are a few light marks here and there, but the overwhelming 
feature one sees is the smooth, brilliant luster. In conclusions, the overall level 
of eye appeal is decidedly above the average for 1849-D. Unlike many before 
it, this piece has a perfect “balance” between the obverse and the reverse in

What one sees usually on this mint’s coinage is a less than per- 
suasive impression left following the withdrawal of the dies; greatly to our 
pleasure and the bidders’ enjoyment, on the other hand, that is not the case 
here.

1851-O. Net MS-60. (Numistrust MS62). Flat strike on the top hair curls; 
muted luster in the fields but no marks or spotting to speak of (#7516) 





1852-C. NGC graded MS-64. Although the mintage is at the upper end for 
examples from the Charlotte Mint, this issue still causes a shortage in supply 
in absolute terms, as only 9,434 examples were coined. If 1% survive today, 
the population in all grades remains under 100 coins, and “all grades” usual- 
ly means Very Fine or Extremely Fine. Like many similar branch mint rari- 
ties, the population figures are overstated due to numerous submissions of a 
tiny number of coins. NGC has certified only 7 in MS64, with 4 higher as 
of April 2006, perhaps not more than a coin or two in such strong Mint State 
quality makes its way onto the market during the span of a year’s time. This 
handsome offering is almost certainly in the Condition Census for the date, 
one of the 10 finest known examples (#7518) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Col-

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1853. PCGS graded MS-66. Tremendous detail from a very positive strike 
on this handsome Type | dollar of 1853, which collectors like better to see 
than wishy-washy detail.

No need to worry about 
an unsuccessful strike left by the rebound of the dies that coined this, since

1853. PCGS graded MS-63. Bright reddish gold patina throughout, and 
very brilliant. Both the peripheries and the central reverse are impressive for 
their sharpness of strike, and the frosty textured surfaces are choice enough 
to deserve special notice.

1854 Type 2. PCGS graded MS-65. Creamy gold surfaces eddy and churn 
with almost “frothy” luster on this petite Type 2 gold dollar. Another special 
feature, this too, displays almost precision strike detail on the legends and 
main devices, which is unusual for the 1855 date, and only a faint a trace of 
soft detail at the centers. Some granularity in the planchet (as made) above 


UNITED and AMERICA as though from rust on the die. 
The Indian small head gold dollar — second of three circulating U.S. gold 


coins of this denomination — was short-lived. Production of the coin, the 
brain child by Chief Mint Engraver James Barton Longacre, was carried out 
over just three years: 1854, 1855 and 1856. The mintage for circulation 
totaled 1,752,219 pieces spread over five production facilities: Philadelphia 
(no mint mark), San Francisco (S mint mark), New Orleans (O mint mark), 
Dahlonega, Georgia (D mint mark), and Charlotte, North Carolina (C mint 


mark). The mint mark is positioned on the coin’s reverse, below the wreath. 


More than 94 percent of the mintage of the Indian small head came from the 
Philadelphia Mint the first two years, with mint records of 902,736 struck in 
1854 and 758,269 in 1855. These proved much more popular than the heavy 
silver dollars they replaced, with many entering the channels of commerce as 
attested to by the fairly large number of well circulated survivors (#7531) Ex: 
The Good River Collection. 
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1854 Type 2. PCGS graded MS-63. The fully brilliant example we now 
hand over bidders beats (from a technical angle) practically all of the Mint 
State 63 Type 2s that have passed through the various grading services. 
Unlike the usual survivor with its diminished impression on the hair, the date 
and portions of the wreath left by a weak blow of the (possibly worn) dies, 
this handsome coin is very sharp from top to bottom, center to periphery, 
with only the faintest trace of incompleteness on the 8 of the date. 


Upon receiving his post to Mint Director in 1853, Colonel James R. Snow- 
den readied plans to modify the gold dollar that James B. Longacre had exe- 
cuted in 1849. To this end, Longacre increased the diameter of the denomi- 
nation from 13 to 15 millimeters and reduced the thickness proportionately. 
At the same time, he seized upon the opportunity to redesign both the 
obverse and reverse devices. The chief engraver altered the gold dollar's 
resemblance to the double eagle when he utilized his replica of the marble 
Venus Accroupie from the three dollar gold piece. The wreath of corn, cot- 
ton, maple, and tobacco that Longacre would in due course immortalize on 
the Flying Eagle cent also made the move from the three dollar gold piece to 
the new gold dollar (#7531) 


1854 Type 2. NGC graded MS-62. This conditionally difficult contribu- 
tion to the Gold Dollar section of sale is brilliant with soft frosty gold sur- 
faces. Impressive too is the design, which we find is free of censure, being bet- 
ter than average in all areas except for a few spots, and much sharper than a 
typical 1855 dated specimen. When asked by collectors, we often tell them 
to go with the 1854 to represent this short-lived Type 2 design. Meticulous 
strike on every device is what collectors prefer, but the design of the Type 2 
just wouldn't comply (#7531) Ex: The Good River Collection. 





1854 Type 2. NGC graded MS-61. This is a lovely, healthy-glowing Mint 
State, whose pleasing obverse and reverse color being naturally toned, beams 
with soft frosty luster. The dies left their most rigid impression behind with 
some unexceptional weakness or vagueness only at the center of Liberty's hair 
and on the 85 of the date (#7531) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1855. PCGS graded MS-65. Lightly clashed dies. Pleasant, almost cheery 
deep gold satin frost display lots of fresh gold color. A superlative specimen. 
What's more, it was struck with controlled precision throughout including all 
but the very centers of the design. Even Liberty’s hair shows tremendous 
detail in the separated hair strands and lower curls. 


James B. Longacre, a former portrait engraver and since 1844, chief engraver 
of the Mint, was delegated the task of modeling and engraving the dies for 
the gold dollar and the $20 double eagle. Longacre was chosen ahead of 
Charles Welsh, Philadelphia bank note engraver and Allen Leonard, an 
engraver who designed the John Quincy Adams presidential medal for the 
Mint, according to Don Taxay in The U.S. Mint and Coinage. 


More than 8 million of the original mintage of Coronet gold dollars and Type 
2 Indian coins were eventually returned to the Treasury and the Mint for 
melting. The gold was recoined into large head (post-1856) Indian Head dol- 
lars, as well as Coronet quarter eagles and double eagles. This helps account 
for the rarity of high-grade specimens like the currently offered MS65 Type 
2 (#7532) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1855-D. ANACS graded Details of VF-20 Ex-jewelry. Moderately uneven 
strike, but full mint luster on both sides. In 1854 when the Gold Dollar was 
modified, the diameter was increased from 13 millimeters to 14.86 mm. The 
mint soon discovered that the Type 2 design was wrong for coinage purposes, 
as the relief on the obverse was simply too high. Not enough metal flowed into 
the deeper hollows of the die at that point, causing the area of the reverse die 
opposite in the press, particularly the central two digits (85), to only partially 
strike up, typically ranging from almost invisible to weak. The central part of 
Liberty's hair is also always or almost always softly struck. As a result, the 
design was varied in 1856 to the Type III motif — shallower and permitting 
sharper images. Only 1,811 pieces were struck at Dahlonega Mint in 1855, 
creating this great, sought-after rarity (#7534) Ex: The Good River Collection, 


1856. Slanting 5. PCGS graded MS-63. Attractive pinkish gold toning on 
top of smooth frosty luster, the surface well preserved and spot free on both 


sides (#7540) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 





1858-D. PCGS graded AU-58. Low mintage: 3,477. From the standpoint | 
of attractiveness, this could well be the next Dahlonega gold coin for your 
collection. It has much going for it: clean surfaces, plenty of residual luster — 
and nice color, and the key element that makes certain gold coins special, rat- 
ity. If you have been seeking a high circulated grade gold dollar from this 
scarce Southern branch mint as a representative Type coin, this is a one that 


should be given a great deal of thought. PCGS #6572852 (#7549) 


1859-C. NGC graded AU-58. Only 5,235 pieces minted. Lustrous greenish 
gold surfaces with considerable remaining luster. Carefully handled in the 
years since it was minted, though there is some slight surface roughness, as 
struck. This is one of the lower mintage C-mint dates. Douglas Winter 
described this issue as a “sleeper” among Charlotte Mint gold dollars, but 
now, in 2006, the sophisticated buyers realize just how rare it is in higher 
grades. The 1859-C is the final issue of the Charlotte Mint of this denomi- 
nation (although Charlotte would continue to strike other gold coins in 1860 
and 1861 before the mint was closed by the Civil War disruptions). NGC 
#225416-002. 


Planchets were produced at the Charlotte Mint by casting gold into ingots, 
then running the ingots through a rolling mill, reducing the spacing between 
the rollers several times until the acquired thinness was obtained. They often 
have minor planchet defects and impurities. It would be instructive to study 
a number of Charlotte Mint gold dollars at one time to see if any of the 
planchet defects are repetitive. Often, the problems were probably due 
annealing and lamination (#7552)

1860. ANACS graded AU-58. Lustrous and well struck. A frosty example. 
Only 36,668 minted (#7555) 





1872. NGC graded MS-69. Sparkling honey gold to peachy orange color 
with frosty motifs and satiny fields that impart a cameo Prooflike appearance. 
Just 3,500 circulation strikes of the date were produced, and considerably 
fewer can be satisfactorily accounted for today in any grade. The fact that the 
present gem has received the grade of MS-69 from NGC speaks volumes 
about its quality. Indeed, it is the finest example of the date certified by 
NGC. A terrific coin, one that would prove exceedingly difficult to improve 


upon (#7572) Ex: The Good River Collection. 





1874. PCGS graded MS-64. Soft satin-like fields careening with lustrous 
golden color. As seen on many 1874 gold dollars (a plentiful issue) the word 
LIBERTY was accidentally lapped off the die when the mint workman 
cleared it of die clash marks. Other years are missing LIBERTY as well, but 
1874 is noted for this (#7575) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 
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1877. NGC graded Proof 65 Ultra Cameo. NGC Pop: 1/2. Identifiable by 
one faint hairline in the field between U of UNITED and the lower neck. A 
glittering and fiery gem with nicely frosted motifs surrounded by deeply mir- 
rored fields that display lovely light orange highlights. This beautiful gem sur- 
vivor from a reported Proof mintage of 20 coins (though some in the numis- 
matic community believe that 30 or so were actually made). In the neigh- 
borhood of 15 to 20 Proofs can be accounted for today, which lends credence 
to the higher number. The present gem is, without question, and we note this 
with pride, among the finest Proof 1877 gold dollars certified by either ser- 
vice. A grand opportunity to obtain a prized rarity at the height of quality

1880. PCGS graded MS-68. NGC Pop: 17/2. Jaw-dropping quality and the 
grade says it all: Each side has a bright yellow-gold accents that roll and 
undulate with balancing orange-gold color.

Given the proper amount of strike pressure, the coin was 
fully brought up by the dies as well. Among the finest certified by PCGS 
(#7583) Ex: The Good River Collection. 


1883. PCGS graded MS-63. Beams of bright frosted mint luster and splen- 
did choice originality throughout. Desirable with this meticulous strike on 


the main device (#7584) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 





1884. NGC graded Proof 67 Cameo. Pop: 7/1. The Mint’s production of 
Proof gold dollars expanded to 1,006 pieces in 1884 from only 207 coins the 
year before. Although the year’s mintage figure suggests that the 1884 is eas- 
ily obtainable, the opposite seems to prevail. In fact, we believe that as few as 
50 examples of this issue are in collections, the majority of which grade below 
the Proof 67 level. The swirling deep fields act as if to project all light like a 
golden diamond into the deepest recesses of your eyes, a facet, if you will, 
that provides a beautiful environment for the frosty devices. The color is 
loaded to the brim in yellow-gold shades and there are no marks or disrup- 
tive hairlines (#87634) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold

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1887. PCGS graded MS-62. Fiery orange gold toning leaps to the viewer's 
eye of nearly MS63 quality specimen in an early green tag PCGS holder

1888. PCGS graded Proof 64 Cameo. Pop: 5/32. Since public interest | 
failed to keep up with the Mint’s aggressive production policy of Proof Gold 
Dollars during this the later 1880s, many of the 1,079 proof Gold Dollars 
struck in 1888 were sold to coin dealers and other speculators. Perhaps only — 
a fourth of that figure survives today as acceptable Proofs of choice or better — 
quality. This is a noticeably frosted example with vibrant and watery mirrors

1889. PCGS graded MS-64. Satin surfaces that are almost frosted with 
pleasant, glowing golden color (#7490) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 
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Capped Bust Quarter Eagles 





1796. No stars on obverse. PCGS graded AU-58. Bass-3002, Rarity-5. A wonderful, clean surfaced example of the very desirable No Stars 1796 quarter eagle. 
This handsome piece is encased in PCGS holder #7727158 and earlier appeared in a Heritage auction (1/2005) where it sold for $103,500. It was described as 
“There are two known die marriages of the 1796 No Stars Quarter Eagle and they are most easily distinguished by the proximity of the eagle's left (facing) talon 
to the U in UNITED. This issue has three distinctions: It is the first precious-metal coin without stars issued for circulation by the U.S. prior to 1836; it is the 
first U.S. coin to display a heraldic eagle on the reverse; and it is the first to display sixteen reverse stars in honor of Tennessee's admission to the Union. Of course, 
the 1796 No Stars Quarter Eagle is also well known as a rare one-year type with an original mintage of just 963 pieces, few of which exist today. All of these coins 
were delivered to the Bank of the United States, the institution that most likely deposited the bullion for coinage. 


“The contracts that resulted in the Mint’s production of 66 No Stars examples pursuant to Warrant 75 on September 22, 1796 and a further 897 pieces per War- 
rant 77 on December 8 of the same year seem to have stipulated very short turn around times between deposit of the bullion and delivery of the coins. This prob- 
ably explains why so many extant 1796 No Stars Quarter Eagles display signs of hasty workmanship. Unevenness of strike prevails on most of these coins, with 
the centers being particularly soft in detail. On some specimens planchet problems are seen. Of course, such considerations are secondary when one considers the 
awesome rarity of this issue.” 


A beautiful near-Mint quality representative of the first quarter eagle design, while a bit rounded in the hair near Liberty's ear and on the eagle's breast feathers, 
is clearly a sharper than normal coin. The secondary outer design elements are bold, and the dentils are virtually complete. Likewise, the design features are in 
the midpoint on the planchet giving a beautiful balanced appearance. Mellow orange-gold to yellow-gold patina highlights the obverse, whereas the yellow-gold 
reverse includes some coppery color as accents. Throughout the coin, we see plentiful luster retained around the devices. Lastly, the surfaces are remarkable for 
their clean look and devoid of any value-reducing abrasions. There are no adjustment marks, either. Any offering of this great rarity is certain to arouse consid- 
erable interest among sophisticated collectors of U.S. coins and Americana, those who have the determination and wherewithal to afford a museum-class rarity

1796. No stars on obverse. NCS graded Details of About Uncirculated Obverse Repaired and Improperly Cleaned. A desirable one-year Type of this key ; 
1796 issue with resilient surfaces that have bounced back nicely from the cleaning and moderate “repairs” made to it. From center to periphery, the coin is gen- 
erally well struck with just a hint of weakness at a few places. 


Of the 963 pieces believed to have been minted, it has been estimated by David Akers, a scholar on the subject of early U.S. gold, that perhaps as few as 30 to 
40 survive today, although other estimates are even lower, perhaps in the range of 15 to 20 pieces; high-enders point to a survival ratio that challenges the 100 
mark. Regardless of which estimate is chosen, the 1796 quarter eagle is famous as one of the most hard to get hold of and one of the most sought-after early 
American gold coins. Most extant specimens are in grades from Very Fine to Extremely Fine, and many like this piece, have problems of one sort or another. The 
starless obverse field gives the coin a cameo-like quality. Complicating the difficulty of grading and comparing listings of quarter eagles of this design is the gen- 
eral practice to grade these pieces liberally, and also the high rate of resubmissions to grading services. With the 1796 no-stars quarter eagle -- more than for other 
design types in the denomination -- there are unanswered questions as to how many exist and how the grades of extant pieces are distributed. This one should

1808. NGC graded MS-62. The 1808 quarter eagle is one of the most desirable one-year Type issues in the entire U.S. gold series, a coin. It has long been known 
that this issue is required for completion of any type set. It is a source of great pleasure, and understandably so, therefore, when we have the opportunity to offer 
a Mint State representative. This attractive ‘62-quality coin is fully endowed with light green-gold to orange-gold shades that alternate in supremacy depending 
upon the angle of the light striking the coin. Modest hairline tendencies are noted in the fields are the major grade-establishing elements. The strike is typical for 
this issue: uneven in the outer or peripheral areas, although we do note pleasing sharpness of detail within the central hair curls and eagle feathers that the pho- 
tographs amply show. Detail around the periphery, however, is more hit-or-miss. Since the release of Walter Breen’s encyclopedia in 1988, where Breen estimat- 
ed just three coins extant in Mint State, others have surfaced and been submitted to the main grading services. To this day, the 1808 quarter eagle remains extreme- 
ly elusive at that level. The coin is in NGC holder 686260-008. 


The engraver who would become famous to coin collectors as John Reich was named Johann Matthaus Reich. Born in 1767 in Bavaria, Reich’s parents were 
Johann Christian Reich and Maria Magdalena. John Reich left Europe around the turn of the 19th century to avoid the Napoleonic Wars, and entered into inden- 
tured servitude in America for one John Brown, a silversmith in Philadelphia. Upon being hired by the U.S. Mint as Assistant Engraver, Reich was appointed to 
modify the designs for all denominations then in production. For the quarter eagle, Reich's work made its first appearance in 1808. As with other dies by Reich, 
the first die marriage that he engraved has his secret mark evident as a notch or nick on the outermost point of star 13 on the obverse. This die proved to be the 
only one that he would complete for this denomination. The total delivery for 1808 consisted of a miniscule total of 2,710 pieces! The quarter eagle, a rather 
ignored denomination at the time, was not struck again until 1821, and then with a new design by Robert Scot being introduced in that year (#7660) Ex: The

993 1821. NGC graded MS-61. NGC Pop: 4/5. After thirteen years of an absence of quarter eagles from the early mint, a few banks apparently began to ask that this denom- | 
ination be produced again, possibly to be used as Christmas presents or souvenirs as Breen suggests. Robert Scot, then 77 years old, basing his design on the 1813 half 
eagle, translated it onto a smaller format for the $2.50 gold piece. The new coins were slightly smaller than in years past, 19 mm. very scarce. 20.6 mm, but the weight | 
remained the same; placed side-by-side with a pre-1821 strike, there is a noticeable difference in the thickness of the planchets of this 1821 issue. The fields are gleaming | 
and generally prooflike, as often seen; but the striking details are atypically soft on some stars.

994 1825. PCGS graded MS-64. Beautiful greenish yellow gold luster with considerable reflective prooflike character. Minor hairlines and other abrasions are noted, 
but so few and inconsequential that they barely register on the eye; there are no rim problems whatsoever. This date historically has been described rare. In fact, 
the 1825 is about as rare as the 1821 or 1824 dates in Mint condition. By that we mean that there are very few that have been certified. 


As a Type, this is probably the most overlooked of the 1796 to 1834 issues, with choice mint states rarely offered for sale, even in the largest “name” collections. 
The true rarity of this issue will reveal itself when the bidding is through. Accordingly, the present offering represents the opportunity to acquire a great Ameri- 
can classic, a truly formidable rarity in this grade, at a price that is substantially less than one that has been bestowed with an aura of fame on some others in the 
series. In time, the numismatic hobby recognizes its classics, and often pieces overlooked in one era are recognized in another. Someday the 1825 quarter eagle 


will receive its due (Housed in PCGS holder 6571312.) (#7664) Ex: The Springdale Collection of Early U.S. Gold Coins. 
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1830. PCGS graded MS-63. Only 4,450 Quarter Eagles were produced in 
1830, and of that paltry number probably no more than a couple of dozen 
are believed to exist today in all grades. This is one of the finer pieces known. 
The fields have a subtle reflectivity and the striking details are generally well 
defined, except at the juncture of the shield and the eagle’s left (facing) wing. 
The lustrous green-gold surfaces show a few small, scattered abrasions but 
none that are worthy of individual mention.

1835. PCGS graded MS-64. Clean as a whistle, as one would look forward 
to from the grade; however, what really makes this break free from others is 
its cartwheel luster that rolls around each side with warm orange toning in 
areas as well as indications of prooflike surface in the field. True to life to 
every detail from a full blow by the dies, with only marginal softness is found 
at the topmost hair curl above Liberty's ear; the corresponding area of the 
shield is also a trifle weak, but other areas of the design are definitely bold. A 
very scarce early gold piece when offered in choice Mint condition. 


This head style has the first curl, at upper left, much smaller than previous 
styles of 1834. Liberty’s head is smaller than before. This was the final mod- 
ification prepared by William Kneass, with Christian Gobrecht taking 
responsibility the next year (#7693) 


1839/8. ANACS graded EF-40. An agreeable quarter eagle from the early 
period known as the Classic design (dies for which were first created by 
William Kneass, who died in 1840). The petite head on Liberty changed 
each year between 1834 and 1839 within this design, just as the heads on the 
large cents and half dollars went through several changed. A date collection 
of quarter eagle, when set side by side, shows these noticeable differences.

1839-C. NGC graded AU-58. Bright and lustrous pale yellow gold with 
some prooflike radiance in the protected regions. Minor abrasions in the field 
and on Liberty. From the second year of Charlotte Mint coinage, and the last 
of just two years with the mintmark placement on the obverse (the mintmark 
was switched to the reverse of the denomination when the change was made 
in 1840 to the new Liberty motif by Gobrecht. Douglas Winter's reference 
book on the Charlotte Mint gold notes two varieties for the date, the 1839/8 
overdate, and the 1839/9 repunched 9 variety; the Guide Book of United 
States coins lists but a single variety and places the mintage at 18,140 pieces. 


In 1834 the quarter eagle was redesigned. A ribbon binding the hair, bearing 
the word LIBERTY, replaces the Liberty cap. The motto was omitted from 
the reverse, possibly because of the more constricted space above the eagle. 
Designer was William Kneass. Philadelphia, Charlotte, Dahlonega, and New 
Orleans mints struck these (#7699)

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1856. NGC graded MS-65. NGC Pop: 4/0. This issue isn’t common despite 
its 384,240 minted, since the 1856 is usually found only in the various cir- 
culated grades. While relatively plentiful in the lowest Mint State grades, 
Gem quality examples are extremely rare and almost non-existent. The sur- 
faces display attractive fresh golden color. Both the obverse and the reverse 
have preservation above and beyond the usual appearance, presenting a nice- 
ly frosted appearance. Overall, this is an exceptional 1856 quarter eagle, an 
important coin for the specialist, or for the type buyer who has a preference 
for select (and important) numismatic delicacies (#7777) Ex: The Good River 
Collection. 





1858-C. NGC graded MS-61. The 1858-C is the most affordable C-mint 
Quarter Eagle produced in the 1850s, and it is the most easily obtainable C- 
mint Quarter Eagle of any decade after the 1839-C, 1843-C Large Date, 
1847-C, and 1848-C. This is not to say that the ‘58-C is common in an 
absolute sense, as the Charlotte Mint recorded an original mintage of just 
9,056 pieces. The high level of preservation of this Mint State 61 example 
makes it even rarer, as Douglas Winter reports a Mint State population of 
only 6-8 coins in his detailed look at the gold coinage of Charlotte Mint.

The Mint produced 80 proof Quarter Eagles in this, the first year of 
increased sales to collectors. Despite a deliberate, if primordial marketing 
promotion, the Mint failed to sell all of the coins it had produced, and the 
majority were melted at the end of the year. Fewer than ten coins (per Akers, 
1975) are believed extant! A classic rarity within the Liberty $2.50 gold series 
(#87885) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins.

1868. NGC graded Proof 65 Cameo. Pop: 1/0. A glittering Gem with obvi- 
ous Cameo contrast and a resoundingly full strike. A wispy lintmark (as 
struck) meanders across the right edge of the E in UNITED to the rim, 
which is mentioned solely as a pedigree marker for future auction appear- 
ances. Walter Breen offers the view in his Encyclopedia that Proofs were 
struck of this date on February 20. 


Although the Proof status of this specimen is beyond question at a glance, it 
does meet Breen’s diagnostic for the issue, which is the absence of two die 
lumps on Liberty's neck that are present on business strikes of the year. Proof 
1868 Quarter Eagles are exceedingly rare. A mere 25 pieces were struck, and 
NGC has certified only five pieces in all grades. The present Gem is the sin- 
gle highest graded by NGC, while the finest certified by PCGS is also a soli- 
tary PR65 Cameo (#87894) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof 
Gold Coins. 





1869. PCGS graded Proof 62. Pop: 1/9. Part of a minuscule Proof mintage 
of just 25 coins, this lovely Quarter Eagle is boldly struck with brilliant, 
deeply reflective mirrored fields. A lengthy, narrow scratch above the bust of 
Liberty limits the grade of this otherwise eye-catching beauty (#7895) Ex: 
The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins. 


1873. Open 3. ANACS graded AU-55 Open 3. Less rare of the two vari- 
eties this year, the Red Book gives its mintage as 122,800 pieces. Lustrous; 
lightly toned (#7818) 
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1877. PCGS graded Proof 64 Deep Cameo. Pop: 1/1. Mint Error defec- 
tive planchet obverse; laminated reverse. A sharply struck and flashy speci- 
men, light original honey patina bestows its beauty over the frost of the por- 
trait and eagle as well as in the fields. Virtually gem quality, as one would 
expect from the lofty grade of Proof 64, although marred a bit by a reverse 
lamination caused by an occlusion or impurity underneath the surface on the 
reverse. A mere 20 proof 1877 quarter eagles were struck. The joint results of 
NGC and PCGS show eleven pieces in all grades, and it is more than likely 
that several among these are multiple submissions. While Proof double eagles 
command most of the attention, pre-1880 Proof quarter eagles are also 
remarkably rare and yet can be found for significantly less money (although 
these rarely appear in auctions) (#97903) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of Unit- 
ed States Proof Gold Coins. 


Liberty Quarter Eagles 
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1881. NGC graded Proof 58. Pop: 1/0. A rare, low mintage Proof of which 
only 51 pieces were originally sold along with a mere 640 business strikes 
made. A good estimate is that only about 50 pieces may survive today in all 
grades, both Proofs and business strikes. Quite a few of the survivors of this 
date are impaired as in this Proof 58, and yet the 1881 has deservedly 
received attention from specialists over the years since it is far scarcer than 
other dates with comparable mintages. The fields retain their mirrored effect 
but there are some handling marks and hairlines on each side that account 
for the grade. Any of these detractions is minimized against the deeply reflec- 
tive fields (#7907) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold 


Coins. 
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1882. NGC graded Proof 64. Pop: 2/0. Another rare, low mintage Proof 
issue whose 67 piece mintage explains why there are so few offered for sale. 
Out of this mintage, perhaps 30 coins may survive today in all grades. Like 
the gold dollars from this period, there are quite a few deceiving prooflike 
business strikes that have, on occasion, been promoted as Proofs. Also, of the 
survivors of this date, many are impaired or in undesirable grades. This clear- 
ly is one of the finer known of this rare date: the fields are well mirrored while 
the devices display original mint luster or “frost," however, the cameo effect 
is muted enough that PCGS fails to notify us of its existence. Nice reddish- 
gold patina seen over both sides (#7908) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of Unit- 
ed States Proof Gold Coins. 





1883. PCGS graded Proof 64 Deep Cameo. Pop: 1/2. With only 82 Proof 
quarter eagles struck in this year, a great rarity in any grade. Moreover, of that 
number it has been estimated that between 30 and 35 pieces exist today in 
all grades. Some prooflike business strikes are also known and sometimes 
parade around as Proofs, but there is no mistaking the Proof origin of this 
glittering jewel. The fields are thoroughly mirrored with great “depth” against 
the golden frosted devices, which yields a beautiful cameo-like quality. The 
surfaces are nearly gem quality with the only visual distractions being a few 
shallow, faint hairlines. A rare opportunity for the collector (#97909) Ex: 
The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins. 
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1885. PCGS graded Proof 65 Deep Cameo. Pop: 1/0. Quarter eagle Proof 
production was, as always, the prerogative of the Philadelphia Mint in 1885, 
and a meager 87 pieces were produced (Only 800 business strikes of these 
coins were made as well.) Proof survivors tend to be in demand, therefore, 
from their overall scarcity as well as to their rarity in high grades. Needless to 
say, this lovely Gem Proof issue is rare in “deep cameo” condition. Since 
many of these coins are impaired, and still others are noticeably hairlined, 
finding one as crisply original as this takes some doing. Pleasingly original 
and obviously well preserved since the time of issue, the present example is 
deeply colored in reddish-orange shades. The fields are sparkling mirrors 


whose glow is deep and resplendent, and also exhibit the much beloved — 


“orange peel” texture found on Proofs of this vintage. These contrast nicely 
against the heavily frosted devices. Best of all, the surfaces do not reveal any 
worrisome contact marks.

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1887. PCGS graded Proof 64 Cameo. Pop: 1/0. A resplendent example of 
this scarcer Proof quarter eagle. The fields reflect the orange-peel texture 
peculiar to gold of the era. Close attention reveals a few wispy hairlines in the 
fields, while a mere touch of hazy opaque patina overlays all. The mintage 
was 122 Proofs this year with possibly as few as 50 remaining in hobbyist’s 
hands. The mintage is slightly above others in the decade, but this scarcely 
matters. Others may surpass it in technical merit, as well, but few come close 
to the visual impact of this choice cameo delight! (#87913) Ex: The Wasatch 
Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins. 





1012 1890. NGC graded Proof 64 Ultra Cameo. Pop: 3/10. As a date, the 1890 


is immediately recognized by its strong cameo relief. Popular among gold 
specialists since only 8,813 pieces were produced, it is very scarce in Proof. 
The Proof strikes of this issue, of which there were 93 originally made, are all 
significant rarities with around 40 coins accounted for. A lucky survivor, the 
Ultra Cameo near-Gem offered in this lot displays grand eye appeal for the 
Proof 64 quality of preservation. The cameo contrast is heavy and unam- 
biguous even when the coin is held at arm's length: the richly frosted, orange- 
gold head of Liberty rises powerfully above glassy smooth, almost molten 
gold fields. The eagle, too, is the very representation of perfection. Every fea- 
ture is fully defined, therefore, and there are few noticeable hairlines

1890. NGC graded Proof 64 Cameo. A resplendent Proof that displays well 
frosted devices which show strong contrast against “orange peel” mirror 
fields. Not only was this piece carefully struck, but it also is very well pre- 
served in the generations since it first came on the scene. Outstanding sur- 
faces throughout, with no bothersome handling marks and only a few 
translucent hairlines. 


During this period, the Philadelphia Mint really excelled in creating some of 
the most gorgeous Proof coinage ever seen, on gold coins the fields possess a 
peculiar orange peel surface, which is both reflective and textured, and the 
lettering and devices are well frosted by the dies. Creating these Proofs was a 
many step process, first the dies were dipped in either a weak acid or lightly 
sandblasted. This process creates the “frosted” devices seen, next the fields are 
polished to a fine mirror like finish, which gives the coins their unique reflec- 
tivity in the fields and contrast with the frosted devices. Only a few were 
struck, and often the dies were later used for normal business strike coinage. 
Exactly how the orange peel surface was created is not known, and it is like- 


ly a secret (#7842) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 





1891. PCGS graded Proof 63 Deep Cameo. Pop: 1/3. The 1891 quarter 
eagle (all were struck at the Philadelphia Mint) has the merit of being rare 
both as a business strike and as a Proof. Only 80 proofs were minted with as 
few as 20 pieces believed extant! This is a handsome Proof gold coin, the 
fields leaving in their wake an almost illimitable depth of mirror freshness. 
They glitter and they sparkle when the coin is tilted gently. The devices on 
the coin are well frosted, accounting for the “deep” designation for the 
cameo. The follow-on contrast is very pleasing. Moreover, there is a light 
overlay of toning on each side. When these lovely Proofs of the Wasatch Col- 
lection come up for bidding, you may see bidders standing in the aisles and 
doorways, breathing heavily with anticipation. As the result of long acquain- 
tance with high end Proofs like this rare 1891, we are somewhat prone to 
using hyperbole when describing them. All the same, many people bidding 
on this coin will have their interest piqued and their bidder cards at the ready 
for the ensuing scufHe to own it (#97917) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of Unit- 
ed States Proof Gold Coins. 
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1892. PCGS graded Proof 62. Pop: 4/25. Both sides exhibit swirling deep 
mirrors displaying all the flash and glow of a choicer coin, but are curbed by 
slight hairlining and handling on either side. Only 105 proofs were struck, 
with fewer than half this number extant today (#7918) Ex: The Wasatch Col- 
lection of United States Proof Gold Coins. 








1893. NGC graded Proof 65 Ultra Cameo. Pop: 4/9. Proof mintage was 
only 106 pieces. A highly reflective specimen whose payback is its strong con- 
trast between the glossy, deeply reflecting fields and the stark-golden frost of 
the design elements. Not only is the coin superlative in its grade, but the 
technical merits of its delicate mirrors is equally striking. A small number of 
Ultra Cameo Proofs from this year have made it into grading holders, but 
how can anyone imagine a specimen with a greater level of eye appeal chan 
this coin! There is nothing hidden or suggestive about this beauty, it is fresh 
on its face and glowing with originality (#97919) Ex: The Wasatch Collection 
of United States Proof Gold Coins.

1893. PCGS graded MS-64. A golden bright specimen glowing with origi- 
nal mint bloom. Moving along, we can gladly report a highly presentable

1894. NGC graded Proof 66 Ultra Cameo. Pop: 7/1. From an already 
near-to-nothing mintage of a 122 Proofs, most authorities would place the 
number of surviving 1894 quarter eagles at half or fewer than the original 
production. A few of these specimens qualify as Gems today, with standards 
strict and etched in stone by the grading service that awarded it a Proof 66 
grade.

To illustrate the exceptional quality of this specimen takes no more than a 
blink of the eye.

With a limited 
original mintage of 19,070 business strikes and 202 Proofs, the 1896 is an 
understandably scarce coin at all levels of preservation. David W. Akers 
opines that most survivors are either Mint State or Proof. According to Wal- 
ter Breen (1988), the specimen strikings are attributable by having the date 
far to the right in the obverse field below Liberty's portrait. This is just such 
an example, a starkly glowing gem with cameo finish providing an assurance 
of Proof status. The fields are deeply reflective with a lovely orange-peel tex- 
ture, whereas the devices are richly frosted with an almost matte-like texture. 
Neither side exhibits anything less than needle-sharp striking detail. Free of 
distractions this coin would serve as a centerpiece in any collection of 19th

1896. SEGS graded Proof 65 Cameo. The 1896 Proof quarter eagle, like 
its counterparts of 1894 and 1895, has an original mintage that is low by 
modern standards: Only 132 pieces, in fact. With an estimated survivor rate 
of around 45 or 50, this issue is notably scarcer than the issue that follow in 
1897 through 1899. A gleaming Gem, neither side of this coin contains 
heavy hairlines. There are a few light ones, but nothing bothersome. In short, 
a handsome Gem.

There are a few wispy hairlines in the fields but these hold little influence in 
the overall intensity of Proof 65 quality mirror fields (#87925) Ex: The 
Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins. 





1899. PCGS graded Proof 65 Deep Cameo. PCGS Pop: 2/9. An excep- 
tionally beautiful “deep cameo” frosted example of the 1899 issue. Pleasing 
orange gold with blistering fresh underlying mirrors. The devices are well 
frosted while the mirrors are deep enough to approach what today’s hobbyist 
calls “black” when describing vivid contrast as that offered here. Only 150 
Proofs were struck, although probably only 100 or so Proofs remain in col- 
lector’s hands today, many of them lesser quality.

As to the mintage of this very early date 
Proof, it was decidedly small, with only 119 coined in Proof. Of those, the truth may reveal one day that many were spent; experience, on the other hand, shows 
that many, perhaps the majority, were mishandled, and come nowhere near Proof 65 perfection.

Proof gold coinage has always been one of the most elite collections undertaken by dedicated collectors. Coins are seldom available, and mintage were tiny, so 
critical judgment is a word that is must be applied when purchasing one of these expensive dates for a collection. It may be years before another 1860 Proof 65 
example is offered. Many of the Proof gold coins of this stature we see are from prominent collections, which often trace to earlier prominent collections, and the 
same coins transfer ownership from collector down through the generations. Therefore, when a splendid bold gem proof 1860 $3 gold piece appears, we want 
everyone to appreciate what we see in it, for this opportunity may not soon be repeated (#8023) 
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Three-Dollar Gold 
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1860. NGC graded MS-61. Glittering rivers of flame-colored mint frost 
from center to periphery with only a few attendant hairlines and brushes 
against other coins in bank-to-bank transfers. The devices that were left by 
the dies contain a certain precision in most areas, while the ribbon bow on 
the wreath shows the insufficient die pressure received in this one area, but it 
is often found on this Type (#7980) 





1860-S. NGC graded AU-58. The San Francisco Mint produced $3 pieces 
of the varieties 1855-S, 1856-S, 1857-S, and 1860-S, after which only the 
1870-S $3 was made, the latter coin considered to be unique today. 


Brilliant and lustrous, a high-grade example with original full mint frost 
around the devices and stretching into the fields on both sides. A prize exam- 
ple of this elusive branch mint issue. Such pieces are not seen often. 


The mintage of the 1860-S $3, all with a small S mintmark on the reverse, 
amounted to 7,000 pieces. Some 2,592 were considered to be light in weight 
and were stored at the mint until 1869, when they were melted into bullion. 
Thus, the net circulation mintage is only 4,408. NGC #565902-004. 


The 1860-S represents the latest-dated collectible San Francisco Mint $3. 
The only later issue is the famous 1870-S, showcased in the unique ex Elias- 
berg specimen (#7981) 


1066 1863. ANACS graded Details of AU-58 Damaged. Damaged, yet accept- 


able at the right price since 1863 has very low mintage: 5,039 pieces (#7984) 
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1866. PCGS graded MS-62. The 1866 $3 gold coin, of which just 4,000 
circulation strikes were made, is a good coin to consider for a gold type set. 
It has more charm and is much scarcer than the 1854, 1874, and 1878 com- 
mon dates, yet doesn't require a much larger outlay in this quality. Yet as few 
as 180-200 worn pieces exist, to which can be added nor more than 25 to 40 
in Mint State. Among the Mint State coins this is one of the sharpest in its 
grade, and should be classified “prooflike” due to the nicely reflective fields 
offsetting the frosted devices (#7987) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 





1869. PCGS graded Proof 61. Pop: 1/7. An extremely rare piece of Proof 
gold from the 1860s, from the same consignor Proof gold dollars and quar- 
ter eagle rarities in the Wasatch Collection. Only 25 Proofs were struck of the 
1869, and a reasonable guess would place the number extant today between 
10 and 15 pieces. A bit more harshly cleaned than usual, the fields still retain 
good depth of mirrored reflectivity and both sides are draped in a heavy lay- 
ering of reddish patination. Actually, the coin looks nicer than the stated 
grade (#8032) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins. 





1872. ANACS graded Proof 62. We are privileged to offer a two-tone con- 
trast Proof example of this extremely rare 1872 $3 at this sale, and when one 
considers the few survivors likely from a Proof mintage of just 30 pieces, it 
begins to dawn on everyone that this is no throwaway statement. While it 
may be the lesser quality coin in “only” Proof 62, the coin itself requires no 
apologies in the aesthetic feature of eye-appeal. Toned yet still smooth and 
sassy appearing with a lot of life, the expected orange-peel fields still can be 
found plus lightly frosted devices, the net effect being the aforementioned 
two-tone effect. A coin that would please even if the date were not so rare. 
The usual scattered light hairlines (#8035)

1074 1878. NGC graded MS-62. Lustrous and capped off by aesthetically pleas- 
ing surfaces. This is one of the three dates most often chosen to include in a 
gold Type set because of its affordability in Mint condition (#8000) 


1070 1874. PCGS graded MS-62. PCGS Pop: 194. Bright reddish gold color 
with choice, satin mint luster, there are only a few small hairlines scattered 
about, none of which are of individual importance. Smooth-edged devices 
throughout, including centers, rather than a keen, knife-edge strike, and typ- 
ical for dates in the 1870s. Only three issues of the $3 denomination are 
widely sought for Type sets (the others being much more expensive). These 
are the 1874, along with the 1854 and 1878 (#7998) Ex: The Good River 
Collection. 








1075 1878. PCGS graded MS-62. PCGS Pop: 870. A choice mid-level coin for — 
the Type, this 1878 displays nice warm golden frostiness whose surface is — 
mostly untoned, with sharp detail including nice hair on Liberty. The three- 
dollar gold piece was authorized by the Act of February 21, 1853. The coin — 
was first struck in 1854. It was never popular and saw very little circulation.

1885. PCGS graded Proof 64 Deep Cameo, Of the 109 proofs struck for 
collectors, it is now believed that as few as 60 or so still exist.

A 
strange thing is that most of the survivors seem to be in higher grades of 
preservation, with this lovely Proof 64 being no exception. The nice mirrored 
surfaces reflect against devices that are not just frosted but heavy with deep 
cameo frost. This is most noticeable on the obverse, yielding a strong cameo 
effect.

1885. PCGS graded MS-63. A splendid prooflike, yellow-gold example that 
is an important survivor from an original mintage of only 800 business 
strikes. Unlike some other low mintage issues in the three-dollar gold series, 
such as the 1879 and 1880, the 1885 appears to have seen limited circulation 
and no hoarding by early speculators or coin dealers. The few known are 
mostly in the affordable grades of Mint State such as this, with expensive 
Gem examples occasionally offered (#8007) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collec- 


tion. 


1887. PCGS graded Proof 62 Cameo. The surfaces on this handsome Proof 
coin are judged by us to be bright gold in color with a dash of orange patina 
around some of the legends, and quite lustrous, with the grade acting on 
behalf of its choice quality. Don’t expect the usual halfhearted impression left 
by the striking of the (sometimes deficient) dies that made this piece, for we 
are glad to report the opposite is true. This is a very bold coin with sharp cen- 
ters. Some light hairlines and a few carelessly imparted marks visible with a 
glass.

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1888. NGC graded MS-63. Only 5,291 minted. Luxuriant orange-gold 
color is seen over each side with light accents of yellow gold. This date is eas- 
ier said than done to find fully struck. The centers are bold but the lower 
wreath tends to slack off in detail at the ribbon bow (#8010) 





1889. PCGS graded MS-65. PCGS Pop: 24/11. An incredible array of lus- 
ter supports bright gold and peach-toned highlights on this final year of issue. 
Nicely struck, too, with outstanding quality in the main devices. The $3 
piece weighs 77.4 grains and is .900 Fine like the other U.S. gold coins, giv- 
ing even those “right off the dies” pieces a tint of red color. The design is by 
James B. Longacre whose head on the obverse represents an Indian princess 
with hair tightly curling over the neck, head crowned with a circle of feath- 
ers, the band of which is inscribed LIBERTY. Only 2,429 pieces minted in 
1889. Coinage after 1878 fell to low levels, said by one source from the Mint 
archives to have been made only to discourage speculators from buying up all 
the Proofs each year. Oddly, the low mintage circulation strike pieces were 
also bought up in quantity by the same speculators! (#8011) Ex: The Good 
River Collection.

1879. Flowing hair. NGC graded Proof 63. Housed in an NGC grading holder, this historic choice quality Four-Dollar gold piece, or “Stella” as it came to be 
known, was proposed to solve a couple of problems facing the United States system of coinage in the 1870s. The first was to make a coin whose “intrinsic mea- 
sure and value” as part of the design was sufficient to make it useful as an international trade coin. The other, as a bone tossed to the silver “interests” as they were 
called, was to strike these in an alloy that used either 4% silver or 10% silver, thereby increasing sales of this semi-precious metal by the silver mining states. For 
all its intended merits, the Stella project was soon abandoned. But only after 425 1879 Flowing Hair coins were minted, split into two groups, 25 of which are 
considered “originals” and made in 1879, followed by 400 strikes from the same dies made in 1880 after Congressmen got involved in the proposal and wanted 
representative samples, for purely altruistic purposes. This is among the most eye-catching Proof 63 examples bidders will see or third-party graders will certify. 
It has nice reflective “mirrors” that have a hint of satiny luster typical of the issue. The presence of faint striations running diagonally through Liberty's upper hair 
is also entirely consistent with the series of $4 coins. On the present specimen, the central obverse hair curls, which are nicely detailed, are almost as bold in exe- 
cution as you are bound to see. The sharpness transfers over to the star's center and dotted border, which usually doesn’t show this amount of detail. An endless- 
ly-popular denomination, the 1879 Flowing Hair $4 Stella has long been prized as an integral part of a complete United States gold coin collection or Type set. 
This handsome Proof among the better ones we've seen. 


The 1879 Flowing Hair Stella is by all accounts a Pattern, it has been widely desired by collectors since the time of inception. For this reason, it has been includ- 
ed in regular catalogs, among which have been Wayte Raymond's “Standard Catalogue of United States Coins,” published in 18 editions from 1935 to 1958, plus 
the ubiquitous “Guidebook of United States Coins” we all use today. To read about a Stella and see an image of one is to develop a possession desire. But to hold 
one in your hands imparts a warm glow to one’s consciousness. Historically, year in and year out these have been in great demand and are destined to be into the 
far-flung future.

1796, 6 over 5. Small eagle. NGC graded MS-60. The desirable first-year issue with a small eagle reverse. Sharply struck including on the eagle’s head and neck; 
Liberty's hair and the eagle’s breast feathers are also exceptionally well defined on this Mint State example. The green-gold surfaces are very smooth and merit 
your consideration because they are so free from the usual streaks or abrasions; there is even a trace of semi-reflective quality. Very high quality for this desirable, 
early gold type (NGC holder #651223-001.) 


There were two major Types of the 1795 capped bust right half eagle: small eagle and large or “heraldic” eagle. Some may not yet know it but the latter is a back- 
dated issue struck sometime around 1798. The former, with its small eagle format, was delivered in 1795 as the first gold coin minted under authority of the 
Coinage Act of 1792. The 1795 small eagles are actually one of the more easily acquired early $5 gold pieces if you have the money, a fact that points to greater 
than usual preservation at the time of issue. But do not be fooled that this issue is easy to acquire in choice condition. The facts lean in the other direction: col- 
lectors of first-year Types will have a challenge to bid for the honor of owning this attractive Mint State coin (#8067) Ex: The Springdale Collection of Early U.S.

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Classic Bust Half Eagles 
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1795. Large eagle. NGC graded MS-61. NGC Pop: 2/9. Encapsulated in NGC holder 695389-003. The reverse of the half eagle was not changed to the heraldic 
design until 1797, but the Mint’s initial practice of keeping earlier dated dies on the shelf made possible the production of approximately five hundred pieces 
dated 1795 with the new style eagle reverse, of which about 10 percent survive today. This example was struck from the same obverse die as B. 7-H of the small 
eagle type. The reverse is unique to this die marriage and can be recognized by a horizontal die break near the lower border. The surfaces of this rare early half 
eagle display absolutely no wear and possess a pronounced and quite lovely fresh gold to light green-gold finish with some subtle reflectiveness in the fields. 


How do numismatic scholars know that this coin was struck in 1798 and not 1795? First of all, in the field of stars above the eagle on the reverse there are 16 
stars. Archives records show the Philadelphia Mint kept adding stars to coins as states joined the union, hence from 1794 through June 1, 1796 all silver and gold 
coins should show 15 stars to represent the states of the union. On June 1, 1796, Tennessee joined, making a total of 16 states, and therefore 16 stars. Logic tells 
us that this reverse die was engraved sometime after June of 1796. In addition, the heraldic eagle design wasn't adopted until 1796, at a time when the Mint had 
decided to stop increasing the number of stars every time a new state joined the union. Room to do this was running out (also some of the Mint’s employees 
seemed to have trouble counting that high, as numerous oddities in the star count occur in various denominations). Along with the 1798 small eagle reverse, this 
is one of the most curious die pairings to come out of the Philadelphia Mint. 


The circumstances for why this issue came about may never be known, but they are to be a sort of emergency issue similar to the 1798 small eagle reverse half 
eagle. Apparently no current dies were on had except for these older dies (which were still serviceable), and pressed in to service. Most scholars now agree that the 
coins were struck in 1798 (#8075) Ex: The Springdale Collection of Early U.S. Gold Coins.

1797, 7 over 5. Large eagle. PCGS graded AU-55. Breen-6425. PCGS #5730966. Light yellow gold with delicate green and orange. The surfaces are surpris- 
ingly choice for the grade with plenty of luster. Minor central weakness is noted in the scroll on the reverse hanging from the eagle’s beak, and a few areas else- 
where. This is a pleasing example of a rare variety, the first example we have ever offered for sale in a long while. Extremely rare according to Walter Breen and 
all others who have published their researches in the time since Breen laid the foundation of the study of early half eagles in the 1950s. 


The obverse has very light die rust. A crack from the reverse border at 3:00 passes through the right side of M to the wing, and curves up through the feathers, 
stars, clouds and border between S and O. 


An important major variety among early half eagles, we see records of fewer than a dozen extant specimens. Two die marriages of the 1797 large eagle $5 are 
known, this overdate variety and the normal date variety represented by a single specimen impounded in the Smithsonian Institution. This obverse has a remark- 
ably clear overdate, with a nearly complete 5 underdigit visible to the naked eye. It must be counted among the most vivid overdates in the entire range of numis- 
matics, and comparable with the 1817/3 half dollar. Were this interesting feature the only aspect of this coin, it would be attractive to many collectors. This fact, 
on the other hand, combined with the great rarity of this major variety and the aesthetic appeal of the coin itself, makes for an exciting addition to an advanced 


collection of early U.S. Mint coins (#8077) Ex: The Springdale Collection of Early U.S. Gold Coins. 
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1798. Large eagle, large 8, 13 star reverse. PCGS graded AU-53. Choice 
surfaces all around with brownish toned high points on the cap, forehead, 
cheek and lower bust drapery.

Although not a rare die variety or 
date, this is certainly one of the more familiar overdates in American numis- 
matics. Just two obverse dies were used for the 1802/1 half eagles. First is the 
low overdate (Breen obverse 1) with top of 2 separated from bust and under- 
digit centered. Second is the high overdate with top of 2 lightly touching the 
bust and underdigit left of center. In his Complete Encyclopedia, Breen 
noted the low overdate is known with seven reverse dies and the high over- 
date with four reverse dies, for a total of 11 die marriages (#8083) Ex: The 
Good River Collection. 


1806. Pointed 6. ANACS graded Details of AU-58 Cleaned. Cleaned, 
with resulting shiny surfaces; there is also an area of deep adjustment marks 
on the hair, but elsewhere the coin has decent (if not bold) detail at centers 
as well as in the normally bold peripheral areas. Desirable heraldic eagle Type 
$5 gold piece (#8090)

1807. Bust left. PCGS graded MS-65. Breen 5-D. Encased in PCGS holder #50034996. A richly lustrous and very attractive example of the first year of John 
Reich's capped bust to left design, a motif that was used only through 1812 before modification. The obverse possesses a needle-sharp strike, including the hair, 
the star centers, and dentils, a virtual definition of this design, while the reverse is similarly remarkable. The luster is satiny as well as beautiful, and the color is 
warm gold with subtle tints of apricot-orange. All told this is one of the gemmiest early half eagles we have ever seen. For the type set enthusiast it will certainly 
be a special occasion. If you need this design for your collection, don’t put your hands in your pockets and turn away because you fear you may be outbid. Just 
sit right down, lean your back against your chair, square your shoulders, and meet the challenge when it arrives. If you feel like it, growl at the competition, this 
sometimes unnerves them.

A sharp coin 
all the same, and at a fair price, something that will provide hours of study 
and historical significance to the numismatist (#8101)

1808. NGC graded MS-61. An very smooth and lustrous early half eagle 
that you can use as a benchmark for other examples of the 1808 issue that 
share this towering level of detail. While the strike is forthright and crisp, it 
is more than just reasonably full, yet without doubt few of the head and 
shoulder details are left to the imagination. Luster is complete, though muted 
on both sides, while the rims are choice, being free from bumps and marks. 
To insure that your bid is rewarded, plant yourself in front of the auctioneer, 
and glare up into his face if he scans the room without seeing your bid. This 
is one of those early half eagles that fit nicely into even the choicest collec- 
tions.

Take away the “improperly” and you pretty much have what this coin is: a 
still desirable and eminently acceptable cleaned half eagle from the early peri- 
od in our nation’s history.

1820. Square base 2. NGC graded MS-65. Variety with Curved Base 2. Medium Letters. B. 3-C, Miller-134, Rarity-6. (Misidentified on the holder as Square 
Base 2.) Intricately detailed with sparkling green-gold to vivid amber-orange surfaces that have come away with only a few shallow luster grazes in the field behind 
the cap and on Liberty's cheek below the eye. The 1820 is a mid-level rarity in the capped head left, large diameter, series of half eagles, being in shorter supply 
than the 1813, 1814/3, or 1818 and of course more available than some of the legendary key dates in the series. The appearance of this piece is everything an 
advanced collector could hope to find in a certified Gem 65 early half eagle, and we look forward to strong bidder interest in this remarkable, vital low popula- 


tion specimen. NGC Pop: 5/2 (04/06). NGC #650100-005 (#8125) 
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1820. Square base 2. PCGS graded MS-63. Beautiful mint luster radiates beneath generous amounts of warm golden orange toning, and in the process, almost 
obliging the viewer to don sunglasses! Satiny and well struck with excellent definition of the hair curls for an 1820 issue, the wing feathers, star centers and shield 
stripes are finely detailed. Minor surface marks are noted, commensurate with the MS63 quality assigned by PCGS, and none are worthy of specific mention. A 
delightful example to represent the type in any collection. Housed in PCGS holder 6558682. 


Similar to the preceding, we state that the 1820 is not a legendary rarity, although it certainly is a classic in its own right. Curiously, the number of dies produced 
for the different varieties is fairly extensive-quite unusual for a coin of which relatively few are known today. A commentary concerning 1820 half eagles in gen- 
eral is given under the following lot. Suffice it to say, over the years relatively few collections have had a half eagle of this state. As such, the present piece is a high- 
ly important opportunity (#8125) Ex: The James Newton Howard Collection. 





1821. NGC graded MS-62. Very sharply struck in rich greenish yellow gold with shimmering highlights on some of the hair curls, brow, nose, cap, and tip of 
bust. The centers are slightly reflective and the borders frostier around the stars and letters in the legend; throughout both sides the surface is quite clean with 
very few of the expected small marks noted. Such a pleasing specimen deserves to be flushed with pride at the good fortune to be from a source with such an 
illustrious provenance as the Eliasberg collection. When the white heat of bidding is over and done with, the next owner may very well have his name appended 
to the growing line of famous previous owners. 


This is one of the rarest dates in the entire Half Eagle series, although the mintage figure might indicate otherwise. PCGS has graded only four examples of this 
date, the finest of which is a single MS-66! NGC has graded seven examples, including a single MS-61, a single MS-62 (this Eliasberg specimen), and a single 
MS-63. As on all known examples of this date there are raised die lines below the final star on the obverse. The 1821 Half Eagle is, for some reason, among the 
more overlooked rarities from this period, often eclipsed by the 1819 and 1825/4 issues. We estimate there to be 30 or so around, with a typical specimen grad- 
ing just Extremely Fine. The specimen offered here clearly rates high and is one of the choicer seen or offered for sale in many years. Coin is in NGC holder 


654330-005 with the notation that it is the Eliasberg specimen (#8129) Ex: The Springdale Collection of Early U.S. Gold Coins.

1830. NGC graded MS-63. Breen B-2. NGC serial #118853-004. NGC Pop: 4/2 (both varieties combined). As with all the dates from 1829 until the Coinage 
Act of 1834 changes were put into place, the 1830 is a very rare coin, and this piece is significantly finer than the 30-35 survivors that Akers estimates may still 
be in existence of the Small 5 D variety. Well defined in general, the surfaces are bright with semi-prooflike fields. Sharply struck throughout, there are no deep 
abrasions on either side of this rarely offered five. The luster is smooth, tending toward yellow gold with somewhat of a greenish tint, and all original, refreshingly 
brilliant. 


While the 1830 Small 5D variety is a prized rarity in its own right, Choice Mint State representatives of the elusive Small 5D are all but unavailable in the numis- 
matic market. Both varieties in 1830 share the same obverse die, although all extant Large 5D representatives display repunching on the 0 in the date. After the 
Mint switched to the Small 5D reverse die and produced an unknown number of pieces, employees repolished the obverse die and removed traces of the repunch- 


ing. 
This coin’s MS 63 grade designation hardly does justice to its eye appeal. But bidders will notice and assign to it a fair price in line with its rarity in this out-

1834. Plain 4. ANACS graded AU-55. Nice frosty luster in and around the 
devices on both sides, with typical soft detail at the hair braid below LIBER- 
TY. The first year's coinage consisted of mostly melted down “old tenor” gold 
pieces, as the government attempted to re-establish a bi-metallic gold stan- 
dard which had gotten out of balanced in the first three decades of the 19th 
century (#8171) 


1834. Plain 4. ANACS graded AU-50. Somewhat abraded in the fields but 
not so much as to obliterate the residual luster than hugs the devices on both 
sides. Warm golden orange patina (#8171) 





1834. Crosslet 4. ANACS graded AU-55 Details. The altering consists of 
cleaning or stipping of the color, which left behind a not unattractive old- 
gold color and appearance. This is the first year of the William Kneass peri- 
od gold coins (issued from 1834 to 1838 in the half eagles, 1834 to 1839 in 
the quarter eagles). A popular Type with gold coin collectors. The Crosslet 4 
variety is much scarcer than its Plain 4 counterpart, and a valuable compo- 
nent in any set of these half eagles (#8172) 


1835. ANACS graded Details of EF-40 Damaged. Well struck for the issue 
(#8173) 


1838. ANACS graded Details of VF-20 Cleaned. Slightly scarcer than the 
1834-36 pieces. This is the last year of a short-lived design by William Kne- 
ass (#8176) 


1838-C. ANACS graded Details of EF-40 Repaired. Scarcest of all the 
1834-38 “Classic Head” Type half eagles, with only 17,179 minted (#8177) 


1838-D. ANACS graded Details of EF-40 Damaged. Despite its problems, 
a very scarce branch mint issue (only 20,583 minted). Dahlonega, Charlotte, 
and New Orleans opened for business in 1838 as America’s first branch 
mints. The first two would cease operations forever in 1861, but New 
Orleans, after a lapse during and following the Civil War, resumed coinage 
until 1909 (#8178)

A 1839-C, ANACS graded AU-53 Details. Rim Filed. Cleaned. With good 
detail and ample mint luster still adhering. Overall a very scarce type with 
only 17,205 pieces issued from the Charlotte Mint, the first year of issue for 
Gobrecht’s attractive design of 1839-1907 (PCGS # 8192) 


1840-D. Small D. PCGS graded VF-35. Extremely Rare Variety 4-C. This 
very rarely seen Small Mintmark variety with diagnostic die crack extending 
above and below the D. The 1840-D is an extremely challenging early 
Dahlonega issue regardless of mintmark variety, with perhaps fewer than 150 
coins remaining from an original production of 22,800 pieces. The large D 
or Variety 3-B comprises at least 80-90 percent of the known survivors. Total 
population of this small D variety is only 4 pieces with PCGS and 2 with NGC. 
6 total pieces known between the 2 services. (#8199) 






1840-O. ANACS graded AU-58 Details Cleaned. Only 40,120 pieces were 
struck for this early half eagle which is also he first year which New Orleans 
issued half eagles. This coin is boldly struck with remaining luster. The 
obverse and reverse have been brushed (as per the cleaning remark by 


ANACS) (#8200) 


1842-C. Large date. Net Grade Mint State Cleaned. (NNC MS62). Light- 
ly cleaned yet smooth and still very attractive as one of the scarce early C- 
mint half eagles. Our net grade is AU58, but you decide by giving it a firm 
bid. Clockwork precision seen in the feathers of the eagle, the shield lines on 
its breast, and on all stars point to the coin having been given a fresh, sharp 
blow by the dies at Charlotte’s mint. Only 27,432 minted (#8209) 





1842-0. ANACS graded AU-50 Details Cleaned. The 1842-O is one of 
the rarest of all New Orleans Half Eagles. Winter estimates that only 3-5 
pieces are extant in AU condition (we believe a few more are actually known). 
It is comparable in many ways to the 1842-D Large Date with a low survival 
rate in high grades and a low number of pieces offered each year at public 
auction. Slight softness of strike is seen in the centers of the portrait as well 
as the reverse eagle. The coin is lightly peppered with contact marks (#8212) 
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1847. NGC graded MS-62. NGC Pop: 54/33. Pleasant, almost cheery 
bright gold satin to semi-prooflike luster displays lots of fresh gold color. And 
while there are the usual small nicks and scuffs, the surface is definitely bril- 
liant on this important No Motto Type coin. Both sides are sharp, including 
crisp neck, wing, and leg feathers on the eagle (#8231) 


1851. PCGS graded AU-53. This is an extremely important opportunity for 
the advanced specialist, not because the date is rare, but because it is a tough 
coin to find in AU and Mint State grades.

1855-C. NGC graded AU-58. The 1855-C is a numismatic study in rarity, 
quality and desirability. Three pairs of dies were sent to Charlotte this year, 
but it may be that just one pair, or at least possibly just one reverse was used 
to strike the 39,788 pieces. A lustrous medium golden specimen with choice 
devices and moderately fresh fields. A scarce coin to say the least, and virtu- 
ally unobtainable in Mint State without paying a handsome price. Few extant 
pieces have the aesthetic quality of the present piece. In any event, the coin 
being offered is outstanding (#8262) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1859-C. NGC graded MS-60. A few minor scuffs below S-OF on the | 
reverse. Moderately scarce as an issue in all grades, there are in collector’ | 
hands a very few Mint State examples known of the 1855-C, of which this is | 
an attractive representative. Lustrous with some prooflike surface. The design 
left by the dies lacks a certain robustness on the reverse, but that isn’t unusu-_ 
al for this mint’s production. Just the same, it is a coin with good eye appeal, | 
being a joy to behold. We suggest that a Charlotte mint specialist will want | 
to consider this piece seriously (#8281) ; 


1859-D. Medium D. PCGS graded MS-62. With only 10,366 pieces 

struck, the 1859-D has the second lowest mintage of any Dahlonega half: 
eagle. As such, it is a fairly scarce coin in all grades and is usually found in 

Extremely Fine. This specimen has the often seen below average strike on the 

eagle from worn dies. However some are far less detailed than this. The 

obverse, by comparison, is sharp except for the braid below the coronet and 

the lovelock curl on the neck, which is flat at its center. As on all 1859-D half 
eagles, there is some beveling noted on the edges. Still and all, it is a splen- 

did, lustrous coin. The frost on these tends to be somewhat more grainy tex- 

ture in the protected areas.

1860. PCGS graded MS-62. A satiny frosted lustrous example with dynam- 
ic mirrors in the fields whose luster shows richly with orange-gold color. A 
great deal of discussion also surrounds a coin’s strike, especially on these early 
No Motto pieces. This 1860 has first-rate detail with no sign of weakness t0 
the key devices. And unlike the 1861’s high mintage, this year is much more 
difficult to obtain since few survive from the original 19,825 pieces struck 
(The cause of the huge increase to over 800,000 half eagles for 1861 was 
panic deposits of bullion in order to get spendable coin before the inevitable 
hoarding caused all gold to disappear into hoards. It was a time of Civil War.) 
A very rare issue this fine, with only 3 specimens graded higher and worthy 
of a strong bid (#8284) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 
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1860-S. PCGS graded EF-45. A seldom offered S-mint Half Eagle that is 
particularly elusive in XF and better condition, with only a single Mint State 
piece being certified by either of the major services. Even its seemingly low 
mintage of 21,000 pieces does not accurately convey its undisputed rarity. 
The present XF45 example was acquired decades ago. PCGS has graded only 
28 pieces with the current condition census being 3 in XF45 with 9 higher. 
This coin has traces of remaining luster in the deeper devices (#8287) 
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1861. PCGS graded MS-64. Pleasingly bright and lustrous, both sides are 
warmly colored in natural-gold hues with a little “old gold” patina at the 
rims. A solidly graded, premium level MS64, this coin displays impressive 
striking definition for a No Motto half eagle, even one from this home mint 
where sharp strikes govern. This is also to say that the strike is full, including 
those few hair strands over Liberty’s brow which often keep this from being 
called sharp. PCGS #4699491 (#8288) 
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1861. PCGS graded MS-63. A frosty gold specimen with eruptions of faint 
reddish color on both sides. Nearly fully struck, as is typical for the P-mint 
dates from this decade, so it has few of the limitations in the detail found on 
most other issues. Perfectly representative of the No Motto type (#8288) Ex: 
The Good River Collection. 


1861. ANACS graded AU-55. A few marks on Liberty's cheek and nearby 
in the field. Some luster remains. This is an inexpensive date featuring the 
plain field above the eagle or “No Motto” reverse (#8288) 
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1862-S. ANACS graded VF-20. First full year of the War Between the 
States, and with the east coast locked down economically into a costly series 
of battles with the armies of the South, everything was status quo Out West, 
where this 1862-S half eagle circulated. Worn, but in acceptable condition as 
a nice representative, only 9,500 were minted (#8293) 








1864-S. PCGS graded EF-45. Its mintage of 3,888 pieces is quite low, but 
does not begin to convey this issue's true rarity. Looking at populations, 
PCGS has certified only thirteen pieces and NGC has certified only 8 pieces 
in all categories, so you can appreciate its lack of availability. This coin is solid 
for the grade, well detailed with original luster on both the obverse and 
reverse. Population 3/4 (which is the hobby shorthand for “3 graded by the 


service, with 4 higher.”) (#8297) 
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1866. With motto. PCGS graded AU-53. Lightly worn and totally original 
with traces of original mint luster in the deeper devices. Surface marks con- 
sistent with the grade. From an original mintage of only 6,700 coins. Breen 
says this is prohibitively rare above EF. The closest price structure we could 
find was a XF40 piece selling in 2003 for $1840 and an AUS0 piece selling 
for $2530 in 1994. There are only 31 pieces graded by PCGS. Pop of this 
coin is 7/13 (#8311) 





With Motto Five Dollar that began with a tiny business strike production of 
just 6,920 pieces and experienced a low survival rate in the post Civil War 
economy. As is typical of survivors, the present example is well struck. PCGS 
has only graded 34 coins in all grades. Pop for this coin is 6/25. This coin has 
touches of rose colored tone on both the obverse and reverse. The number of 
contact marks is typical for the grade but the scarcity of this coin should off- 
set any contact marks (#8313) 








1867-S. PCGS graded AU-55. The 1867-S is generally not encountered 
above the VF grade level, and this problem free Choice AU example is 
amongst the finest known to exist. Population is 1 with 1 higher in AU5S8 
condition. A true rarity and fantastic coin! (#8314) 
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1868. NGC graded AU-55. A lustrous, mostly lightly example, some areas 
shows delicate iridescent patina. Crisply struck and problem-free for the 
grade although there are some light bagmarks as often found with these 
scarcer P-mint coins due to the semi-prooflike surface left by the dies. A mere 
5,725 pieces were issued. This was at a time in America when gold coins were 
quickly exported. The only part of the country where gold coins actually cir- 
culated was west of the Rocky Mountains. It is as if that part of the nation 
was an entirely different continent than the Eastern Seaboard! (#8315) Ex; 
The Good River Collection. 





1869. ANACS graded AU-53. After the War Between the States ended in 
1865, the nation’s economy continued unsetted, with relatively low produc 
tion of gold coins other than the $20 denomination which was preferred for 
export. The half eagles of 1869 are all therefore rare, from an extremely low 
mintage of 1,785 pieces (#8317) 





1869-S. PCGS graded AU-58. Lustrous frosty golden surfaces with rich 
orange highlights. Nearly full head of hair on Liberty and strikingly sharp 
details on the reverse eagle. A truly wonderful About Uncirculated 58 speci- 
men of a fashionable (and rare) branch mint issue from our westernmost 
coining facility. Only 31,000 were minted (#8318) 
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1870-S. PCGS graded AU-53. Much scarcer than the mintage of 17,000 
pieces would indicate. Most survivors are Fine or VF at best, with EF pieces 
only occasionally seen, and virtually unknown above the EF level. Termed by 
Breen as “prohibitively rare EE.” The coin is well struck on the obverse with 
softly defined feathers on the eagle’s neck on the reverse. With very nice sur 
faces, totally original and traces of remaining luster in the deeper devices this 
rare coin is quite a find. PCGS Pop is 60 coins for all grades. The most recent 
auction where a PCGS EF45 sold was in August of 2004 and that coin 
brought $4600 over 2 years ago (#8321) 
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1870-S. NCS graded Extremely Fine Details. Improperly Cleaned. Yet 
despite the cleaning, a genuinely pleasing coin all around, with no problems 
such as rim bruises or deep digs that sometimes affect this rare S-mint year. 
Only 17,000 minted (#8321) 
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1872. PCGS graded EF-45. After a sizable production of Half Eagles in 
1861, only token quantities of that denomination were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint between 1862 and 1872. Gold coins did not circulate dur- 
ing that era on the East coast and Midwest due to Gresham ‘s Law, and they 
were valued at a premium relative to dubiously backed Federal paper money. 
One may wonder why these very low mintage issues were struck at all. A pos- 
sible reason may have been to reduce speculation on Proofs of the same date. 
Just 1,660 1872 Half Eagles were made, and only a small portion of these 
have survived. This is a nice example of a rare Philadelphia mint with traces 
of mint luster in the deeper devices and contact marks in accordance with the 
grade. PCGS has graded a total of 27 coins for this issue and no more. A 
scarce coin in any grade (#8325) 


1873-S. PCGS graded VF-30. A scarce issue and seldom seen above VF, this 
piece has contact marks both on the obverse and reverse in accordance to the 
grade. PCGS has only graded 69 total pieces and no Uncs. Tough coin, bet- 
ter date (#8332) 





1875-S. PCGS graded AU-50. The 1875-S Half Eagle had an original pro- 
duction of only 9,000 pieces, and the relatively few survivors are apt to show 
extensive circulation. This uncommonly high grade example has traces of 
original mint luster and contact marks consistent with the grade. PCGS has 
only graded 44 coins in all grades making this San Francisco coin very tough 
to find in any grade (#8338) 
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1876-CC. NCS graded Extremely Fine Details. Reverse Damage. The 
obverse is particularly attractive here, with smooth surfaces, some luster at the 
stars and providing a slight halo or aura around Liberty. Only 6,887 pieces 
were made. The “damage” consists of a very tiny drill hole or punch mark at 
the eagle’s neck, that is all. Some might find this insignificant, others, no

1876-S. ANACS graded MS-60 Prooflike. A frosty golden specimen with 
strong luster present. A very “high end” 1876-S half eagle that some would 
designate even a point choicer on the Mint State scale. Inspect it in person 
and make your own decision. Either way, it is a top Condition Census coin 
of elegant quality. The 1876-S is elusive in all grades, and when found is typ- 
ically Very Fine or even lower. Even an Extremely Fine piece would be a del- 
icacy. Regarding the present Mint State coin, as noted there are few pieces in 
this category. Here is another major opportunity for the specialist (#8341) 


1877-S. ANACS graded AU-53. A still-lustrous and well-preserved speci- 
men with pleasing old gold color on “original” uncleaned surfaces. A few 
light marks in the field, otherwise very choice, and a beauty in this high 
grade. Indeed, 1877-S is a rarity in all grades, with Very Fine or an occasion- 
al Extremely Fine about all most collectors see for sale. Regarding the date, 
Akers wrote, “I have seen only a few AU pieces and just two Uncirculated 
specimens, one of them a gem (pictured above) that sold in Paramount's 5/76 
sale.” That “gem” he mentioned is the coin offered in the Harry Bass collec- 
tion a few years ago. This is a rare opportunity to acquire one of the few 


1877-S half eagles extant (#8344) 
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1878-CC. ANACS graded Details of AU-55 Ex-Jewelry. The normal 
“sweated look” from its use in jewelry, this better date Carson City mint is 


very collectible in this grade (#8346) 


1882-CC. PCGS graded AU-53. A radiant lustrous example of the kind of 
quality one likes to describe for bidders of this actively collected Western 
branch mint. Some residual cartwheel luster blends easily with pale lightly 
worn highlights on the frosted surfaces. The only really noticeable mark 
occurs at Liberty’s upper lip, giving an appearance of a moustache. Low 
mintage: 82,817 pieces (#8359) 
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1883. NGC graded MS-64. A fiery golden specimen that comes close to 
gem quality and one boasting a good strike with frosty luster (#8361) Ex: 
The Good River Collection. 


1889. PCGS graded AU-55. Among the more poorly defined issues in the 
series for some reason, and due to its very low mintage, also rarely offered in 
acceptable grade that isn’t very worn. This lustrous example breaks that trend 
and displays uncommon sharpness on all the highest points of the design. 
Mintage topped out at 7,565 pieces. And no half eagles were struck at Car- 
son City, San Francisco, or New Orleans this year, forcing collectors who 
want date sets to compete all the more for this low mintage rarity (#8374) 


1890. PCGS graded AU-53. Lustrous. Light circulation wear, with a chat- 
termark in the field near the point of the coronet. We like offering these rare 
P-mint issues since they seldom come along, but when they do they draw 
attention. Only 4,328 half eagles were minted in 1890 at the Philadelphia 
Mint (#8375) 





1891-CC. PCGS graded MS-63. A satiny gold example with typical light 
bagmarks for the grade. The fresh looking cartwheel luster graces both sides 
of the piece with its faint reddish gold hue. Sharply struck for the date, easi- 


ly finer in sharpness than many gold half eagles struck at this Western mint 
(#8378) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1893-CC. PCGS graded MS-62. Extremely choice surfaces for this tradi- 
tionally bagmarked CC-mint rarity. An vibrant, golden bright coin with live- 
ly orange patina around some of the devices, one that, in addition to its nice 
luster, also sports a bold strike. Everything you would want from the grade, 
Only 60,000 half eagles struck in 1893 at Carson City (#8384) 





1894. NGC graded MS-65. Blazing gold surfaces with intense luster and 
outstanding color plus visual appeal. Probably a good many are not as care- 
fully struck as this 1894, with no suggestion or even a whisper of weakness 
at the centers (#8387) Ex: The Good River Collection. 


1894-S. PCGS graded AU-53. Lustrous with brownish orange toning and 
plenty of mint frost remaining. An attractive specimen, again, this features 
low mintage (55,900) and low survivability (#8389) 


1895-S. PCGS graded AU-58. Some light marks on the portrait and in the 
fields, though generally above average when it comes to the amount of 
remaining luster on both sides. Like its 1894-S counterpart, a low mintage 
issue with only 112,000 pieces made. Most, it seems, reached circulation; 
few, unlike the 1895-S double eagles, can be found in Mint condition 
(#8391) 


1897-S. PCGS graded AU-55. A satiny frosted coin with much underlying 
luster that bolsters the beauty of the sharp design components. Mintage rose 
slightly to 354,000 pieces with this 1897-S, but it is still arguably scarce im 
lustrous condition. Months may go by between offerings (#8395)

1898. PCGS graded Proof 60. A sought-after date in the Liberty half eagle 
series with a scant mintage of only 75 pieces. All of the components of the 
Proof striking can be clearly seen on this specimen, with its bold square edge, 
crisp hair curls, full dentils, and noticeably mirrored surfaces in the more pro- 
tected. It is sad that earlier owners and handlers exposed this rare coin to mis- 
handling, but the fact is the fields now show numerous marks and hairlines. 
This lot should create substantial bidder interest, all the same, since there are 
not many opportunities to purchase an affordable example of a Proof $5 gold 
piece (#8493) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins.

Indian Half Eagles 








1179 —-1915-S. PCGS graded MS-64. It is always a pleasure to offer one of the most challenging dates in the series, a frosty Brilliant Uncirculated 1915-S Indian $5. 
This coin is certainly worth your consideration, as it is only the advanced specialists who will ever own one. Mint records of 164,000 1915-S half eagles do not 
take into account the fact that, like other San Francisco issued coins in this series, few escaped circulation. Even a scruffy low-end Mint State commands due 
respect, but not the stand-up and take notice attention deserving of this handsome MS64! 


Easily among the most important 1915-S pieces extant, this lovely piece would serve as a focus in any advanced half eagle collection. Both sides are orange-gold 
in color with full, vibrant, frosty-textured features. The strike is overall quite crisp, but it does level off somewhat on the lower feathers in the war bonnet (as often 
occurs with this and the Indian quarter eagles). There are not too many marks or hairlines, none deserve singular mention (#8531) Ex: The Good River Collec- 
tion. 





1180 1915-S. PCGS graded MS-61. Minimal Uncirculated condition but still with enough frost in the devices to assure that it has laid untouched by actual wear in 
change making since the time it was minted so long ago. A scarcer year in this grade, much scarcer, indeed, than the far commoner 1916-S in similar condition. 


Mintage only 164,000 pieces (#8531) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 
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1795. 13 leaves below eagle. NGC graded MS-63. NGC Pop: 14/7 (In earlier days, NGC did not separate the 13 leaves from the 9 leaves variety in its database, 
but we can assume the above figure comprises exclusively the 13 leaf variety.) The coin is encased in NGC holder #1720198-001. Brilliant and smoothly lustrous (not 
always an seen eagles of this date), attractive, and quite well struck, with consistent quality plus a choice planchet. The fields offer some prooflike reflectivity with the 
sharp devices satiny. This specimen, illustrates the first American $10 gold piece or “eagle.” In MS63, it stands high among known examples, indeed squarely among 
the top certified examples by NGC. On the obverse the detail is excellent, the hair is sharp except for the highest part of the centers just below the brim of the cap, 
and the dentils are two-thirds complete. On the reverse the eagle has nearly all of its feathers seen, however fine diagonal adjustment marks are not quite struck out 
at the breast and a few feathers are missing. Sharp details on the palm and laurel branches, as expected, with clear legends rounding out the reverse. There probably 
is no such thing as an absolutely perfect ten dollar gold piece of 1795, but this one comes will suffice for any “gem” quality Type set. 


Only 5,583 eagles were coined in 1795, and as a type the small eagle $10 is a rarity as well. Mint State examples are particularly troublesome to find, a situation 
that is somewhat masked by the current population data and the penchant for resubmissions. On the Taraszka-4 variety, the 10th star almost touches the cap (the 
only die in which this occurs); on the reverse, a quickly spotted raised comma in the field before the first A in AMERICA must have been a defect in the die as 
it is seen on all of this variety. The mintages were small because little demand existed domestically for eagles. The first United States Mint struck coins to order, 
for the most part. Bankers and others deposited silver and gold with the Mint, which the Mint’s workers turned into coinage and then delivered to the owners of 
the precious metals. 


Those depositing gold with the Mint in those first years has a preference for the more convenient $5 half eagles to the $10 eagles, ordering more of the smaller 
denomination than the larger. As best as we can understand, the eagle was too large for small transactions but too small for convenient transportation or storage 
of large sums. Many 1795-1804 eagles were exported. 


Striking gold eagles that were only going to be exported or melted was wasteful of the Mint’s production capacity. Production of this denomination ceased in 
1804, possibly under the orders of President Jefferson. The halt in production for the gold eagle proved more than momentary. It wouldn't be struck for circula- 
tion again until 1838, at the second Philadelphia Mint (#8551) Ex: The Springdale Collection of Early U.S. Gold Coins. 
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1795. 13 leaves below eagle. ANACS graded AU-50. Some luster remains around the stars and within the devices; normal wear on the surfaces but nothing in 
the way of “tear” to go with the wear, only a few light marks whose appearance gives no offense to the choice quality. The 1795 eagles were our first official gold 
coins. They were struck at a time when the mint had just begun operations. The remarkable detail and careful preservation are just two of this coin’s quality fea- 


tures. Scarce (#8551) 
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183 1796. NCS graded About Uncirculated Details. Repaired. Just one die 


variety is known for the 1796 capped bust eagle. The obverse stars total 16, 
reflecting Tennessee’s admittance as a new state, arranged eight and eight. 
LIBERTY is positioned higher on the obverse than on the 1795 varieties, 
starting from the peak of Liberty’s cap (farther left than on the 1795 coin) 
and ending adjacent her forelocks. The palm branch on the reverse now bears 
11 leaves instead of 13 or nine as in 1795. The mintage is 4,146. A pleasing 
enough coin in spite of its minor touch-up work, with smooth surfaces, only 
lightly cleaned appearance, and the usual soft detail at Liberty's hair below 
the cap. On the other hand, the eagle is extra bold here, as it includes nearly 
full rounded breast with feather detail and crisp detail in the wings and on 
the palm branch below. Wide dentils on both sides provide a good frame for 
the central design (#8554) 
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1797. Large eagle. NGC graded MS-61. NGC Pop: 25/14. When the first 
quarter eagles went into production, in 1796, they bore the same obverse as 
on the eagle and half eagle, but a modified reverse, generally known as the 
heraldic eagle. The eagle while front-facing, has its head turned to the left and 
holds in its beak a ribbon inscribed E PLURIBUS UNUM, Latin for “One 
Among Many.” A shield is set atop the eagle’s breast. A bundle of arrows are 
in the left talons and an olive branch in its right talons; this is similar to the 
Great Seal of the United States. UNITED STATES OF AMERICA encircles 
the design, as on the small eagle 1797. A semicircle of clouds stretches from 
wing to wing, with 13 stars positioned between the clouds and the eagle in 
arrangements that vary from die to die. Mint engraver Robert Scot's new 
reverse was introduced on the eagle in mid-1797 on the $10 denomination, 
so eagles of this year are found with both reverse design types, small and large 
eagle. The estimated mintage of the 1797 capped bust, heraldic eagle $10 is 
10,940. 


A pleasing Mint State example and a grade that is rarely offered for sale. 
Frosty surfaces play host to robust luster effects with only minor hairlines and 
a few tiny marks on the portrait and lower part of the draper. Given the prop- 
er amount of strike pressure, the coin would have been 100% brought up by 
the dies. However, there are a few soft areas at the hair that are often encoun- 
tered on this date but so slight as to scarcely deserve mention. The reverse is 
especially bold on the eagle's neck feathers and shield. This variety has a 
uniquely designed shield whose central point is below the two outer points. 
Die break from rim to cloud between S and O on the reverse. A very pre- 
sentable example of a scarce, early American gold coin (#8559) Ex: The Good 
River Collection. 
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1798, 8 over 7. 9 stars left, 4 right. NCS graded About Uncirculated 
Details. Obverse Repaired. Although repaired, the work was done carefully 
so that most anyone looking at this handsome rarity for the first time would- 
nt notice. The strike is typical for 1798 meaning that there is sharp defini- 
tion in most of the outer areas but the center is left a little weak at Liberty's 
hair. However, contrary to what would be expected, the reverse is downright 
bold. All of the wing and tail feathers show boldly, the shield horizontals and 
verticals also crisp and nicely delineated. The legends and rims complement 
things nicely too with their bold relief. Best of all, this is the extremely scarce 
1798 issue, one of two die varieties made this year, and the one in which the 
stars are lopsided on the obverse. Only four stars face Liberty on the right, 
while there are 9 on the left, a most curious positioning. 


Minor change came with the eagles of 1798. The expansion of the Union was 
at such a pace as to threaten to overwhelm coinage designs in the future if a 
star was added to the design for each new state. This led the Mint director to 
order a standardization of stars to 13 (for the original Colonies), beginning 
in 1798 on the eagle. 


Two arrangements of stars are found in 1798, one die with nine left and four 
right, and one die with seven and six. All of the 1798 eagles are actually over- 
dates: 1798/7, with the 8 punched into the die over a 7. No perfect date 1798 
capped bust eagles are known. 


The total mintage of 842 1798/7 capped bust eagles makes this the rarest of 
the capped bust eagles by mintage. Both obverse dies broke early, likely 
accounting for the cessation of production after so few were made, according 
to Breen. He estimated that fewer than 50 pieces survive from the two 
obverse dies (#8560) 
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1799. Large obverse stars. NGC graded EF-45. Highly attractive and 
largely bright with some golden highlights on both sides around and within 
the devices where the luster is most protective from active wear in circulation, 
All but fully struck, with just a insubstantial touch of weakness at the central 
part of Liberty's hair. A desirable early Eagle (#8562) Ex: The James Newton 
Howard Collection. 


1799. Large obverse stars. ANACS graded AU Details. Net VF-20 
Plugged - Whizzed. Tarazska-22. This still nice Eagle from the year 1799 
has suffered a few indignities in its 150+ years of existence; would that we 
could all look as sharp and attractive, though, after this length of time! The 
coinage authority for $10 Eagles including specified weights and fineness 
conforms to the half eagle denomination of the period. The large or 
“heraldic” eagle reverse was used beginning in 1797. All dates from 1795 to 
1804 are scarce today. 1799, considered by collectors as the second com- 
monest issue, still had a very low mintage of only 37,449 pieces (#8562)

Running horizontally across 
the reverse, some adjustment lines which are typical of just about all dates in 
the series. A well struck example of this relatively common date (#8564)

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Discovery Coin Is Third Finest Known 1803 Large Stars Reverse With 13 Stars 
Bass-Dannreuther 1E Variety / Taraszka 32 


1192 1803. Large reverse stars. PCGS graded AU-58. We are pleased to offer the newly discovered, previously unknown 
specimen, and the third finest known 1803 Large Stars Reverse with 13 Stars, Bass Dannreuther 1E variety (Taraszka 
32). The coin is an Extremely Rare (Low R7) survivor of a mintage estimated at originally only 250 to 500 coins from 
one single mating of dies. There are now only six specimens known, and two of those are damaged! 


Coin attribution was confirmed by Numismatic Scholar and Author John Dannreuther who explained that his BD- 
LE designation identified the 1803 Large Star Reverse with 13 stars also known as the Taraszka 32. This coin is often 
mis-catalogued or mis-designated and in most cases is actually the 1803 Large Star Reverse with the extra star or 14 
Star Reverse. The 1803 Large Star Reverse with 13 stars is a major rarity. In Anthony J. Taraszka’s book, “United States 
Ten Dollar Gold Eagles 1795-1804”, he cites four known examples. However, our research has found six total exam- 
ples, including this newly discovered one. Mr. Taraszka was not aware of this example and jewelry grade specimen to 
come on the market in March 2003 (AG3 damaged in jewelry). Researcher Phillip Scott Rubin and John Dannreuther 
confirmed our current pedigree list. Superior CEO Silvano DiGenova and Dannreuther both agree that this variety is 
actually a separate variety worthy of Red Book Designation and will strive for this. Coin World Trends already desig- 
nates the 1803 varieties more properly. They state the following: 1803 Small Stars, 1803 Large Stars, and 1803 14 Star. 
Additionally, both PCGS and NGC designate three varieties: 1803 Small Stars Reverse, 1803 Large Stars Reverse and 
1803 14 Star. The key point here is that all 1803 10s with Large Star Reverses are either 13 Star or 14 Star. To prop- 
erly clarify this, all the guides should read: 1803 Small Stars, 1803 Large Stars 13 Star Reverse and 1803 Large Stars 
14 Star Reverse (or as is commonly known as Extra Star Reverse). DiGenova and Dannreuther will attempt to correct 
this in all major price guides along with attempting to update current pricing information to more accurately reflect 
the extreme rarity of this variety and differentiate it from the 14 Star variety. 


A diagnostic characteristic of the rarely seen variety is that the reverse Leaf on the lower right side points between the 
R and I of America as opposed to in the 14 Star the same leaf points to the bottom of the I in America. Also, the cloud 
under the S of States is very different in the two varieties. The 14 Star variety usually has a small extra star “punched 
within the last cloud at right” as quoted from Mr. Taraszka’s book but this star is often not visible, which is why it is 
so often attributed incorrectly as the Large Star 13 Stars. Mr. Dannreuther will be using this new find as the plate coin 
for his forthcoming book about early gold which he co-authored with the late Harry Bass, who incidentally, did not 
have an example of this rare coin in his extensive collection.

To date, only 
11 pieces have been certified by both services, combined including cameos 
and non-cameos. Some of these are likely resubmissions. Die scratches are 
noted on Liberty's neck, under the eagle’s neck, and under the first S of 
STATES on the reverse. Some surface roughness is also noted on the reverse 
between the eagle’s head and STATES, this probably being caused by insuf- 
ficient die polish. This specimen can also be identified by a small planchet 
flake near Liberty's throat. Lightly hairlined, probably from being wiped at 
one time, the bright golden surfaces display some moderate cameo contrast, 
especially on the reverse. Certainly a worthwhile example of this exceedingly 
rare proof gold issue (#88808) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States

1197 1870. NGC graded AU-58. Light surface abrasions in the otherwise semi- 
prooflike surface of this scarce P-mint eagle from 1870. Its rarity arises from) 
the very low mintage: 4,025 pieces (#8657) 








198 1873. Closed 3 NGC graded Proof 62 Cameo. Pop: 1/5. The 1873 ten 
dollar is one of the foremost dates in the series and an issue that is highly val- 
ued by specialists, mostly because of its low business strike and Proof mintage 
of 825 pieces. Very few specimens are known today of either, with perhaps 
12-15 business strikes in collections and as few as 7 to 8 Proofs out of the 
original production of 25 pieces. The significance being that most “name” 
gold collectors of the past have either elected to include a Proof because of its 
availability in high grade (and the business strike’s unavailability), or due to 
the relative paucity of business strikes versus Proofs. 


The surfaces of this piece show scattered hairlines, a feature in common with 
some of the other survivors and one which solely accounts for the grade. 
Other distinguishing characteristics are some inconsequential contact marks. 
To appreciate the rarity of this date in the marketplace, in his quest for excel- 
lence it was routine practice for Ed Trompeter, the grand-daddy of gold Proof 
collectors, to upgrade coins in his collection. This Proof 62 was the finest 
available to him in his 20+ years collecting rare gold and represents one of the 
finer pieces available to collectors still (#88813) Ex: The Wasatch Collection 
of United States Proof Gold Coins.

It is the rarest Proof Liberty $10 gold 
of the 1885-1907 years with approximately 12 coins reported out of an orig- 
inal mintage of only 45 Proofs. The present example is not without its little 
problems, but, nevertheless, its appearance here is an important bidding 
opportunity for the gold specialist. Both sides are sharply struck with billow- 
ing orange-gold color. The Proof finish sparkles, both sides being lightly 
cameoed. There are scattered hairlines in the fields, some marks in the field

1893. NGC graded Proof 55. Pop: 1/4. Only 55 proofs were struck this 
year, but fewer exist today with around 15-18 survivors known. This is a very 
presentably coin that represents excellent value for the grade. The striking 
details are fully defined in every area and complemented by golden frost. 
They are set against reflective deep mirrors in the fields. Given the grade, the 
tiny contact marks in the fields that account for the grade are to be expected

1900. NGC graded Proof 55. Pop: 1/5. Of the 120 proofs originally struck 
in 1900, it has been duly reported that today only a third or so remain in all 
grades. This piece is identifiable from afar as a Proof with its reflective fields 
and sharp devices. Close examination shows the date low and slanted to the 
right, a diagnostic of Proofs. There are numerous small contact marks in the 
fields and other signs of light handling from circulation, but none that bear 
describing or seem to be out of context for the grade (#8840) Ex: The 
Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins.

1901-S. PCGS graded MS-65. Bright rolling-fresh finish, intensely lustrous 
as when first issued, awash in originality. Difficult to find even for this most 
plentiful date in the series, 1901-S. Soft-edged devices and lettering through- 
out the centers are sometimes found on this issue; however, a small percent- 
age of this year’s production is made with enough convincing detail to be

1901-S. PCGS graded MS-64. Brilliant and refreshingly clean for this issue, 
with flickering luster in the fields and warm golden devices.

1907. Wire rim, periods. PCGS graded MS-65. The Philadelphia Mint struck only 500 of these Wire Edge coins and handed them out to VIps. It has thus 
this limited issue and was not intended for circulation. The obverse is toned with deep orange gold toning and a touch of blazing gold throughout, while the 
reverse is a even brighter but still quite orange gold. We note a couple of very minor scuffs consistent with the grade, but no other indications of handling by for- 
mer owners. Note the heavy striation lines in the fields which were part of the die making process and were not polished out prior to striking. All specimens show 
these random fine lines. 


As we have commented upon elsewhere, 1907 was a watershed year in American numismatics. Tossed out were several mediocre coin designs that had outlived 
their usefulness. Teddy Roosevelt, spearheading the revolution, forced the Mint to bring its coinage design up to twentieth century standards. This was an era 
when politicians and statesmen were flexing the government's muscles, so to speak. America’s brand-new navy, christened the Great White Fleet was steaming 
around the world on its grand tour as sort of a chest-pounding exercise. What we were telling the other great powers was that America, too, was a power to be 
reckoned with; America, too, could throw its iron muscle around; America, too, had the wherewithal to defend its beliefs. Regardless of one’s opinion of nation- 
alism, whether it be all mighty or all foolhardy, Theodore Roosevelt was in the vanguard of this American “awakening.” These elegant Ten Dollar Pieces by Augus- 
tus Saint-Gaudens were one of the more visible aspects of this modernization program, and should be cherished as others cherish artifacts from prior, historic 
openings (#8850) 
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1907. No periods. NGC graded MS-67. NGC Pop: 16. Here is a coin that 
retains amazing amounts of the original mint freshness, with blazing luster 
throughout, and a nice spread of gold tones. The surfaces are the highlight 
here, for rarely does any 1907 survive in such superlative condition. Close 
examination will note a tiny tick or two, but without this, the grade would 
approach perfection. Only one tiny mark on Liberty's cheek, with the eagle 
amazing for its smooth bold features that are free of contact. 


Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ “Indian” Head Eagles are an amalgam of his cre- 
ative genius and the political realities of coin design. Read a little of Walter 
Breen’s lively commentary on how this beautiful coin came about: “For the 
new eagle design, Augustus St. Gaudens [sic] (in consultation with Pres. 
Theodore Roosevelt) decided to use not a standing figure but a head, feeling 
that the heroic effect of any standing figure, as chosen for the double eagle, 
would be lost in smaller diameter. The President disgusted beyond measure 
at what he called our ‘atrociously hideous’ coinage, had asked St. Gaudens to 
design replacements. 


The profile St. Gaudens chose originated in a figure of Nike (‘Victory’), part 
of his Gen. Sherman Monument (1905), ultimately inspired by a Hellenistic 
Wingless Victory on the temple of Zeus Soter. at Pergamon. At Pres. Roo- 
sevelt’s insistence, and for no other reason, St. Gaudens gave this head a 
nationalistic character by the absurd addition of a feathered war bonnet, such 
as neither Ms. Liberty nor any Native American woman would have ever 
worn.” (#8852) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1907. No periods. NGC graded MS-65 Star Designation for Eye Appeal, 
NGC Pop: 255. A thrilling example of this always-popular No Motto Type, 
This exception coin is lightly toned and very nicely preserved, hence the well- 
deserved Star assignment by NGC. Given the proper amount of strike pres- 
sure, all devices are fully brought up by the dies. We see no reason to append 
a “however” or a “but for” here, since there are no soft areas as are sometimes 


found on this date, none at all! (#8852) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1907. No periods. NGC graded MS-65. NGC Pop: 255. Bright satiny lus- 
ter and attractive, almost pulsating golden hue from one end to the other. 
And so to the next qualification, the strike. Here too we see quite good detail 
with not even minor weakness to the sharp centers, an important aspect that 
new collectors especially fail to take into account. One of several very beau- 
tiful 1907 No Motto Indian tens in the group (#8852) Ex: The Good River 
Collection. 
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1907. No periods. PCGS graded MS-64. A radiant example in this grade, 
nicely preserved with gold color that rises and falls in an almost rhythmic dis- 
play. Since our observation is that this date is rarely fully struck, then this 
sharp Mint State 64 example has every suggestion of precision manufacture 
as seen in feathers and hair, and on the reverse, the feathers on the neck, 
wings, chest, and legs. Only the claws are a little flat appearing (#8852) 
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1907. No periods. PCGS graded MS-63. Desirable No Motto type using 
the reduced relief design to improve production quotas at the mint. Only 
Philadelphia struck the new Indian gold pieces in 1907 (#8852)

1219 1907. No periods. PCGS graded MS-63. PCGS Pop: 808. The coin has 
nice oscillating gold with mellower orange-gold areas, and the luster is 
choice, fresh, undipped, and very attractive. The important No Motto type 
was minted only two years, 1907 and 1908 (#8852) Ex: The Good River Col- 
lection. 
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1908-D. No motto. PCGS graded MS-64. This is a well struck, satiny 
frosted No Motto example of the date just before the government counter- 
manded President Theodore Roosevelt's 11th Commandment of Thou Shalt 
Not Place INGOD WE TRUST on America’s gold coins. Thereafter, there 
would be no more discussion on this topic until recent years (#8854) 


1908-S. With motto. PCGS graded MS-63. PCGS Pop: 31. Small mark by 
the eye and a few others on the cheek. There is only one type issued by San Fran- 
cisco in 1908, all of which have the motto INGOD WE TRUST in the field 
left of the eagle. As a date, 1908-S is considerably rarer than the two other coins 
minted at the same time in Denver and Philadelphia, only 59,850 were struck. 
Gems are extremely rare and expensive, which makes this pleasing Mint State 
63 a “find” for the true lover of scarce Indian gold coinage. 


A glance will tell all: the surfaces are satiny and a glass is needed to find the few 
tick marks on the cheek and field and those hidden on the eagle's feathers. An 
opportunity you should not overlook (#8861) Ex: The Good River Collection. 





1222 1909. PCGS graded MS-64. PCGS Pop: 58. Nice fresh-gold luster whose 


beautiful toning reflects off the fields of this choice specimen from 1909 
(#8862) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1910-D. Details of MS-65 Net Grade MS62. (Numistrust MS65). Serik- 
ingly brilliant for this issue with very few abrasions present to sidetrack your 
enjoyment of the smooth satin surface and bold relief. It is just that 
Numistrust is a little too optimistic on the grade. The coin has been lightly 
cleaned and wiped, hence our Net MS62 grade (#8866) 





1911. PCGS graded Proof 64. Dark fine sandblast finish Proof, darker than 
the satin 1908 issues, more like the dark 1908’s more often seen; researchers 
call this mustard color. Only 95 made. About as rare as the 1910; we believe 
30 or 40 survive. The grading statistics are of no help due to constant resub- 
missions by hopeful owners which skews the number. 


Proofs of 1911 are of the earlier sandblast variety, as are all the following years 
as well, and they show a distinctive “mustard” coloration, as Akers calls it, 
sometimes, as here with a light reddish tint from the copper in the alloy. The 
surfaces have a dark, fine, sandblast finish with myriad diamonds causing 
light to splay out from the surface in the familiar fashion so beloved of these 
pieces. The matte surfaces are still choice throughout and attractive with 
everything boldly defined as well (#8893) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. 





1911. NGC graded MS-63. Extra crisp detail on all relief portions. Swirling 
soft luster rounds out this coin’s list of memorable attributes (#8868) Ex: The 
Bloomfield Hills Collection.

1912-S. NGC graded MS-65. NGC Pop: 3/2. Only 300,000 minted. One of the gemmiest examples graded by PCGS, with limited availability butting heads 
with growing popularity for the condition rarities in this difficult series. A singularly beautiful coin. Identifiable by a small area of roughness in the lower left 
obverse field opposite Liberty's chin. Pleasing orange gold color on both sides, and boldly struck throughout by the dies although not in the same class as some 
Philadelphia mint strikes of the period. 1912-S, as it is usually found, is one of the more unattractive issues of the series due to most being poorly struck. Fortu- 
nately, the coin offered in this lot, true to its MS6S5 heritage, generates considerable overall eye appeal. Therefore, weigh carefully this impressive Gem example, 
for it is a worthy coin for the advanced numismatist to aspire to own. We expect this coin to do quite well when it crosses the block (#8872) Ex: The Good River 
Collection.

1914. NGC graded Proof 67. Pop: 7/0. This remarkable Proof is set in NGC holder #1919741-011. In 1914 only 50 Proof Indian eagles were struck by the 
Mint. Few realized it then (other than mint officialdom) but by that time collectors had rejected the sandblast look of America’s gold coins; most of the new years’ 
coinage languished in the vaults and eventually had to be consigned to the furnaces. Also affecting sales was the fact that in 1914 the face value of a ten dollar 
gold coin represented twice the daily pay of a typical factory worker such as an assembly line person in one of Henry Ford’s River Rouge plants. Only the well to 
do could afford collecting gold Proofs. It has been variously estimated that 20 to 30 pieces exist of the 1914 issue (grading census numbers have to be given a 
wide latitude, of course, due to an unknown number of duplicate submissions). 


The sandblast or “matte” surfaces this year tend towards a slightly different texture than the heavy matte finish of, say 1911 or 1912, as pointed out by Breen. 
They have a coarser grain finish than in 1913 with individual facets or diamond-like sparkle on the sandblast surface being just a bit more defined than on pre- 
vious years. The color is similar to the 1913 but often with more of a grayish tint. No doubt about it, this is a pristine Proof. A superb coin. One that is remark- 
able too in that it has no identifying marks or blemishes, meaning that could never really be improved upon. The opportunity to purchase such a coin may prove 
more important than the cost eventually required (#8896) 
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1926. PCGS graded MS-65. PCGS Pop: 210/7. With flattering mint luster 
and a minimum number of wispy abrasions, this peach-gold coin is every bit 
the Gem. There is a nice “aura” around and on Liberty that gives this a pleas- 
ing appearance (#8882) Ex: The Good River Collection. 


1926. PCGS graded MS-64. Nearly Gem, with bright yellow golden luster 
(#8882) 





1932. PCGS graded MS-66. PCGS Pop: 68/1. Small mark on the chin. 
Nearly superb otherwise. Both sides are bright with vibrant golden-fresh pati- 
nation, while the devices were struck with such force and energy by the dies 
that all design elements show completely (#8884) Ex: The Good River Col- 
lection. 





1932. PCGS graded MS-65. A beauty, with nice snappy gold color on vir- 
tually undisturbed surfaces free of discoloration and only a few widely spaced 
marks. Almost everyone likes to seek an Indian $10 coin that was struck with 
exactitude and care by the dies in the outer periphery and on all legends — 
that you'd expect — here as well, the inner designs were also left crisply 
detailed by the imprint of the dies (#8884) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collec- 


tion. 
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1233 1932. PCGS graded MS-64. Only a few light scuffs in the frosty surfa 


The very choice example offered here not only shatters the normally seen 
bagmark woes, but its sparkling surfaces border on gem quality. In fact, o 

scattered marks like those on the face put a ceiling on the grade which all 
otherwise reach the 65 level (#8884) Ex: The Bloomfield Hills Collection. .

1850-0. ANACS graded Details of EF-45 Cleaned. Cleaned at one time, 
but not so noticeable as to affect the coin’s desirable features. New Orleans 
started striking $20 gold coins the first year that dies were shipped to our 
Southernmost branch mint. There was great need for a large gold denomi- 
nation to pay for imports into the country. New Orleans, being a major port, 
was a key center of trade up and down the Mississippi river, as it still is today, 
156 years later (8903) 


1851. PCGS graded MS-63. PCGS Pop: 11/2. The 1851 is a scarce issue in 
Mint condition as most entered circulation (or many exported). More than 
two million pieces were struck, the highest mintage figure of any double eagle 
before 1861. This is among the choicer Mint State 63s we have ever offered 
at auction and it is one of the frostier examples you will see. The surfaces dis- 
play crisp, satin-like mint luster that has taken on a light overlay of original 
patina. Most attractive. 


This largest denomination of all regular United States issues was authorized 
to be coined by the Act of March 3, 1849. Its weight was 516 grains.900 
Fine, causing the struck coins to be just shy of one full ounce of gold. The 
Type from 1850 to 1866 is known as Type 1, and lacks a motto above the 
eagle (#8904) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1240 1857-S S.S. Central America 20B Bold S (SSCA 0403). PCGS graded 


MS-66. A resplendent 1857-S double eagle, the coin offered here is similar 
to most others in the group in having almost needle-sharp strike, and is 
exceedingly beautiful. The difference is that the grade is in the “ultra” range 
for the discriminating collector, checking in at solid Mint State 66, such 
pieces being few in number. Here, indeed is a great numismatic treasure in 
the both technically but also aesthetically, a coin with much history and tra- 


dition behind it. 


More than 5,400 Mint State 1857-S double eagles were recovered from the 
wreck of the S.S. Central America, lost at sea in a hurricane on September 
12, 1857. These and other numismatic items surprised the numismatic com- 
munity when the discovery was announced. Quickly, all were sold, realizing 
per reports, in excess of $100 million. 


Prior to the treasure find, the 1857-S was considered to be a plentiful date in 
such grades as Very Fine, Extremely Fine, and About Uncirculated, but elu- 
sive in Mint State, most of the latter being in lower ranges. Now available on 
the secondary market are choice and gem coins of superb appearance. 
Accordingly, this one coin is an ideal candidate for a Type Set — because it 
is readily available and also as it comes with one of the most harrowing sto- 
ries in American maritime history and in treasure finding (#8922) Ex: The 
Good River Collection. 


Liberty Double Eagles 











1241 1861. PCGS graded MS-63. With pinkish patina on the devices, a lustrous Type 1 double eagle. The strike is strong, with clear definition to the high points. 
The 1861 issue, although minted in record numbers up to that time, is much scarcer in choice mint state than the hoard dates of 1856-S, 1857-S, and 1865-S, 
and for this reason it commands a lot of attention (plus a strong price) whenever offered for sale (#8932) 
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1861-S. Pacquet reverse. ANACS graded Details of EF-40 Cleaned. Strict 
Extremely Fine quality with evidences of original luster still seen around the 
stars and legends. The smooth clear surface is unusual for this typically heav- 
ily abraded rarity, all the more reason to recommend it to collectors. The 
Paquet reverse was not generally recognized as a variety until the 1930s. A 
number of pieces were located in Europe some twenty years later, and while 
these have increased the availability of the Paquet $20 gold somewhat it still 
remains the scarcest S-mint double eagle. The reduced protective rim on the 
reverse was thought to be the primary reason for the cancellation of Antho- 
ny Paquet’s modifications. This led to excessive wear and abrasion on the 
coins, which is one reason so few high grade examples are known. This par- 
ticular specimen will delight the new owner and give hours of pleasurable 
study and contemplation. 


Anthony C. Paquet is one of relatively few assistant engravers at the Mint 
who never achieved the chief engravership position, but whose name is a 
numismatic byword today because of this rare $20 gold piece. Although he 
signed numerous medals at the Philadelphia Mint, including the Washington 
Cabinet Medal for presentation on February 22, 1860, his patterns are 
unsigned. Among patterns attributed to Paquet are certain cent dies circa 
1858, pattern half dollars and $20 coins of 1859, several issues of the 1860s, 
and at least one 1877 half dollar, among others. Dies employing tall letters 
with thick uprights are often attributed to him, and in the case of certain 
1859 half dollars and of the 1861 Paquet Reverse $20 this is correct. Others 
may have been from punches that Paquet made, but which were employed 
by different artists. Anthony C. Paquet was born in Hamburg, Germany, in 
1814 (#8936)

1867. PCGS graded Proof 61 Cameo. Pop: 1/0. High date for the Proofs 
of 1867 with the 1 close to bust. Extra outline around device broken above

ing on stars or TRUST. First vertical stripe has right line doubled and with 
an extra line (almost vertical) bulging a little at right top. Middle arrow shaft 
weak; lowest arrowhead touches scroll; wing barely touches E(D). Dentils 


mostly well apart except above NITED STATES OF. 


A modest grade but a whole lot of coin for the Proof 61 identifier, there is 
noticeable two tone contrast from the cameo frosted devices. Hairlines in the 
fields, while normal, aren't overly visible nor do they smother the reflective 
quality of the mirrors. No marks, but suggestions it was gently cleaned long 
ago. In PCGS holder #90019235. Those who are lovers of truth will realize 
that 1867 is a rare date in Proof. It is one of only 50 made, 25 delivered 
March 5, the rest July 2. The grading services have certified very few, with the 
Eliasberg-Trompeter Proof 65 among the finest graded (#89082) Ex: The 
Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins.

1870-S. PCGS graded MS-60. PCGS Pop: 8/12. The 1870-S twenty is an 
overlooked issue in Mint State, definitely a grade rarity, with perhaps as few 
as 35 coins recorded at that level. Few of the “big name” collections sold in 
the past 50 years contained an Uncirculated representative of this date. 
Attractively colored, both sides are awash in light reddish-gold shades with 
typical field marks from coin to coin contact in the bag or keg, but still all a- 
glimmer under the patina. The strike is typical of the Type 2 design from this 
mint, with isolated areas of softness here and there on Liberty's hair. The 
number of abrasions, however, is normal for an 1870-S in this grade with 
some wispy hairlines overlaying the frost and a scuff in the field above the 
eye. An important bidding opportunity for the double eagle collector 
(#8959) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1872. NGC graded AU-58. NGC Pop: 202. Lustrous and quite well struck 
within the confines of this Type 2 design. The motto INGOD WE TRUST 
appears for the first time on double eagles in 1866, and would remain a part 
of the tradition through the various changes made to the designs until 1933, 
when double eagle coinage ceased (#8963) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1873. Open 3. NGC graded MS-62. Both sides display an attractive frosty 
sheen and nice satiny brilliance, being predominately yellow-gold with a 
touch of reddish color. The usual surface abrasions, as almost always seen on 


this relatively plentiful date (#8967) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1873. Open 3. PCGS graded MS-61. Frosty luster with characteristic light 
pinkish rose and gold color, the outcome of this piece being struck on a 90% 
gold, 10% copper (for hardening) alloy planchet. Distinctive Type 2 features; 
the more problematic Open 3 in the date (some have a difficult time sepa- 
rating the two) is the more plentiful issue this year (#8967) Ex: The Bloom- 
field Hills Collection. 


1873. Open 3. PCGS graded MS-61. Affordable Type 2 twenty-dollar gold 
date, and the one to consider for a Type set (#8967) 


Lot of Two Liberty Head Double Eagles. Includes: 1873 Open 3 ANACS 
AUS53 and 1904 ANACS MS602. Lot of 2 coins. 


1875-S. PCGS graded MS-63. Although essentially brilliant, the smooth, 
satiny golden surfaces show a decided tinge of pinkish red toning color cast 
at certain angles. A very choice, if lightly bagmarked, example of this desir- 
able Type 2 design. Seldom seen and even less seldom offered above MS60 or | 
MS61 (#8975) 


1876. PCGS graded MS-63. Lightly toned, yet basically fresh golden in 
appearance. The few wispy abrasions do not detract from the overall pleasing 
eye appeal of this high grade 1876, a year that rarely is seen better than very 
scruffy low-end Mint State. It is interesting to see, as well, that this handsome 
coin was struck from well-prepared dies that imported a sound and in point 
of fact, a bold design in all the key areas including the stars around Liberty 


(#8976) 
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1876-CC. Net AU-55. (Numistrust MS62PL). A lustrous example of this 
popularly collected CC-branch mint issue, and a coin with plenty of sparkle 
left in the fields topped by nice frosted devices. What little friction there is 
seems confined to the high points of the hair and the smooth contour of Lib- 
erty’s cheek; the “busier” reverse design tends to minimize any effects of rub 
on the high points (#8977)

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1877. PCGS graded MS-64. This example, illustrative of the high-end qual- 
ity seen in its grade class but virtually never found on an 1877 P-mint twen- 
ty, has iridescent gold surfaces and semi-prooflike reflection. Normal detail 
on all devices is typical for this issue; however, with present specimen we see 
a wonderful exception in the broad regions of crisp strike found on the hair 
and throughout the fancy eagle reverse. A remarkable coin (#8982) 
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1877. PCGS graded MS-62. A handsome beginning to the well-liked, fine- 
ly designed Type 3 double eagle (1877-1907) and a fitting reminder just how 
lustrous these once looked. Color is mostly orange-gold in shade, but flick- 
ers of copper tinted iridescence can be found, with complete frostiness 
throughout although hampered in its grade slightly by the usual randomness 
of bagmarks (#8982) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1877-CC. NGC graded AU-58. Only 42,565 pieces minted of this initial 
Type 3 design from the far Western mint at Carson, Nevada. And what we 
see, we like a lot: sharp devices, plenty of residual luster around the legends 
and devices, and a clean, tarnish-free appearance of originality. Just the coin 
for someone hoping to improve the look of his set of CC-mint double eagles. 
Very scarce at this level (#8983) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1877-S. NGC graded MS-62. Beams of frosted mint luster and rich tawny 
orange-gold hues. A choice example, rarely offered nicer (and then much 
more expensive) (#8984) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 








1878. PCGS graded Proof 62. Pop: 1/2. Here we meet with a conundrum 
— a word popularized by a recently retired, slow-talking central banker — 
with 20 minted in Proof, the marketplace would expect 1878 to receive the 
same deference and veneration that is given to the 1875 Proofs, but this isn’t 
the case. While 1878 is like a sibling to 1875, it matters little to bidders who 
understand this year’s great rarity. Therefore, when bidding begins to move 
forward, take notice and place your bid. Both sides of the coin display an 
exceptional frosty device with dazzling mirror brilliance, being predominate- 
ly yellow-gold to brownish amber plus maybe a touch of reddish color from 
the copper alloy in the metal. Sharp-edged devices and lettering throughout, 
this being a lock-solid Proof 62. PCGS serial #5536573. 


A new hub was introduced in 1878 with stars farther from border than 
before. There is a low date having the left base of 1 almost over right edge of 
a dentil. As stated above, one of only 20 Proofs made. All were delivered as 
of February 9, with all being sold in the year of issue (none held over into 
1879). Apparently under 10 to as many as 12 survive (#9094) Ex: The 
Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins.

1258 1878. PCGS graded MS-63. Aesthetically tempting, as fine a looking MS63 
of this slightly scarcer P-mint issue with full strike as you are apt to see, and 
all the while saturated with bright golden bloom, little in the way of toning 
(#8985) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1259 1878-CC. NGC graded AU-58. With mintage falling rapidly at Carson 
City after large production runs in 1873-1877, the 1878-CC definitely falls 
into the ranks of the semi-keys of this handsome $20 design. Only 13,180 
pieces were made. Survivors tend to be well marked up, although for some 
reason, most that show any residual luster show it as “prooflike” — which is 
the case here. Well placed to attract all specialized bidders of CC-mint gold 
(#8986) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1260 1878-S. NGC graded MS-61. Lustrous and of average strike on the stars 
(#8987) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1261 1879. NGC graded MS-62. The surfaces are sleek and glowing with a 
healthy show of choice gold color. There is no toning or, at the very most, a 
faint veil of natural patina (#8988) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1879-CC. PCGS graded AU-53. Some usual marks in the surface and on 
the neck especially, with scattered chattermarks in the field paralleling Liber- 
ty’s forehead and nose. Still lustrous for the grade, there is ample golden frost 
within the stars and hair waves, as well as throughout the spaces that are pro- 
tected on the reverse by the ornate eagle-with-shield motif. The hallmark of 
this issue is its very low mintage: 10,708 pieces. It so happens there would be 
no further $20 gold strikes at the Carson City facility until 1882, possibly 
due to declining gold bullion deposits. In those days, Carson City was forced 
by governmental edict to charge a higher refining fee than its sister mint in 
San Francisco. By this measure, even though it was more costly to transport 
the raw bullion across the mountains to the City by the Bay, much gold and 
silver bullion made its way to San Francisco, to the detriment of Carson City 


(#8989) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 


1879-O. NGC graded EF-45. While Mint State examples are occasionally 
available, lovely About Uncirculateds like this are surprisingly elusive as well. 
This is a lightly patinated survivor that is indicative of an even higher grade 
but for some abrasions in the neck and cheek area as well as in the fields. 
Only 2,325 double eagles were minted at New Orleans in 1879. Since no 
further emissions from this mint were made (New Orleans continued to 
strike $5 and $10 gold however), it turns out that the 1879-O key date also 
happens to be the only O-mint Type 3 piece available to coin collectors 
(#8990) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1879-S. PCGS graded MS-62. Antique gold toned surfaces that eddy and 
churn with nice frosty luster on both sides. Since our observation is that early 
S-mint dates are rarely adequately struck, then this sharp coin has every sug> 
gestion of precision manufacture. Almost unobtainable finer (#8991)

1879-S. PCGS graded MS-61. Typical bagmarks and dullish luster for the 
grade. Nevertheless, still glistening fields rise and fall with original golden 
mint bloom. Against this are set frosty design elements (#8991) Ex: The 
Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1880. NGC graded MS-60. With only 51,456 pieces made, the 1880 has 
come down to the present as a very scarce offering in Mint quality. It is far 
less available than the 1880 San Francisco Mint twenty in similar grade. Lus- 
trous and generally well made (#8992) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 





267 1880-S. PCGS graded MS-61. Velvety to soft luster fields almost rising to 


MS62 quality under the weight of its highly lustrous gold color. Struck with 
controlled precision throughout the outer peripheral areas excepting stars, 
although somewhat soft (from worn dies?) at a few locations on the reverse. 
In the years in which these were minted, it required a coin press with 155 
tons of pressure to the square inch on the dies to impress the design from the 
Type 3 dies. Any lessening in this pressure would result in slightly uneven 
metal flow, usually at the centers or often seen at the stars (#8993) Ex: The 
Bayou Saint James Collection.

1881. PCGS graded Proof 62 Cameo. Pop: 1/0. An impressive specimen 
both physically and aesthetically. The geologic weight of the frosted head of 
Liberty is surrounded by equally stunning molten mirror fields on either side 
making the devices look as though they are islands floating on a lake, so 
smooth is the surrounding field. A beautiful Proof 62 in other words, one 
with such contrast that NGC deemed it “Cameo.” Just 61 Proof 1881 dou- 
ble eagles were struck, and the years have not been kind to that mintage. Per- 
haps as few as 15 to 20 or so Proofs of the date can be found today, but some 
of those are notably impaired by “hay marks” and other distractions. Not so 
the present coin. We expect strong bidding activity for the present lot, and 
rightfully so. This coin is set in PCGS holder 50038711. 


The 1881 Proofs have a centered date to right; left base of first 1 over center 
of dentil; right base of final 1 nearly over right edge of dentil. The reverse has 
the eagle's right tail feather broken, with fleur de lys below beak fragmented. 


One of only 61 made, 40 with sets February 19, 4 in second quarter, 17 in 
December. A coin that is under intense date collector pressure since few of 
the 2,220 business strikes survive (#89097) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of 
United States Proof Gold Coins.

1269 1881. NGC graded AU-50. The 1881 twenty is a widely recognized, low 1270 1881-S. NGC graded MS-62. This is a remarkably lustrous coin whose 
mintage (2,199 pieces) rarity, the first in a run of seven briefly minted dates pinkish-gold features are alive with choice mint frost. The fully detailed sur- 
from the Philadelphia mint. Nearly all known survivors, of which there are faces are lapping at the shores of an even higher grade (#8995) Ex: The Bayou 
around two dozen, are in the Extremely Fine to About Uncirculated range.

Even Proofs, of which 61 coins were struck, are more likely to be located than 
an About Uncirculated business strike. 


Light honey gold with some underlying luster. Typical surfaces for the grade, 
with scattered marks on both sides from its short use in circulation. Howev- 
er, the luster is there around the devices and on some of the highpoints. Fur- 
thermore, a Mint State designation have doubled the price required to buy it 
(#8994) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 











1271 1882. NGC graded AU-58. Frosty and immediately identifiable as a very rare circulation strike by the presence of luster and the soft, rounded appearance of the 
lettering (rather than the squared-off sharp detail of a circulated Proof). Proofs of this and other years are, of course, extremely rare. But for 1882 from the 
Philadelphia Mint, business strikes are just as desirable and also fittingly rare. The usual scattered abrasions are noted on the surfaces but none of these are deep 
or terribly detracting. There are probably no more than a handful AU 1882 double eagles known and this lovely AUS8 is certainly among the best of these. A 
solid Condition Census coin that should result in serious bidding. 


Only 571 circulation or “business strike” 1882 double eagles were made. With an estimated surviving population of 15-20 pieces in all grades, this is one of the 
key date Liberty $20 gold double eagles, along with the ‘54-O, “56-O, *70-CC, and the 1886. The true rarity of the 1882 can best be learned from the fact that 
Harry Bass, the grandfather of gold coin collectors of the modern era, had just one circulation strike of this date in his set and it showed signs of tooling! (#8996) 
Ex; The Bayou Saint James Collection.

1882-CC. PCGS graded MS-61. Mostly brilliant with some blushes of 
warm orange gold toning on the high points and in the fields. The obverse is 
frosty, while the reverse exhibits considerable satin-like character. A scatter- 
ing of bagmarks account for the PCGS MS62 grade. A scarcer issue, 39,140 
examples were minted and most seen are in the Very Fine to About Uncircu- 
lated grade. Strong demand by Carson City mint collectors is accountable for 
many of the high bids that 1882-CC double eagles receive at auction

1882-S. PCGS graded MS-62. About as close to watertight MS62 quality 
as can be expected, this vibrant pinkish gold specimen shows excellent color 
and originality.

This is to say that the strike is 
complete, not even a single fused star around Liberty to keep this coin from 
being full (#8998) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1883-CC. PCGS graded MS-61. Yellowish to tawny-gold in color with a 
bold luster, the surfaces reveal a few scattered obverse abrasions in line with 
a grade of Mint State 61 and is therefore scarce in Mint quality. That being 
the case, this date is also difficult to find fully struck. The present coin retains 
nice detail to the stars and hair from a strictly above-average strike. Only 
59,962 minted (#8999) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1883-S. PCGS graded MS-63. While generally available in the lower 
(baggy) grades of Uncirculated, this is one of the few MS63 pieces we have 
offered at auction. As expected, it is a sharply struck example that has soft 
peach-golden mint frostiness and shows couple of tiny abrasions on the 
cheek, which, along with others in the fields, account for the grade. A sharp 
looking coin that is a conditionally rare find for the collector (#9000) Ex: 
The Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1276 1884-CC. NGC graded MS-62. 81,139 minted. Pleasing “dusky” gold and 


antique uncleaned color is nicely layered over each side of this lustrous spec- 
imen. A solidly graded, choice quality “84-CC, this coin displays impressive 
striking definition for a twenty dollar gold piece from this branch mint. This 
is also to say that the strike is full, including those few hair strands over Lib- 
erty’s scalp which often keep this from being fully detailed. Fewer than usual 
light marks for the grade make it an extremely enjoyable coin to examine and 
describe for you (#9001) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1277 1884-CC. NGC graded MS-61. NGC Pop: 116. Bright golden color with- 


out deep toning. Lustrous with some slight bagmarks and hairlines; a well 
struck example from the magical Carson City Mint. Despite mintage of 
81,139 pieces, the 1884-CC is not common, nor is it a rarity. It fits nicely in- 
between, and is scarce but obtainable in Mint condition. Most, however, are 
in circulated grades. The few hundred Mint States that are known were 
found in foreign hoards since about 1950. Most of these range from MS60 
to 62 (#9001) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1884-S. PCGS graded MS-63. Always frosty for the issue, as seen here, the 
bright pinkish gold surface is nearly MS64 quality with few distracting bag- 
marks. Unlike some which are not quite fully struck, this marvel of precision 
minting shows all regions crisply detailed including the centers (#9002) Ex: 
The Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1885. NGC graded AU-58. Only 751 business strikes were produced of the 
1885 double eagle, and of that number it is reliably estimated that today 
some 45-55 pieces are extent with all grades, most of which are in the About 
Uncirculated grade range. As with all 1885 twenties, the fields are reflective. 
While this brightness is appealing on one of the rare Mint State coins, it 
tends to magnify the appearance (and importance) of abrasions, especially on 
circulated pieces. This is a glistening golden semi-prooflike example with a 
luxurious display of original gold surface on both sides showing only light 
friction from circulation. Some might even refer to it as “cabinet friction” 
from the early 20th century use of felt-lined coin cabinets in which collectors 
stored their most precious coins. Nicely socked by the dies, as well, in fact 
not nicely so at the stars and Liberty head, the eagle with all its ornamenta- 
tion, hence, a coin so nice that its attraction is enhanced (#9003) Ex: The 
Bayou Saint James Collection. 





1885-CC. PCGS graded MS-61. 9,450 minted. A very rare date in all 
grades. What's more, this MS61 is clearly superior to the vast majority of 
more heavily abraded Uncirculated pieces, this dazzling reddish-golden 
example has only a few well scattered blemishes on the face and benefits from 
the high production standards employed by the Carson Mint during this 
later period (the mint closed in 1893). A great deal of discussion also sur- 
rounds a coin’s strike. This has excellent detail with no sign of weakness to 
the hair or central regions with perhaps the sole exclusion of a few soft (but 
not flat) stars (#9004) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection.

1885-S. PCGS graded MS-63. An strikingly lustrous coin with sizzling cart- 
wheels beneath rich pinkish gold toning. The reverse and obverse centers play 
host to a brilliance and originality always appreciated by the stronger buyers 
of $20 Liberties. In short, a lovely coin, one that certainly meets the qualifi- 
cations of the MS63 grade, and then some (#9005) Ex: The Bayou Saint 
James Collection. 





1886. NGC graded EF-45. Only 1,000 pieces were struck of the 1886 dou- 
ble eagle, and it is even more difficult to acquire in overall rarity than the 
1881 or 1885. Some 25 to 30 specimens are believed to remain today in all 
grades, with perhaps only 7 to 9 coins known in the various grades of About 
Uncirculated. An attractive Extremely Fine specimen of the finest order for 
its grade. Some original luster resides within and around the devices, with 
pale “antique golden” uncleaned originality on the choice, lightly circulated 
devices (#9006) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 








VERY RARE PROOF 1887 DOUBLE EAGLE 





1283 1887. PCGS graded Proof 60. Jaw-dropping rarity, here, since there were 


no circulation strike 1887 twenties issued. Each side has a warm-toned yel- 
low-gold fields that surround the frosted devices. Struck with almost scien- 
tific precision on the stars, hair waves, coronet beads, and throughout the 
eagle with its fancy ornamentation. The usual surface abrasions and small 
hairlines for the grade; this piece wasn't cared for with quite the kid-gloves 
treatment that it should have been or may indeed have slipped into actual cir- 
culation for a time before being retrieved. For identifying purposes there is 
some scuffing in the field between the chin and stars 1-3; also a small hair- 
line from the point of the coronet to a star above. PCGS holder #60105149. 


Nevertheless, one of only 121 1887 double eagles made (exclusively Proofs), 
with the following numbers struck quarterly: 26, 28, 10, and 57. Some 25 of 
the first quarter delivery were intended for the sets assembled in March. They 
were, however, struck in January. In all, very few examples have been graded.

1887-S. PCGS graded MS-63. A beautiful, frosty-gold ‘87-S twenty, there 
are no heavy rim bruises, and bagmarks on either side are only typical for the 
issue, nothing out of the ordinary. No more, no less, just as fully struck, as 
attractive, as you could ask for in an S-mint double eagle from the 1880s, 
with complete detail at the stars, hair, and shield lines. As in the case of the 
same consignor'’s 1875-S double eagle in MS63, the 1887-S is relatively avail- 
able in MS60 or 61 but rarely offered in higher grade (#9007) 





1887-S. NGC graded MS-62. This beautiful coin sums up nicely the expe- 
rience of the gold satin luster on a well presented and fully original coin. It is 
the kind of MS62 that collectors expect to find in the MS63 grade. Impossi- 
ble to find as a Gem and better, of course, yet well within the budgetary con- 
straints of most collectors of double eagles. The devices were struck with such 
power by the dies that all design elements show boldly, giving this an appre- 
ciable edge (#9007) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection.

Almost impossi- 
ble to match in this grade; rarely surpassed (#9009) Ex: The Bayou Saint 
James Collection.

1889. NGC graded Proof 65 Ultra Cameo. This is a truly spectacular 
cameo Proof whose warm, antique-golden surfaces are deeply mirrored in the 
fields (lovely “orange-peel” effect) and then contrast sharply against the thick 
golden mint frost on the devices, so thick in fact that it earned NGC’s “ultra” 
notation on the holder. Even close scrutiny with a 5- to 10-power glass fails 
to reveal any marks, hairlines, carbon, or other so-called identifiers (really, 
small problems, but coin professionals like the euphemism). Truly, the sur- 
faces of this premium grade specimen are just that: premium quality. The 
NGC serial number on this coin is 1822314-009. 


The 1889 Proof is one of the very rarest known in any condition, with only 
a handful traced and of auction appearances, hardly any. This specimen walks 
away with the price for its splendid originality. To tell the truth, it is a con- 
stant source of amazement to us how any Proof could have survived as nice 
as this! Pass this one around in the lot viewing area and anyone walking into 
the room will find a group of nodding individuals gazing starry-eyed in hopes 
of winning it in the contest that is soon to take place (#9010)

1889. NGC graded MS-62. Far less abraded and decidedly frostier than the 
typical baggy survivor, this boldly struck example displays soft, frosted luster 
and blushes of bright natural uncleaned patina on each side. The 1889 $20 
gold piece is one of only 44,070 business strikes issued, and exists in limited 
quantities at the Mint State category. Pieces that qualify as MS62 are legiti- 
mately rare. 


Why the low mintage after 1888's largish production? The gold markets were 
under duress throughout 1889 and well into the early years of the 1890s as 
European economic turmoil spilled over into America’s market. Much of our 
gold was being exported by frightened bankers and trading houses in this 
period, which helps to explain the very low double eagle mintage figures in 
1889 to 1892 at Philadelphia (#9010) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection.

1889-CC. PCGS graded AU-55. Frosty pinkish gold with deeper frosted 
accents, a sign that perhaps this coin suffered no indignities in its passage 
through circulation, and was well looked after once in the possession of coin 
collectors (seemingly at an early date).

Flattering mint frost that pulsates with apti- 
cot-gold to orange-gold color, all of it heavily lustrous and swirling. Mathe- 
matically exact standards seen in the sharp details as well, although we notice 
sufficient bagmarks on the face and in the fields to disturb the luster some- 
what in these areas. This low-mintage issue is one of the scarcer P-mint issues 
of the late nineteenth century in high grades. Few pieces have been certified

As the rumbling grew of an approaching economic tornado (that finally 
caused major damage to American business in 1893-95), the fear among gov- 
ernment officials and bankers was that America would be completely drained 
of gold. By law, the Treasury department was required to keep $100 million 
worth of gold in its vaults as backing for the currency. This equated to a mere 
5 million double eagles (to give you an idea how thin a line separated 
“healthy” from “unsound” financial conditions back in those days). With the 
Treasury nearing this critical level in 1891, production declined (at least at 
the Philadelphia mint, for the West Coast barely noticed the strain, as though 
it were on another planet entirely). Few survive from this low coinage, and 
this among the most attractively preserved with its flash and warm golden 


color (#9016) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1891-CC. PCGS graded MS-61. PCGS Pop: 9/5. Not to be confused with 
the far commoner Eagle $10 issues, the 1891-CC double eagle is the lowest 
mintage Carson City issue of the later period of the CC series, 1889 to 1893, 
with only 5,000 struck. Probably a thousand or two were exported, explain- 
ing its extreme scarcity. However, a couple of hundred specimens or so haye 
been returned in modern time accounting for the available supply. Mint 
States are very scarce. This is a frosty golden example that has the usual light

1891-S. PCGS graded MS-64. Tremendous detail from a very positive 
strike on this frosty 1891-S, which collectors like better to see than wishy- 
washy detail; furthermore, the surfaces show warm orange to pinkish golden 
hues. No need to worry about an unsuccessful result if you are the winning 
bidder. This beautiful coin beats most of the competition, hand’s down.

Everything appears as 
though it were struck with controlled precision throughout. 1892 is typical of this period, with rarity in the business strikes and under-100 Proofs made, to be 
exact, 93 pieces were coined in Proof this year for sale to collectors (#9108) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United States Proof Gold Coins.

1892. NGC graded AU-58. Why the low mintage for 1892? The same rea- 
son we've been describing before: It all traces back to what led up to the 
money crises and subsequent business Panic of 1893. Because of a quirk in 
America’s paper money setup, gold coins and bullion were being drained out 
of the Treasury in increasing numbers after 1890. The problem go so bad that 
President Cleveland had to plead with banker J. P. Morgan for a massive gold 
loan to the government to meet the demand. 


The Treasury's gold fund had dwindled to about $75 million at one point. 
This caused sleepless nights for those in the know, although the public was 
generally unaware of the strain in the gold market (Today’s current $100 bil- 
lion+ Treasury gold reserve provides a greater cushion.) Fortunately the 
squeeze let up in 1893. Mintage rebounded that year and thereafter in 
Philadelphia, while San Francisco Mint, which had been far from the 
madding crowd, did not suffer a similar decline in mintage. However, we 
were left with very few 1892 lustrous double eagles of this high quality, which 
today’s collectors must scramble for in the hopes of one for their sets (#9019) 
Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1892-CC. NGC graded MS-63. NGC Pop: 5/0. A satiny to semi-prooflike 
specimen of this very elusive CC-mint $20 gold piece, high-end choice qual- 
ity with energetic cartwheel luster. The luster is golden brilliant rather than 
orange-toned patina. Such flashiness seems to want to motivate bidders to 
increase their bids as though by subtle hypnotism! Only 27,265 pieces mint- 
ed. The average grade, when this date is offered at all (which isn’t often) tends 
to migrate around Extremely Fine condition (#9020) Ex: The Bayou Saint 
James Collection. 





1892-S. NGC graded MS-64. A boldly original pale pinkish-gold surfaced 
coin whose high-end depth of detail in the design complements the equally 
fresh Mint State 64 bloom. Where an ineffectual imprint is often left by the 
rebound of the dies that struck this year’s coinage, the opposite is in fact the 
case here: devices show crystal clarity and abnormally crisp detail in the cen- 
ters. Bidders be warned, you may face stiff competition since NGC has grad- 
ed only 44, with 3 higher (#9021) Ex: The Bayou Saint James Collection. 
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1893. PCGS graded Proof 60 Cameo. Pop: 1/1. The otherwise golden- 
amber color deepens to iridescent-gold shadings in select areas with the high- 
lights more golden brown that the open spaces; some scattered contact marks 
and obvious abrasions limit the grade to Proof 60, but there is no question | 
of the smooth proof status in the fields nor the sharp devices. The mint saw.

Something perhaps worth pausing to study is the fact that all 
devices were struck with the same superb and desirable consistency of this 
year, that is, sharply by the dies, which then left behind bold elements of 
detail throughout. A masterpiece in coin preservation (#99142) 
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1908-D. No motto. PCGS graded MS-65. PCGS Pop: 122/7. Splendidly 
lustrous, both sides of this pinkish to orange-gold example exhibit oscillating 
cartwheel effects. Even the finest, most delicate detail seen on this Gem 
MS65 struck with uncommon exactness for the issue; were it only possibly 
for all 1908-D double eagles to be as sharp as this handsome coin, but that 


isn’t usual for this date. 


The 1908-D No Motto variety pieces were first struck on March 14, 1908. 
Many went into Treasury storage as backing for gold certificates, and tens of 
thousands were exported (#9143) Ex: The Good River Collection. 
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1908. With motto. NGC graded Proof 67. Pop: 7/2. If you have yet to make an acquaintance with a Matte Proof double eagle, this is an impressive example 
of the Type. As referred to below in our background description, the 1908 is first year with the matte finish in this large $20 format. The only surface flaws we 
can detect is a faint hairline on some of the trailing wing feathers: everywhere else the surface is pristine, indeed virtually “as made” and therefore perfect. Thus, 
the Proof 67 grade of this impressive coin which stands head and shoulders above the few others seen. Do not be afraid of winding up your delivery to a high 
pitch when throwing your bid or bids at the auctioneer. He won't stop batting them back to you until yours is the highest and final one, and all the other bid- 
ders have bowed out, so accept his challenge, stand firm, and become the coin’s new owner. This coin is housed in NGC holder 1923608-009; only 5 Proof 67 
examples certified by NGC as of June 2005, with 1 higher. 


The mint struck 101 Proofs of this high denomination gold coin in 1908. All were issued with the INGOD WE TRUST motto, a result of Congressional 
response to criticism of the action taken by President Roosevelt who eliminated the motto from the newly designed Saint-Gaudens gold pieces in 1907. Roosevelt 
was a devoutly religious man. He objected to seeing the name of the deity on coinage, and had the courage to impose his convictions on the mint (and thereby 
on the American public). In 1908, there were two sand-blast or matte finishes used, a lighter one of which only 3 are known and the darker finish of the type 
offered here. This piece very closely resembles the lower denomination Proofs of 1908 which have a coarse-grain finish. Even though the surfaces are deeper in 
hue than seen on later issues, there is a considerable sparkle of the sandblast finish that is visible when viewed with a loupe. 


The 1908 Proof is the first year of the 1908-15 Proof twenties. And though it is true that it is the date most frequently offered among the eight issues in this very 
rare series, an early writer suggested that an unknown number of Proofs were melted in the mint as unsold on January 2, 1909. Published estimates of the num- 
ber actually in existence today range from as few as 15 to 25 (Bowers) to as many as 30 to 35 (Akers). We believe the number may have to be expanded to include 
between 45 and 60 pieces in all grades known today. NGC alone has graded 69 pieces, according to its latest web site enumeration. We can assume many of these 
are either resubmissions or so-called cross-overs with more than a little duplication in the active number graded (#9205) Ex: The Wasatch Collection of United 
States Proof Gold Coins.

When closely exam- 
ined one notices a few wispy hairlines here and there, but they are scarcely noticeable to the unaided eye because of the overall vibrancy of the finish. Some col- 
lectors talk about the “latent possibilities” of this or that coin, but a 1909 double eagle as fine as this, as fresh appearing and superlative, has nothing but clear 
probabilities. A long line of collectors stretching back to the days of original Mint sales attest to this; and generations of future numismatists will eagerly con- 
template the thought of owning such a magnificent coin! (#9206) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1915-S Panama-Pacific $50 Round. NGC graded MS-64. America’s fairs and expos usually revolve around a theme. For 1915, the fair organizers honored the 
discovery of the Pacific Ocean (1513) and the aforementioned completion of the Panama Canal (1914) as the dual anchor points for their theme. A series of 5 
coins was struck for the occasion, including complete sets mounted in metal frames or leather cases sold for $200. Many sales were made to banks and other 
novices; for this reason, high grade examples, especially of the two $50 gold denominations, are a challenge to find. The larger the denomination, the harder to 
locate. Some were also carried as souvenir pieces, in fact. When all was said and done, only 483 Round $50 gold pieces were sold. And it can be assumed (though 
no separate records were kept in this regard) that numerous specimens in the hands of the public were melted after the federal government seized America’s gold 
coins in 1933. We estimate there are 200 or so of the round $50 pieces remaining. 


These medal-sized coins allowed designer R.W. Aitken a wide latitude on which he successfully employed classical Greek and Roman design motifs, despite some 
apparent criticism at the time of issue. This is the largest U.S. commemorative gold coin, and it is acknowledged to be among the most attractive executions ever 
made by the government, The present Mint State 64 example has luminous, lustrous bright-gold surfaces that display the design to good effect from a bold impres- 
sion by the dies. This piece has been lovingly preserved since its striking. Careful examination with a glass reveals only a few small hairlines in the fields. But just 
the same, this is a first-rate opportunity to acquire this largest and most impressive United States gold commemorative (#7451) Ex: The James Newton Howard 
Collection.

On the ribbon, an 880 is incuse, and 
was also hand-punched into the coin's surface. Each edge section of this 
octagonal piece has individual lettering as follows: AUGUSTUS / HUM- 
BERT / UNITED / STATES / ASSAYER / OF GOLD / CALIFORNIA / 
1851. This is perhaps the only United States coinage issue with its date on 
the edge. This particular 880 THOUS piece is distinguished by a plain-cen- 
ter swirl of the engine turned reverse and is the most popularly collected style 


of Letter Edge $50 slug.

1855 Wass, Molitor & Co (San Francisco) $50 Gold. NGC graded MS-60. Count Samuel C. Wass and Agoston P. Molitor were Hungarian compatriots dur- 
ing their native country’s war for independence. Both had acquired considerable practical knowledge of mining and all its ramifications at the celebrated School 
of Mines of Germany. 


Upon arriving in California the partners opened a Mint establishment that struck $10, $20, and $50 gold pieces. An unused $10 die of 1852 was probably altered 
to stamp the date 1855, and was subsequently used to produce $10 pieces. Later, $20 and $50 coins were issued. The $50 pieces followed closely upon the theme 
on the Federal $20 gold Liberty coins of the day; as a $50 denomination in a time of dire need for a circulating medium, the coins were eminently acceptable. 
As the only round $50 gold pieces issued in California, they found acceptance throughout the Golden State and circulated in other regions of the United States. 
Evidently, their round shape (and the availability of lower denominations from the same firm) made them more acceptable than the earlier $50 slugs of the U. S. 
Assay Office. The Alta California reported that $38,000 of these fifties and twenties were produced a day. 


This handsome Mint State example shows clear striking details on the date and stars plus the legends of the reverse. There is luster, smooth and satiny, covering 
the entire surface including Liberty's cheek contour. Liberty herself proudly displays full sharp hair and a nicely curved, if slightly rounded coronet edge. Unlike 
most $50 gold coins by Wass, Molitor, this piece lacks heavy cuts and rim bruises. The reverse takes over from where the obverse left off in being not only sharp 
throughout (including the central leaf veins) but also, lustrous, relatively mark-free, and so attractive you'll desire to own it in a heartbeat! The coin is housed in 
NGC holder 202294-001 and will likely prove to be one of the Star Performers of this sale! (#10363) Ex: The James Newton Howard Collection.

NCS graded Details of About Uncirculated 
Obverse repaired and improperly cleaned. Attractive despite the cleaning 
in green-gold hues, the surfaces are bright in sheen with both sides are 
uncommonly sharp in strike and other no ill-defined features. There are scat- 
tered abrasions here and there, most of which are small in size and not sin- 
gularly conspicuous. Of course, a few moderate size distractions are usually 
seen on these rare pieces, just par for the course with Mormon bechive pieces. 
All-in-all, however, this is a pleasing Territorial gold coin for the grade level 
assigned. 


The lion and beehive $5 is the final issue from the Deseret Assay Office, the 
1860 coinage was struck between February 28, 1861 and March 9, 1861 
from 1860-dated dies. The gold for this issue came from Colorado mines. 
Like earlier Mormon gold issues, the 1860 $5 was accepted in and around 
the Salt Lake Valley, but it proved a failure in circulation among the non- 
Mormon populations. Most examples that left Mormon territory were likely 
melted with the result that this is issue is seldom offered in any grade in even

1861 Clark, Gruber & Co (Denver, Colorado) $10 Gold. PCGS graded 
AU-53. An old hairline scratch from the nose curving up to star 6 near the 
coronet point, which is very weak and indistinct. It is easy to see this piece 
was delivered an insufficient blow by the dies, or as some researchers believe, 
the dies were used set too far apart, which caused the struck planchet to be 
struck unevenly at this point in the design.

California sun-fresh gold as befits a humongous gold coin from the Golden States, indeed the fact 
is that this heavenly MS66 specimen is glowing with gold satin luster, and fully radiant at that, with a near-perfect strike. Taking stock of the key aspect of the 
grade, this piece has knife-edged devices throughout, including centers, rather than a soft, mushy strike as most often seen. 


All of America’s fairs and expos have a theme. What would a “world’s exposition” be without a theme? For 1915, the fair organizers paid tribute to Vasco N£Sez 
de Balboa’s discovery of the Pacific Ocean (1513) as well as to completion of the Panama Canal (1914) — there were the dual anchor points for the fair’s theme. 
A series of 5 coins was struck for the occasion, including complete sets mounted in metal frames or leather cases sold for $200. Many sales were made to banks 
and other non-collecting individuals or organizations; for this reason, high grade examples, especially of the key $50 gold denominations, are a challenge to find. 
The larger the denomination, the harder to locate. Some were also carried as souvenir pieces, sad to say. When all was said and done, only 483 Round $50 gold 
pieces were sold. And it can be assumed (though no separate records were kept in this regard) that numerous specimens in the hands of the public were melted 
after the federal government seized America’s gold coins in 1933. We estimate there are 200 or so of the round $50 pieces remaining, with a coin at this prized 
Mint State 66 level nothing short of extraordinary! (#7451) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1915-S Panama-Pacific $50 Round. NGC graded MS-65. The first of two superlative Round $50 gold pieces issued for the Panama-Pacific International Expo- 
sition held in San Francisco in 1915. The satin-like gleam of golden-colored originality is safe and sound from most abrasions of measurable size and fits mas- 
sively into its grading encapsulation - two and one half ounces massively, since that is what these weigh! Devices are, as expected, sharp in all areas, as struck, as 
desired by collectors, which the grading service has clearly taken into consideration when assigning the Mint State 65 grade. Who could not be pleased and 


delighted by such quality! 


In 1915 visitors from all over the world converged on a veritable new city that had been built of lath and plaster on the San Francisco shore front. Building upon 
the tradition established by the 1876 Centennial Exhibition (Philadelphia), 1892-1893 World’s Columbian Exposition (Chicago), the 1900 Paris Exposition, the 
1904 St. Louis World’s Fair, and other such events, the Panama-Pacific International Exposition showcased marvels of technology, art, history, and science. 


After the event ended, nearly everything was torn down. An exception was the Palace of Fine Arts, which, while never intended to be a permanent structure, sur- 
vived to be used to store fire engines and other municipal equipment. In recent times it has been restored. This building in 1915 was the numismatic focal point 
of the Exposition. Under its huge dome was Farran Zerbe’s Money of the World exhibit and, after the fair’s closing, his concession to sell the remaining Panama- 
Pacific coins by mail order. The price of $100 on these precluded all but the very wealthiest individuals from buying. For this reason, only 483 of the round for- 
mat $50 gold coins got sold. The rest were returned to the Mint and melted (#7451) Ex: The Good River Collection.

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1915-S Panama-Pacific $50 Octagonal. NGC graded MS-67. NGC Pop: 3/0. Tied for finest certified. A problem-free coin with simply fantastic luster racing 
over the surface, vivid and gold in appearance. What's more, the fields acquit themselves nicely in terms of the fewness of marks, there being none whatsoever. A 
blunt impression is never in the cards on a Pan-Pacific $50 gold coin for the simple reason that the mint saw to it that they were all perfectly made. The impres- 
sion left by the recoil of the dies that struck this year’s coinage shows every intricate detail in the design. Recall that the press that was shipped by train from 
Philadelphia to strike these could propel the dies into the planchets with a striking force of 450 tons to the square inch That is why this issue is so impressive. 


There were actually 1,509 of the octagonal $50 pieces made, of which nine were used for assay, 646 were eventually sold and 854 went to the melting pot. There 
were 1,510 round $50 pieces including 10 for assay. Just 483 were sold. 1,017 were melted. 


Hard as it may seem at this distance in time, there were many criticisms of these designs most of them irrelevant, based on total misreading of the iconography. 
Treasury Secretary William G. McAdoo began it (at the behest of Assistant Secretary William Malburn) with claims that Pallas Athena meant nothing on a U.S. 
coin unless she could be identified with liberty, and that Athena's owl would never mean anything at all to us. Others sneered that the coin designs either ignored 
the Panama Canal or implied that the Canal was built for the convenience of dolphins. In actuality, the choice of Athena (the Roman Minerva) was an obvious 
bow to the cultural and educational aspects of the Exposition; her owl is an obvious symbol for watchfulness, something especially appropriate during the early 
years of World War I when the United States populace nervously worried about possible hostile action from Germany and being abruptly forced into war; the 
pine branch alludes to some of California's most majestic trees and indirectly to the lumber and paper industries dependent on them; and dolphins are the friend- 
ly companions of many boats en route to or from the Canal (#7452) Ex: The Good River Collection.

1915-S Panama-Pacific $50 Octagonal. NGC graded MS-66. This beautiful coin sums up nicely the experience of the gold satin luster on a well presented and 
fully struck Panama-Pacific octagonal format fifty. It is the kind of coin that collectors expect to find in the grade. It is the kind of coin only, unfortunately, one 
in a million coin collectors will ever get to own. Elusive as a Gem and better, and certainly more challenging than the round $50s in similar quality, as seen in 
the recent auction price realized stats. It is easy to see this piece was delivered a hard blow by the dies, and as is just as obvious, the dies were brand new and care- 
fully set in the high-impact medal press to impart the requisite force, and which imparted their sharpness to the struck planchet. What an amazing coin. Yet it is 
second in line (just barely) to the former MS67 in the sale! 


Today the five different coins issued in connection with the Panama-Pacific International Exposition stand as the high-water mark of American commemoratives. 
The $50 octagonal is legendary in U.S. federal coinage, both for its size ($50 or two and one-half ounces of 900 Fine gold) and format. The artistry was by Robert 
Aitken, noted sculptor and coin designer whose handiwork presents Minerva, goddess of the harvest, wearing a Corinthian plumed helmet (The Romans iden- 
tified their goddess of war as Minerva. She ranked third among their gods, after Jupiter and Juno. Minerva also was worshiped as the goddess of wisdom and of 
crafts, namely weaving and spinning.) Aitken used a more down-home emblem for his reverse, a “wise” owl perched upon a pine branch. Curiously, the wisdom 
of owls has been much overrated. According to the trainers who worked the various owls in the Harry Potter series of movies, owls are little more than flying 
sharks - sophisticated eating machines with only enough brains to get by on. They're downright unfriendly and almost impossible to train to do tricks. Never- 
theless, Minerva’s owl is golden and beautiful, and we'll just say “wise”, on this foremost of all U.S. commemorative gold pieces! What a spectacular way to pre- 


serve the occasion than by this well struck, satin-gem Mint State 66 certified by America's top-tier grading firm, NGC (Numismatic Guarantee Corporation) 
(#7452) Ex: The Good River Collection 
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1915-S Panama-Pacific Exposition Double Set Original Frame. An Orig- 
inal Shreve & Co. Copper Frame for a Double Set of Panama-Pacific Com- 
memorative Coins. This is one of the most prestigious examples of this pop- 
ular Commemorative item that we have ever offered in a long while. The 
copper frame is nicely patinated and free of the undue bumps, discoloration, 
and scratches often seen on the few remaining examples.

(not starry) field. 


The United States Mint had ceased striking silver dollars in 1804. By the 
1820s and ‘30s, two successive Mint directors, Samuel Moore and Robert M. 
Patterson, had advocated reviving dollar coinage. Although Moore obtained 
authorization to do so in 1831, it was not until Patterson replaced him in 
1835 that measures finally got under way. 


Mint Director Patterson had artist Thomas Sully make sketches of a full fig- 
ure of Liberty — along the lines of the allegorical seated Britannia depicted 
on English coins. Patterson then retained noted painter Titian Peale to sketch 
the eagle for the reverse and instructed newly hired Second Engraver Christ- 
ian Gobrecht to translate the designs to metal. Gobrecht’s was a composite of 
both Peale’s and Sully’s works, as well as his own ideas. The obverse features 
Liberty seated on a rock, draped in a flowing dress — suggesting statuary 
from Hellenistic Greece. A naturalistic eagle in flight was used for the reverse, 
the bird rising “onward and upward,” a position intended to symbolize the 
limitless optimism that Americans had for the nation’s future (#11446)

mitted the Treasury to order the addition of the motto “In God We Trust” to 
any coin it thought proper. The beginning of the war had prompted a great 
rise in religious feelings; an earlier suggestion in 1861 of adding the motto 
had found a receptive home in the Lincoln administration, especially with 
Secretary Chase. Several pattern silver and gold coins had been struck during 
the war to illustrate the concept. Silver dollars first saw the addition of IN 
GOD WE TRUST on a scroll above the eagle with this Proof issue in 1866. 
A splendid coin, boldly struck by the dies with two-tone contrast between the 
mirror-like fields and frosted devices.

There are currently so few Seated Dol- 
lars certified MS67 at either service, you'd spend a lifetime and all the money 
in the Bank of England looking for them and not be able to acquire them all, 
since they are held in strong hands. These coins are spread among the P-mint 
issues of this type. There are only 4 of them. And they include one each of 
1860, 1863, and 1866, along with this 1868, graded by NGC. None higher

Beginning with the first month of production of the newly authorized Mor- 
gan dollar design in 1878, Mint staff at all the mints were under pressure to 
strike $2 million per month in silver dollars. This was a demanding goal, 
when an account is taken into the fact that in the earlier seated Liberty dol- 
lar type of 1840 to 1873, the greatest mintage for any one year was slightly 
over one million. Now, the same quota shrunk to about two weeks’ work 
under the new regime. Making matters worse, dies unpredictably shattered 
after very little use in the coin presses, and the mint apparatus itself was noto- 
rious for malfunctioning. This especially plagued the smaller branch mint at 
Carson City, Nevada. And yet, a few bold coins did get released to the banks, 
as this lovely 1879-CC gem shows: A highly lustrous Gem that has rich white 
patina, somewhat of a prooflike look to the fields, and a mostly razor sharp 
strike. 


By all accounts, George T. Morgan was delighted with the portrait of Miss 
Anna Willess Williams he created for this coin. He said that her profile was 
the most nearly perfect he had seen in England or America (Morgan was born 
in Birmingham, England in 1845). Williams’ complexion was fair, her eyes 
blue, her nose Grecian and her hair, said to be her “crowning glory,” was of 
golden color, abundant in quantity and light of texture.

This frosty look is due 
to roughness in the surface of the design. Extensive engraving work on the 
master die of the Morgan dollar left the design with a certain rough quality. 
In addition, the lettering was punched into the master die which left similar 
virgin roughness on the tops of the letters. 


In contrast, the design of the Peace dollar required no re-engraving or exten- 
sive touched-up on the master die to sharpen details. This is because the let- 
tering was already incorporated in the plaster models and did not leave the 
surface coarseness on the master die that was common on the Morgan mas- 
ter. Although some early strike Peace dollars do exhibit a little “frost” in Lib- 
erty’s hair and on the eagle’s feathers, it is nowhere near as white as on these

The LaVere Redfield hoard 
of 400,000+ silver dollars, mostly S-mints, went to market in 1976, that year 
being touted by the agents of the distributor as “The Year of the Dollar.” Nat- 
urally, prices didn’t begin to take off for real until 1978, the true year of the 
dollar.

1887-S. PCGS graded MS-64. Luster swirls around the coin like greased — 
lightning, with only a few light bagmarks intruding; also, there is a thin 
streak of russet gold toning across the obverse at about the midway point

1888-S. NGC graded MS-66. Because of the Redfield hoard, 1888-S dol- 
lars are generally available for a price in the marketplace up to MS64 quali- 
ty. However, high grade, problem-free examples with brightly reflective fields 
are nothing short of rare, as seen here. Only a few pieces have been so grad- 
ed by PCGS. This is a sharply struck example with very few abrasions on 
either side (as one would expect from a Gem) (#7186)

tus when there were no CC dollars made. Some point to a few irregularities 
that had popped up which caused the Treasury Department to close the Mint 
while an inquiry was made. Others, to the installation of a Democratic 
administration overseen by Grover Cleveland whose budget-cutting included 
the Carson mint. In 1889, Cleveland left office. In 1889, a Republican 
administration returned to power. In 1889, the Mint received new funding. 
Upon its reopen there was only time enough to strike 350,000 silver dollars 
before the next calendar year began. Hence, this date’s infrequent appearance 


at auction, especially in choicer grades. 


This coin radiates attractive silver color, with no detracting marks or prob- 
lems in the rich frost of the surface. Given the proper amount of strike pres- 
sure, the devices are fully brought up by the dies. We see no reason to hedge 
our description with a “however” here, since there are no weak areas in the 
design as are so often found on this key date, none at all! (#7190)

A touch of 
weakness is seen at top hair waves and on the eagle's breast feathers, but here 
it is probably that the dies were spaced just far enough apart to prevent 
stronger metal flow in these areas, a characteristic of most branch mint 1893

1893-O. PCGS graded MS-64. A frosty example with strong underlying 
luster from the dies that reinforce the beauty of the natural toning that cov- 
ers both sides.

Devices were struck with the primary energy to impart the design 
to the outer areas but not with enough get-up-and-go by the dies to impart 
clear-cut centers. This is a well-known trait of the rare 1893-O and has been 
considered by the grading service when arriving at the grade. 


The 1893-O dollar has the lowest mintage figure for any New Orleans silver 
dollar of the Morgan series, 300,000. A few bags were paid out at face value 
from the Cash Room of the Treasury Building from about 1948 to 1955, 
according to Bowers in his impressive encyclopedia of silver dollars (highly 
recommended to anyone who collects these). These may have been released 
a few coins at a time, rather than in intact 1,000-coin bags. This was the basis 
for dealer's stocks for years, but there is no record of bags of 1893-O released 
in the 1962-64 Treasury group (#7224)

The only reverse contact seems to be a slight 
nick on the second bundle of leaves under the right wing of the eagle (you 
might want to use magnification to find it). As to the design, there is only 
slight deviation in the sharp relief seen, mainly in the centers of the coin 
where the design failed to completely fill the dies as always.

1900 1895-O. ANACS graded EF-45. Another of the low mintage dates from the 
mid-1890s, this 1895-O sports a mintage of just 450,000 pieces. Evenly 
worn on the highest points only, leaving smooth surfaces behind with choice 
rims. There is some luster within the devices (#7236)

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1895-S. PCGS graded MS-65. A lustrous example whose vivid wintry blast 
of white color undulates and billows across the surface like a Himalayan 
avalanche. What's more, there are few of the usual distractions found, to 
make a point of it, there are only a few widely spaced bagmarks on the sur- 
face. In winding this up, we are pleased to see also a strike faithful to every 
detail from a full blow by the dies, with marvelously crisp detail found at hair, 
the eagle’s breast and leg feathers, everywhere that grading matters! 


In his 1993 book entitled “Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the United 
States,” Q. David Bowers explains that a few bags of 1895-S dollars were 
released by the San Francisco Mint in 1942, and some continued to be paid 
out through the early 1950s. Many of these circulated through the channels 
of commerce or went to casinos. By the mid 1950s, 1895-S was considered 
to be a rare date. In the 1970s, the Redfield estate contained an estimated 
1,000 pieces of this issue, most of which were well bagmarked or damaged 
by a coin counting machine. 


Bowers estimates that 3,500 to 8,000 1895-S pieces exist in Uncirculated 
grades. The vast majority of these are in grades lower than Mint State 63. A 
gem MS65 or better specimen is today rarely seen or offered for sale, with an 
estimate of 50 to 100 extant pieces (#7238) 


1895-S/S. ANACS graded EF-45 VAM-3. Hot 50. Recut mintmark. The 
1895-S, like its 1895-O brother, is a low mintage issue struck at a time when 
there was much discussion over the merits of a gold-backed currency versus 
one based exclusively on silver, or an amalgam of the two. The nod would go 
to gold, but only in 1900 when the Gold Standard Act was passed, relegat- 
ing silver to a secondary place in America’s monetary scheme. Few choice EF

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1897-O. PCGS graded MS-66. Lightly toned. As dollar specialists 
are well aware, 1897-O issue is difficult enough to locate in Mint 
condition, any grade of Mint condition.

When the price of gem dol- 
lars rapidly rose some years ago, so did the price of the 1897-O.

What became of the 4,004,000 dollars struck in New Orleans this 
year? A portion, as seems obvious, found its way into circulation. A 
possibly larger number were melted after having laid in Treasury 
vaults until 1918. And, for some reason excessive bagmarks can 
plague the surviving Uncirculated 1897-O dollars, like fleas on a 
dog. All that having been said, one can begin to appreciate the 
astonishing, condition of this present MS66 example (#7248) Ex:

Some of the events of 1901, the year of this silver dollar, include the follow- 
ing: awarding of the first Nobel Prize, the first trans-Atlantic radio signal,

Today these are affordable, but still 
carry the aura of rarity and the long-felt charisma of the year and mint

1903-S. PCGS graded MS-66. There is a contrast between the similarly 
dated O-mint issue, and the 1903-S (1.2 million pieces produced), in that 
the 1903-S is a common issue in worn grades, but very scarce, some might 
say a condition rarity, in Mint State. According to Q. David Bowers writing 
in 1993 in his silver dollar encyclopedia, this S-mint issue was not represent- 
ed in large quantity in any of the silver dollar hoards from the San Francisco 
Mint or LaVere Redfield. The surfaces of this champagne-gold to dusky gray 
toned example combine characteristics of both satin and frosty luster, 
although the former dominates by way of bold cartwheel effects. Sharply 
struck and nearly pristine, we anticipate sizable bidder clashes when this coin 
reaches the auction block.

The otherwise satiny silver lus- 
ter deepens to heavy mirror surface in a all areas surrounding the raised 
devices. A very choice example of this issue (#97297) 





1981 1904. PCGS graded MS-65. Billowy satin silver-white color evenly blankets 
both sides of this lustrous P-mint dollar with some brown toning at the 
extreme periphery. A few stray bagmarks including several in the field by the 
right wing, but nothing else disturbs the even flow of color (#7290) 





1988 1921. NGC graded MS-63 Deep Prooflike. A few nicks on the portrait, 
otherwise, frosty on the devices, nicely reflecting in the field although there 
is a noticeable scuff on the face. If you take a personal interest in the scarcer 
prooflike Morgans, then you'll enjoy this 1921, the last year of issue, and also 
a scarce coin with reflective fields (#97297)

1921-D. NGC graded MS-64. Soft satin-like fields careening with lustrous 
silver color, a very choice specimen. Nicely struck with just outstanding detail 
at the centers in spite of its error status. 


Broadstruck coins are an error type which, until recent years, have been large- 
ly overlooked by error coin collectors. 


The Margolis-Weinberg guide to Error Coins is where you'll get a good 
understanding of the process that made this silver dollar. The broadstruck 
error coin happens when a coin is struck without the collar present to form 
the rim that is part of the coin shape. The reason for the lack of the collar is 
very simple. In all coinage presses used in the U.S. Mints, the bedplate in 
which the collar is located is mounted on springs. This allows the bedplate 
and collar to retract and “give” if an accident should occur. The accident 
would be one where the dies slam down against the collar or against a jam- 
up of blanks which would cause excessive resistance to the downward motion 
of the hammer dies in a regular down stroke. 


If the condition should arise where the collar is jammed on the shaft of the 
lower die, that collar will ride up and down as the lower die moves in normal 
press operation. In one situation, the collar may jam down on the lower die 
shaft so that the top of the collar is level with the die face. When this hap- 
pens, the blank being fed into the collar will not be controlled by the collar. 
When struck, as happened here, the blank will spread and distort outward 
because the collar isn’t in the correct position to retain it. 


This spread coin is the “broadstruck error coin.” Its characteristics will be 
that it is larger in diameter than a normally struck coin (one with a regular 
rim). The edges will have the shape of the blank. If the blank happened to be 
a Type One (with no raised rim), the coin will have the rough edge of that 
type of blank. If the blank is a Type Two (as this is), which went through the 
Upset Mill and received a raised rim, that raised rim will be visible on the 
struck broadstruck coin (#7298)

Full swirling luster on both sides, in fact, with fields and devices that come 
so close to perfection that it is a toss-up whether this shouldn't grade a point 
higher. Struck with methodical precision throughout. Just over a million 
pieces were struck in December 1921, and as experience shows, high grade, 
well struck examples have always been very elusive, and will likely remain so 
far into the future.

1921. High Relief. PCGS graded MS-66. Nice peripheral toning on oth- 
erwise ice-cold white surfaces, the fresh gleam off the dies streaks across the 
fields of this handsome patinated coin. About as fully struck as these 1921 
high relief Peace dollars are normally found, with just a trace of weakness at 
the centers, but near-pristine surfaces from the center outwards. 


A resplendent example of Anthony De Francisci’s new design and the only 
affordable date in high relief. George T. Morgan, Mint Engraver at the time 
and whose own design had been replaced by De Francisci’s, lowered the relief 
of the electroplate model by hammering it with a flat board! The subsequent 
lower relief was used for the remaining issues of Peace Dollars, 1922 to 1935. 
Morgan elected to further cut down the relief by lessening the striking pres- 
sure on the coin presses, ostensibly to reduce die wear. In a similar fashion to 
the beautiful 1907 High Relief Double Eagles, De Francisci’s beautiful 1921 
was thus greatly modified to adapt it to normal coin production. Unfortu- 
nately, it is impractical to strike each coin with several blows from the dies to 
bring up the high relief. It is also not practical to increase striking pressure to 
the point where the dies wear rapidly and breakage occurs. As with other high 
relief designs, the mint had to compromise the artist’s concept to meet the 


demands of efficient coin production (#7356) Ex: The Good River Collection.

A lustrous example, fully struck with rip- 
pling though muted silver color. The 1934-S is the key date in the 24-coin 
Peace dollar series, and always in demand in Mint condition (#7377) 


1934-S. ANACS graded AU-55. Warm silvery to light gray surfaces exhibit 
residual cartwheel luster around the devices and some satiny, matte-like 
appearance on the devices themselves. A scarce year. The 1934 and 1935 
Peace dollars were struck under an emergency measure by the government to 
stimulate prices by inflating the money supply. The experiment was cancelled 
after the 1935 issue, when production of this handsome large silver coin 
ceased. The slack was taken up by continued large mintage of half dollars and 
lesser silver coins (#7377) 


1935. NGC graded MS-65. Isolated swirls of silvery iridescence confirm the 
originality of this plentiful P-mint example. Fully lustrous with a light over- 
lay of toning, and quite clean for the issue.
